Suawnfey, at the rode mowth of Tawe was a caftel cawHiJ 
Eftwilthlunarde, other wife Oftermuth, and of fum Mum- 
mels. thcre remain ruines of a caftel deftroied by prince 
LLuelin. 

Swanfcy is a market town and chief place of Gower lande. 

Moobray was lorde of Swanfey, and buildìd the old caf- 
tel, and be likelihod Oftermuth aifo for dcfence of the haven. 

Almoft in the middes of Gowerland a v. roiles frona Suan- 
fey is the caftel ofGuible that longid to the Delamers. 

Penrife caftel ftandith a iii. miles from Swanfey io the 
foreft of Penrife.

HE R Highnes Plcafure beìnge underftoode in what 
Chamber (he wìU be d^livci fcd in, thd fame muft be 
hanged with nchc Clothe of Arras, Sydes, rowiFe, Windowcs 
and ali, excepte One Wìndowe, which muft be hanged (o 
ps (he may have Light when it pleafethe her. Then muft 
there be fet a Royall Bedde, and the Flore layed ali over 
and over ^ith Carpets, and a Cùpboard covered wìth the • 
fame Suyte that the Chanlber is hang<;d withall. Alfo there 
xnuft be ordayned a faier Pallet, and ali Thing? appertayninge 
themato, and 2, riche Sparner hanginge over the fame. And 
Jthat Daye that the Queene (in good Tyme) will take her 
Chamber, the Chappell where her Highnes wilI receare and 
be^re Devine Service, muft be well and worftiipfuily arrayed.

Hcnc fomctimes feene : but wherof foever the Fonte be, it

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In dlvcrs Folds. And the Fonte muft be fct of à greSfc 
Heightc, that the People may fcc the Chrifteningewithontfe 
prcafinge to nighe the Fonte ; and the fame muli bc hanged 
ali aboute with Clothe of Golde. Over the Fonte iherfc 
muft bc hanged a greate and large Canape of Damaflce, 
Satteo, or Reynes, the Bordure bencaìhe Clothe of Golde, 
or wcll embroudered ; or els a riche Sco of Golde, ^ith k 
large and rich Valence, and underoeathe the faide Canape 
thcre muft bc rcfcrved a largc Space for the Comminge to 
the Fonte of the Childe, and fuchc Ladyes and Eftats as 
pleafeth the Kinge (hall accompany the fame therto. Al/b 
thcre muft be ordalned viii Fecce of Bankelyns of Golde to 
hange aboute the Fonte. Alfo thcre mail be providcd a 
little Tapcr for the Chllde to carye in bis Hande up to the 
highe Auter after his Chrillendome. Note, that the Goilìppes 
muft be lodged nighe the Quenes Delivcrauncc, that thcy

Churche 200 Torches, of which 24 (hai be borne aboute-^ 

the Childe with Efquicrs ; and whcn they come to Churche 

thcy ftiall aU ftande aboute the Fonte in Order, and as ncarc 

therunto as they may convcniently. Thcn (hall the Scrgeantc 

of the Kings or Quccnes Pantry be readye at the Churche 

with a faire TowcU of Reynes about hìs Ncckc, sind a Saltc 

Seller in his Hande, with Salte thercin, and that he bc ready 

to takc the Aflaye of the Salte before it be hallowed, and 

the Treaforer of Howftioldc to goe before hlm and prefent 

the Aflhyc, Alfo the Scrgeant of the Ewery (hai be ready 

in the Churche, with Bafonnes covcred and uncovered, fuche 

as the Cafe (hall require, for the Byfhoppes to wa(he in, and 

Hke Bafonnes and Ewers for the Gofllppes to wa(hc ia. Alfo 

the Scrgeant of the Splcery and the Butlcr (hall gcvt ihcir 

Entendancc at the Churche with Spice and Wyne, for the 

GoiTippcs and other Eftats to takc when the Prince Is chrift- 

encd. Whcn the Prince or Princefle Is brought to the utter 

Porche of the Churche, the Bifhoppe (hai be thcre ready to 

tcceave ir, and co doc (beh Soicmpnityes as thcrunto apper- 

taincth. 
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tainetb; After which SokmpDityes done and finiflied, therr 
muft be ready ac the Churche Dorè a Canape, to be boroe 
over the Childe by 4 Mcn of Worftiippe, eyihcr Knights, or 
cls Efquiers afllgned therunto before. The Princc or Prin- 
ceflè beiog broUghte inco the Churche, it (hai be forthu-ith 
borne iato the Traves, wherb (hai be Fire and Water (ai 
aforfaidj ready for the Chang'mge of the Childe out of the 
Clothes, aod makinge it rieady unto Chrifteadome. la the 
meaoe time the Gòffippes (favlnge the Lady Godmother) 
and ali fuche Ellats as (hall pleafe the Kinge, (hai be heere 
thernnto, (hall place thcmfelves within the Cànape of thè 
Fonte ; fo that when the Baptizor (which muft be an Arch- 
bifhoppe or a Bi(hoppe) with the OfEcers of the Churche, 
doe come therunto, they may be there readye placed, and 
there muft be afTigned Cercaine wor(h!pfuIl Knights and 
Efquiers to fpreade and holde at large the faide Canape in 
good and feemely Order.

TH E King on the Day of March toke his 
Hors wde, and nobely accompanycd at Seint Johns 
of LondoD", and rode to Waltham ; and trom thens the High 
Way to Cambrige, ivher hb Grace was bonorably receyrede 
bòth of the Univerfitie, ar.d of the Towne« From thens h« 
roode by Huntlngdon» Stamford^ and to Lincolne ; and ther 
his Grace kepte right devoutly the holy Fefi of EAcr» and 
full like a Chriftìne Prince hard his dyvyne Service in the 
Cathedrall Chnrche» and in no prive Chapell. On Shcre 
Thorfday he had in the Bifliops Hall 29 poore Men, to 
whom he hambly and criftenly for Chriftes Love, with hit 
BoUe Hands did wes(he ther Fete, and gave as great Aloes, 
like as other his noble Progenitors, Kìngs of Eugland, bave 
been accuftumed aforetyme. v Alfo on Good Friday, after ali 
his Of&rins and Obfervauncs of halowing of his Rings after 
Oyner, gave mervealous great Summes of Mony in Grotes 
to poore People, befides great Almes to poore Freres, Pri* 
ibners, and Lazares Howles of tbat Country ; and on Sbere 
Thorfday, Good Frìday, Eller Even, and Efier Day, the 
Bifhop ot that See did the dyvine Service, and everyche oF 
the 3 Dayesfolowim^, the principalleft Refidencers ther being 
prefent, did ther divine Obfervaunce. The King himfelf 
kepte every Day thus, during both the High Mafie and Even 
Songe in che faide Cathedrall Churche, and that fame Weke 
he remeved unto Notingham withoute any Bayting, bycaufe 
tbey died at Newark, &c. The Mcir and his Biethren of 
Notingham in Scarlet Gouoes on Horfbake, accompanyed 
with 6 or 7, with other honeft Men al on Horfbake, alfe 
receyvede the King a Myle by South of Trent, and bytwene 
both Brìggs the Proce/Iion both of the Freres and of the 
Panche Chirches receyved the Kin^, and fo proceded tho- 
roagh the Towne to the Caftell.

On the Morae the King remcved te Pomfre) te, 
accompanyed thcn and fone after uith the ArchcbKhop of 
York, the Biftiop of Ely, Chanceller of En^iand, the Bifhop 
of Excefter, Prive Scale ; alfo th Erle of Lyncollu, ih Ei le 
of Oxcnford, th Erle of Shrewfhury, th prie of Ryvers, th 
Erle of Wiltfhire, the Vifcount Wellis, ihc Lorde Pcrcy, 
whiche carne io the King at Yorke. the Lorde Grcy of 
Rythyn, the Lorde Crey, the Lorde Fitzwatcr, Stuarde of

On the Mooday the Kiog re- 
inevede, and roode to Herforde, wher a Myle and nioore

And on the Morne when the King had 
dyncde, he roodp pn Pilgremagc to Seint Anncs in the Wodde, 
And on the Thurfday nexte folowing, whìche was Corpus 
Chrifti Day, the King went in Proceflìon abpute the Great 
Grene, ther callede The SanSIuary, whither carne al the Pro- 
ceflions of the Towne alfo ; and the Bisfhop of Worceftre 
prechide in the Pulpìt in tlie Midds of the forfalde Grene, ia 
a great Audience of the Meyre, and the Subflance of al the 
Burgefle of the Towne and ther WifFs, wiih muche other 
People of the Countrey.

ON St. Euftachius' Day, which was in the Year of oar 
Lord M.cccc.Lxxxvf . the Domittical Lecter A^ aDcf 
and the ijde Yete of the Reigne of oor faide Souveraigne, 
the Prince Arture was bom ai Winchefter, whiche was the 
firfte begòtten Sone of our faid Souveraigae Lorde King 
Henry the viith^ and criilened in Manner aad Forme a» 
enfueth, but not untili the Soncday next fblowing, bycaufe 
th Erle of Oxynforde was at that Tyme at Lanam ia Suf- 
folke, whiche fliulde bave ben on of the Godfaders, at the 
Font, and aifo that Seafon was vA rayny.

Ther was Fyer without Fumygationes redy 
agcnAc the Piince's Comyng; and without, the Grefe of 
the faille Fonnt was raylede wnh good T3 mbre, and coverede 
as the Gielis wcr, haviog ij Eutres, on over the Efte, and

for the Body. On the Sonday, whcn the Chapell was come 
ÌBto the Prioori great Hall, whiche was the Qnenes great 
Chamber» the Traoarer of Hovfeholde toke the Aifay of 
Salt to the SargesHMt of the Pantery, and delyverde k to th 
Srie of Eflièx, and a T«wel wìthall, whiche the faide Yerle 
cftfte aboute kis Nek.

Durìng whiche Seafon th Erle of Oxynforde toke the 
Priuce in his right Arme, and the Bisftiop of Excefter con- 
fermed hym ; and th^ Bisfhop of Sarelbury knytt the Bande 
of Lyncne about his Nek. Then the Marquiflè of Dorccr, 
th Erle of Lyncolln, and the Lorde Strannge, ferved Quene 
Elizabeth of Towel and Water, and Sir Roger Coton, and 
Mailler Wcft, fervede the other Gofleps. Byfeide the faide 
High Auter was ordeyned a Travers for the Prince, whcre 
Qjicne Elizabeth gave a riche Cuppe of Golde coverede, 
whiche was borne by Sir Davy Owco. Th' Erle of Oxyn- 
forde 
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fordc gave a Pere of gìlte Bafonns, with a Saycr, whlche 
werc borne by Sir William Stone ; th Erle of Derbye gave 
a fiche Salte of Goldc coverede, v^hiche was boroe by Sir 
Raynolde Bray : And the Lorde Maltravers gave a Cofer of 
Golde, whichc was borne by Sir Charles of Someifeit. 
From thcns thcy proccedede to Seynt Swythens Shryne, aad 
ofFrede, wher was another Travers, Theo Ifte Confejfor^ 
with aa jintyme of Seint Swythyne^ was fongen» and Spices 
and Ipocras, wiih other fweie Wynys, grcat Pleyntyc. 
Whiche doone, ihe Prince reiournede, and was borne Home 
by my Ladye Cecili, accompanyed as byfore, faving the Salr, 
the BafonSy and the Taper, and ali the Torches brennyng. 
In the Entering of the Noiferye wer the Kings Trumpets 
and Mynftrells pleying on ther Infiruments, and then was 
he borne to the King and the Quene, and had the Bleflinge 
of Almyghty God, our Lady, and Seint George, and of his 
Fadcr and Moder. In the Chirche Ycrde wer fett ij Pipes 
of Wyne, that every Maa myght drynke ynow. Memo- 
randum, that the Bisfhop wesihed at the Font with coverede 
Bafons. 

After that the Quene was pnrified and hole of an Agu 
that {he had, the King and the Quen^, my Lady the Kings 
Moder, and al the Court, remeved to Grenewiche, and ther 
they kepte the folempne Feft of Al Halowes, greatly accom- 
panyed with Eftats and noble People as folowing. Furft, 
the Marquis of Dorcet, th' Erle of LyncoUn, th' Erle of 
Oxinforde, th' Erle of Derbye, th* Erle of Notingham, the 
Vifcount Lifìey, the Lorde Maltravers, the Lorde Strannge, 
the Lorde Dodeley, and many more great Lordes, Knyghts, 
and Efquiers, in great Nomber, That Day the King went 
in a Gonne of Cloihe of Golde furred, and in no Robes of 
Eftaie, Alfo the King gave his Larges to his Officers of 
Armes as accuftumed, and they did ther Devoir therfor, 
Likewife the King kept his Criftemas at the fame Place afor- 
faide, howbeit he was not accompanyed with Lords, as he 
was at Halhaìlutydc. The King kept ther non Aftate in the 
Halle, but his Grace gave to his Officers of Armes on the 
3 Dayes, as of olde he and oiher Kings bave accudumed. 
And on New Yeres Day Thomas Lovell delyverde the King 
Larges in Boke ; but that and al oiher Lordes and Ladies 
Gefts ben in our Regefter, as the Rewards of my Lady the 
Kings Moder, the Marquis of Dorcetr, th* Erle of Derbye, 
^c. After Criftemas the moofte Reverende Fader .in God 
the Lorde John Mortcn aforefaide was on a Sonday, the 
?.. ? D^y pf Janyvcr, intrpnonyfed at Canterbury, greatly 

accom- 
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accomfianyed with Lords both Efpirituels and Temporair, 
as ìt aperethe more at large ia a BodL made of the fame 
Feft» As I underftaodc, he by hys Journay towards bis 
Inthronyzatioo, after his Lkeoce of the King at Lambeth, 
and gretely accompanyed, roode farft to CroydoD, and 
from thens to Koowle, from theos to Maydefton, from tbens 
to Charìng, and from thens to Chartham, wber he lay the 
Satirday at Nyght ; and on the Soneday, vbea he entrede 
CaoDtrebury, al the Belles of the Citìe were roog; and 
he alight and wenc on his Fete. At the great Gate 
(Foorthc wiihin) met hym the Proceffyon of Chrifte Chìrche, 
and fenfede hym. And whaa he was entrede a litil within 
the' Wcft Door, ther was ordcyncde a Stole with a richc 
Cloche of Silke* and Coufhyns, wher he knelede a Trade 
of While or Tyme, and lete falle many a Tere of his Ycnc; 
and after proceded to the High Auter. Then Te Deum was 
ibnge, and he and al the Prelats did on theym riche Coopes, 
and with Procefiìon went and recountred the Pali fent from 
our Holy Fader the Pope, whiche was borne by the BisOiop 
pi Rochefter. Then they retourned byfore the High Aoter» 
wher the Bisfliop of Worcefter red and declared the Popes 
Bulles, and made a great Propofition of the fame, (hewing 
the Vertue and the Betokenyng of the Pali. Vv^hiche fo 
dclyvered to the faide Lorde of Canterbury, he fat in a 
Cheire, and ali the Prelats ihat wer ther kyfte the faide 
Relique or Palle, and after, the Chccke of the faide Arche? 
bìsfhop. And in likewyfe after them al the religioufe Pcoplc 
pi that Houfe. Thìs doon th Archebis(hop and al other 
Prelats went into the Veftcry. The BisQiop of Ely was 
Deken» and rede the GofpeK The Bisfhop of Rochefler 
bar the Croflè, and redde th Epiftell. The BisOiop of 
Sarefbury was Channter, and beganne the Office of the 
MafTe. As for al the Solempnytie of that Mafie, and in 
that Feft, it is written in the other Boke, wherfor I paflè 
over her. But it was the beft orderde and ferved Feft that 
ever I fawe, or that myght be comparede to. And the 
Kings Servaunts and Ofiicers of Armes that wer ther, on the 
Morne when they toke ther Leve were welc and worfbip* 
fully rewardede. Alfo ther was the Marquis of Dorcet, 
with 8 or 9 other Barons» befids Knyghts and Efquiers, 
whiche were in marvelous great Nomber, and al in his 
Lyverey of Mujlredevehs «. And after Candell Maflè» the 
King being at Shcne, had a great Counfell of his Lords 
both Spirituels and Temporels. At whiche Tyme ther was

And at that Counfeill wa3 
ih Erle of Lyncolln, whiche incontynently after the faide 
Couafeil deparrede the Land, and went i.ito Flaunders to 
the Lorde Lovell, and accompanyed hymfilf with the Kings 
Ilcbills and Enemyes, noyfing in ihat ComiTrey, ihat th Erle 
of Warwik fhulde bc in Irelande, whiche \ 1 nl'elfe knew, and 
daily fpake wirii him at Shcne afor his Departing. And in 
Ihc Bcg\nnyngof Leni, after his Arryvyng in thoos Partier, 
ther they dayiy preparede ihem to the Ste ; and in Con- 
cIufioQ fo depai'Ced imo Ireland, al thorough the naiow Se e. 
The King departede the 2d Weke of Lente, nnd roode imo 
Eirex, and fo into SuflToikc io Bery, and from thens kept 
his Eftcr at Norwicbe in the Bifs(h<»ps Pnteys, and al the 
dy vyne Servyce was al that Seafon doon ther by the mooft 
Reverende Fader in God the Archebisfhop of Canierbury. 
On the Thurfday the King did his Halmes. and the Obfer- 
vaunce of the Maundye, in the Hall oF the Paloys. Alfo 
ther wer with the King at that Fcft, the Reverende Fader in 
God the Lorde Fox Bkftiop of Excefler. Item, the Due of 
SulTolke, th Erlé of Oxynford, th Erle of Derbyc, the 
Ix)rde Fitzwater, Stewarde of the Kings Howfe, SJr Robert 
Willoughby, and a great Nomber of Knyghts and Efquicr?, 
aod in Subitanee al the Nobles of that Parties, for in that 
Tyme they had dayly Tydings of the prcparing of his Re- 
belles and Enemyes, whiche tben wer in Selande and Flawn 
dres to the Seewarde, and (as was reportede) to lande in this 
Rcalmc, in what Parte it was no ccrtcynie. Wherfor ihc King, 
OQ the Mooday in Efter Weke, rode to Walfìnghan), :nd 
ther with good Devotion did his OfTering. And from thens. 
fourth towards the Middes of his Realme, that is to fny to 
Covcntrye, whcther dayiy his true Servaunts and Subjefìs 
drcwe towards his Grace, and rode by Cambrige, Huntyn* 
don, and Northampton ; and on Setnt Georges even esime 
to Conventrye, whcr he kept his Feft of Seint George.

filf, that tlicy myght upon a Day fygncd retorne unto his 

Grace for Aide and Strcngeth of thcymfilf, and of the hole 

Rcalmìe. And fome Nobles wolde not dqxirie fiom his- 

Grace, but fent Parte of ther Peopl« into ther Coontrics 

fot ther Releve, upon Warnyng as above Ì9 faide. Thea 

the King hymdlf roode to Kenelworth to the Queen, and to 

my Lady the Kings Moder, wh«tber within a ftiorte Whylc 

after carne Tydyngs that his Enemyes were lopdede io the 

North Parties, befiderFe Forneffe Felles. Incontyneni the 

King aflemblede his Counfcill for the ordering of his Hooftc, 

and the noble and coraygìous Knyght th Erle of Oxenforde 

defired and btfaught the King to haye the Coaduyt of the 

Fowardy whiche tiie King grauntede, and acoompanyed hym 

"with many great coragtous aiìd lufty Knyghts ; that is to fay,, 

th Erie of Shrcweibury, the Vicount Lifley, the Lorde Gray

TH E Kyng our Souvcraìgnc Lorde, the Thirde Vert* 
of his mooft noble Reigne at Warwik, the MoDethe 
of September laft paflède, determynede the Coronation of 
Elizabeth his der Wiff, eldefte Dooghter and Heire of the 
famous Pt ince of excellent Memorye King Edwarde the iiijth, 
to be folempnyfede at Weftminfter the Day of Seynt Ka- 
theryn then next enfuiog ; and thereupon direded his moofl 
hoDorable Letters unto the Nobles of thìs his Realme^ to 
give ther due Attendaunce upou the fame ; aod direfìe alfb 
other Letters unto dyvers Nobles to prepare, and arredy 
theymfìlf to be with his Grace at London at a certeync Day 
to theym appointed therto, to be made Knyghtsof the fiath, 
and fo to refeve the honorable Order of Knyghthode in wor- 
fhiping the faid Coronation, whoos Names be exprcflèd in 
Order heraftcr folowing. 

VI Dayes before the fayde Coronation, ther was a Cam* 
myflyon made cute of* the Channcery, To the high and 
myghty Prynce Due of Bedeforde, great Stuwarde of Eng- 
lande for that Fefte; and to dyvers other EfVacs, like a» 
fiieweth by the Copy folowing.

Whiche Due, ^WJth oiher, by Force of the faide Commifljon, 
fatt the faid Day in the WbitehaU al WeAminfler, and kte 
make a Prockq^ation by afì GiHcer of Armes, that al Maner 
of Men, what Efiats or Degre they be» tha.t helde any 
Lande by Service Royal, that is to lày, to do aoy Scrvyce a.t 
the CoronatioQ of thQ Queoe, (hulde cooie la and fche^y 
ther Clayme.

The Kiogs HighuelTe, for the Detcrgiynation and good 
Accompliflèmcnt of ihc faid Coronatioo by hym as above 
detennyned, tKe Saiirday nexte byfgre the Fede of Alha- 
lowes begaone bis Jorney, and both he and the Qjjene re^ 
meved from Warwiclw towards Londooi and in bis Way at 
Seiat Albons kepte the Feft of Alhalowes, On Alfoules , 
Day the Morne after, when he had barde dyvyne Service and 
dynede, bk Grace remevede from thens to Barnet, and ther 
lay al Nyght. And on the Morne» ae. he wa3 comyng to- 

wards London, jn Harncflcs Park, theMayrc, ShryfFs, andl 
Aldremen, and dyver$ Cooaens of London, tberto chofen 
Ottte of every Craft, naet bis Grace al on Horfbak fui wde 
and honorably befene in on Liverey, to attend uppon bis 
Highneflè, wher Sir WiDiam Home, Maire, was dubbed^ 
Kaygbt, and bytwene Ifeldon and Loodon Sir John Percy- 
vale ^as alfo dubbed Knight. Agenfte the Comyng of the 
King luto his Citiejof London, al the Streyts that bis Grace 
ihulde ride thorough wkb bis Roiall Company, were clenfede, 
and of both Sids the Strete the Citiz/ens of every Crafte that 
roodc not, wer /ett in Row, every Crafr in due Order ia 
ther Lyveres \vd bcfenc, from Bisflxops Gate unto Powles, 
And fb at Afternone the King, as a comely and roiall Prince, 
apparaiUffd accprdingly, entred into his Citie vele and ho- 
Borably accompanyéd, as was fìtti ng to his Eftatc, witb 
xaany great Lordcs and other clenly horfed, and richely 
l>efcQc, and fo carne riding thoroygb the Citie to the Weite 
Doore of Powles, wher his Grace alightyde. To receyvc 
hyai into the Chyrche was the Quere of Powics in thet 
Habiics and Copes. Ther was picfcnt the Bisfljop of Canter- 
bury, and many oiber Bisftiops and Prelats of the Chyrche 
to geve ther Aucndauace upon his Hygjinefic. And at bis 
Tom. lU, E e Eatrr 
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Entre into the Chirche, bis Grace was lèofende with tli« 
great Scnfcr of Powles by an Angeli commyng onte of the 
Roof. ' During whlche Tyme the Quère fangc a folempnc 
jAntyme, and after Te Deum Laudatmts for Joy of bis late 
Viélory and profperous Cooayng to bis faide Citie. And in 
|iis fo comyng thorough the Cit'wj, al the Howfes, Windowcs, 
and Sti'ets as he pafTed by wer hogely repleoyftiede with 
!Peop]e in pa/Iing great Nomber, that madé great Joye and 
Exaltation to behoide bis moft Royall Perfone foo^ profpe- 
roufly and princcly comyng into bis Citic after bis late Trì- 
iimphe and Vifìory agende bis Enemyes ; and fo to bebolde 
the faire and goodJy Sight of bis fo comyng. The Qocncs 
Grace and my Lady the Kings Moder, wìth othcr dyvcn 
• ^adies and great Aftats in ther Company, were fccretly in 

àn Hous befids Seint Mary Spetell withoute Bifliòps Gate. 

And when the Sight was paflede theyme, jtbey went from 
theyns to Grenewiche to ther Bedds. After the Eiogs 
Highneflc was tbus receyvede in Powles, and bad pffred at 
ÌPlaces accuftumed ther, he went into the Bisfliops Palpys of

whiche was Sonday, he went a Procieffion in Powles, and 
barde the Sarmonds ther. 

On the Fryday next byfor Seint Katberyns Day, the 
Quenes good Grace royally apparelled» and accompaynede 
wìtK my Lady the Kyngs Moder, and many otber great 
Ellats, both Lords and Ladyes richely befene, canie for- 
"Vvarde to the Coronation. And at ther Commyng fourth 
from Grene^yiche by Water, ther was attendyng uppon ber 
ther, the Maire, SnriiFs, and Aldremen of the Citie, and 
dyvers and many worftiipfull Comeners chofene oute of evcry 
Crafte, in ther Lyveres, in Barges fresftiely furnysfhed with 
Paners and Stremers òf Silk richely befene—- with the Armcs 
and Bagges of ther Crafts, and in efpeciall a Barge called

Sucte farredc with Ermyns, faflenei byfor her Breft with a

The Mafie 
doon, her Gracc, accompanyed with Prelats and Nobles, 
defcendcd from her Sege Roiall of Aftate, and wcnt to the 
High Auter, and then the faide Archebisfiiop arrayde in 
Pontificalibus, as he faide MafiTe, with ali the Myniflcrs of 
the Auter byfore hym, went byfor the Auter of the Shryne 
of Seint Edwarde the King, and after hym folowed al oihcr 
Frclats and Lordcs. Then the Quenes Grace commyng 
byfor the faide Auter of the Shrynt', the faid Archebisfhop 
loke the Crownc frcm ber Hede, and fett upon the fame 
Auter.

Nek. Th* Erle of Derbye, Ro. Lorde Standcly Conftable 
of England alfo in a riche Gowne furred with Sablcs, a 
marveolous riche Cheyne of Golde many Fowlds aboute bis . 
Nckc, mounted alfo his Courfer richely trapped, and enarmed,' 
that is to fay, Quarteriy Golde, in the furft Quarter a Lyon 
Gowls, having a Maones Hede in a Bycokctt of Silver, and 
in the ijde a Lyon of Sable. This Trapper was righe

COrloMfly wrought with the Ncdcll, for the Mannes Vifage 
in the Bicokctt (hewde veryly wel favorcde, and he had hi« 
Staff of Office in his Hande. Aifo th Erle oF Notingham 
roode al(b o\\ anather Courfer richely trapped in a Ti-apper 

pf Cloth of Goldc bordered with and his g":ltc 

Staff of his Office in his Hand. Thus tbeys iij great Eftats 
roode aboute the Hall. In crpeciall th Erle Marfhall had 
* great Plenty of his Servaunts with tippfd Staves to voyde 
the People, fqr the Prcyfe was fo great. After ihat the 
Quene was retourned, and had waftiede, th Archebisfhop cf 
Canterbury faide Grace. Then Dame Katheryn Gray and 
Maiftres Ditton wente utìdre the Table, wher the fatt on 
t?ther Side the Quenes Fctee al the Dyncr Time. Th Arche- 
J)is{hop of Canterbury fatt at the Tables Ende on the right

^he CountcfFe of Oxinforde and the Counieftc of Ryvers 
Jcnelede on ether Side the Quene, and at certeyne Tymyi 
helde a Kerchief byfor hcr Grace.

The Lorde Fitz- 
water, Sewer, in his Surcot, with Tabarde Sleves, a Hode 
ftbought his Nck, and his Towell above ali, f^rvede the 
the Meflès as enfueth, al borne by Knyghts.

Thys 
Criftcnuflè ther wer many Lords moo in the Court, fome 
comyng and Tome going, whiche gave no Rewards tó the 
Officers of Arras. And on Newres Day at Nyght ther wa8 
a goodly Difgyfyng, and alfo this CriAmafs ther wer many 
and dyvers Playes. 

Oa the xiith Even the King went to the Evenfong in his 
Surcoot outward, with Tabert Sleves, the Cappe of Aftate 
on his Hede, and the Hode aboutc his Showlders, in Doftors 
wife. And that Nyght ther was no Lorde in Roobcs, faving 
the King. That Fcfle Lorde John Morton, Archcbisfliop of 
Canterbury, dide the dyvyne Scrvyce. And on the Morowc, 
at Matens Tyme, al other Aftats and Barons had ther Sur« 
cots outward, with ther Hodys ; and in the Proceflion 
Tyme they were ali in their Roobes of Aftate. The King 
and the Quene wer coronned. And my Lady the Kings 
Moder had on a rìchc Coronali. The Due of Bedeforde 
bare the Cappe of Aftate next byfor the King, and th Erle

Th Eric of Derbyc and th Eric of Noting- 
haxn went next byfor the Cappe of Aflate, whiche was on 
the rìght Haad a Utile byfor the Swerdc« Next byfbr the 
Coupilable was Carter King of Armer, and on hìs lift Hand 
the Kings Secretary, and the Trefowrer of Englande. Byfor 
theym the Trefowrer and Conntroller of the Kings Ho\i(è. 
Byfor theym ali other OfGcers of Arnocs, Heraulds, and 
Pourfuivauncsy and byfor theyùi Carvers and Cupeberers in 
ther Roobes, The Gennlmen Usfliers gavc ther Attendatincc 
on the Chamberlayn. The Due of Suffolk folowed next unto 
the King, and accompanyed the Lorde -^DawbeAey, one of 
the Embadktors of Fraunce. The Eisfhop of Excefter accom- 
panyed the Prothonatory of Sandovill, and al other ErJys 
and Vicounts folowed theym. Then carnè the Quene, 
coronned, and my Lady the Kings Moder in like Manfeìl 
and Surcott aè tlie Quene, with a riche Corownall on ber 
Hede, and walking afide the Quenes half Trayne, Maftcr 
Fcwler bar over hìs right Anne the Trayne of my Lady the 
Kings Moder. Then foiowde the Countes of Oxinford, 
and the Counteflc of Ryvers, with riche Circaktts on ther 
Hedes^ foiowde by al other Ladyes and Gentilwomen ; after 
whom carne Barons, Banarctts, and Gentilwomen. And 
when the High Mafie was doon, the King vent to his 
Chamber, and from thens to the Hall, and ther keptt his 
Edate in Maner as enfueth. He was corownede with a riche 
Corowne of Golde fett with fui many riche precious Stooys, 
and feated under a merveolous riche Cloth of Aftate, baving 
th Archebisihop of Canterbury on his right Hande, and the 
Quene alfo corowned under a Clothe of Eftate banging 
fumwhat lower than the Kings, on his lift Hande. And il 
• thefe iij Eftats wer fervcde coverde. The Eric of Oxinforde, 
Great Chamberlayn of England, waytede on the Kings 
Coronne, and th Eric of Urmonde, the Quenes Chamber- 
layn, knclcde betwene the Quene and my Lady the Kings 
Moder, wayting on the Quenes Coronne. Sir David Owen 
%va$ Kerver that Day, and 8ir Charles Cupebcrer, both being 
in ther Robes. Sir William Vampage, >vbo was Sewer, 
was in no Roobes, but in a Gowne of Roflfct Damaik. Sir 
John Furtzen waytede \ipon the Cupborde in a Gowne of 
Cremefyn Velwet, with a riche Coler aboute his Nek. After 
the fecunde Cours, when the Mynftrells bade pleyde, th 
Officers of Armes defcendede from ther Stage, and Garter 
gave the King Thankings for hìs Largcflè, and befought the 
Kings Highneflb to owe Thankings to the Quene for ber 
Largeflè. That doon the LargeflTe both of the King aad of 
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the Qncnc was cryedc, and Edwardc Beauchampc, one of the 
Kìngs Marflialls» drwe the Surnape, and made the Kingr 
and the Quenc both hole Aftats, to my Lady the Kìngs 
Moder halt Aitate, and thè fame io th Archebisfhop of 
Canterbury. 

At the Table in the Meddl of the Hall fat the Deane and 
thoos of the Kings Chapell, whiche incontynently after the 
Kiiigs farft Courfe fange a Carall. 

The Due of Bedeforde beganne the Table on the rìght 
Side of the Hall, and next unto hym was the Lorde D;iw- 
bency, an AmbafTator of the Frcnch Kìngs. Below hym 
fat the Due of Suffolk, and then the Proronatliory of San- . 
davìU, another AmbafTator of the French Kings. Then th 
Erle of Aronndell, and agenft thym fatt th Erle of Notìng- 
ham, th Erle of Huntingdon, the Vicounte Wells» and the 
Vicount Lifley, with al other Barons and Knyghts enfuyng 
in Order to th Ende of that Table. 

At the Table on the lifte Side of che Hall beganne my 
Lady Cecili the Qiienes SiOcr, and next unto her the Coun- 
teHè of Oxinford, then the Counteffe of Ryvcrs, the Lady 
Strannge, &c. with Ladyes and Gentilwomen al cn oon Side. 
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The Fea/ls rf Eafter and Seìnt George.

IN the ijjde Ycre of the Kings Rcigne he foicmpnyfed the 
Feft ot Efter at Wyndefore, and companyede with ihc 
Queoe, and my Lady the Kings Moder, th Erie of Dcrbye, 
th Erle of Effex, the Lorde Edmunde of SufFolke, the Lorde 
NeviiI» the Lorde Morley, the Lorde Latymer, and the 
Lorde Berners, and gaire his Largeflfe to his OfEcers of 
Armes. The Reverende Fader in God the Bisfliop of Ex- 
cefter did the dyvyne Scrvyce, and as touching his Maandye 
and other Almefle» as of olde Tyme accuftumed. After in 
the fame Week, the King roode unto Hampton to fee the 
VI Galyes that wer ther at ons, and ther the King fefted the 
Patrons, and the Capitayns, and they prefented his Grace 
^ith fwete Wynys, Sagurys, Spices, and many other goodly 
Thyngs. 

Hys Grace kept his dyvyne Servyce the Day of Seìnt 
George in his oune Chapell above the Caftell, bycaufe he 
had diiFerrede the Fede to the Sonday then next folowing. 
At the furft Evcnfonge of Seint George's Evcn, the King, 
nor non other Lorde of the Garter ther prefènt, ware no 
Gowne of the Lyverye, but other Gowncs of Silke under 
ther Mantell^'s. And ther was upon the right Side of the 
King, th Erle of Oxynforde, and the Lorde Dawbeney ; 
and on the lifte Side, th Erle of Derby, and the Lorde Dyn- 
ham ; and thus the King kepte the Quere. Oq the Mòme 
the King was at Matens, and the Quene, aud my Lady the 
Kings Moder, wer in Gownys of the Garter the fame as the 
Kyng and the Lordes wer in, and at Te Deurà2JiA Benediik/s 
vrere fenfede next after the King, and byfor the Knyghts, 
but noon kiflède the Gofpeli, nor Pax, (ave the King and 
the Quene. The Erle of Oxynforde bare the Trayne of the 
Kings Mantell that Seafon. The King and the Quene, and 
my Lady the Kings Moder alfo, wenc a Proceflyon about the 
Cloyfter, and the King both dynede and (bwped in his oune 
corner glafid Chambre, and the forfaide iiij Lordes fatt at 
his Borde. On the Morne the Kyng and the Lords barde 
ther Mafle of Requiem in his oune Chapell, and ofièrd. And 
fo did the Quene, and my Lady the Kings Moder. 

On the Sonday next folowing, the King kept a great and 
a noble Fede at Wyndefore aforfaide, in Maner and Forme 
as eofuethct Furft, on Sdat Georges Even ther wer af- 
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fembled great Nomber of Eftats of this Realme, and in 
efpedall di tbe Kings Cona&illy as th* Archebis(hop ci Can- 
terbury, th* Archebislhop of Yorke, the Bisfhop of Lincoln^ 
the Bisflìop of Exefier, and the ChiefF Jugge of the Kings 
Becche ; for al that Seafon arry ved many Ambaflators of 
dyvers Conntreys, as of the Kingof Romayns, and bis Sonne 
tbe Due ; alfe from the King of Scotts, and from the Due 
of Bretayne ; for whiche great Maters the King difTerred the 
Chàpitre unto Aftemoone, and commaunde the Lorde Dyn- 
ham, and Sir Thomas of Breugh, to enflalle, in bis Name, 
th Erle of Shrewlbury, The Reverende Fader in God the 
BisChop of Wyncheftcr, Prclatc of 'the Order, andalfo the 
Lord Widvilè (whofe Soule God pardon) were prefent ac 
his Charge, and thens was a folempne Maflè of our Ladye 
foages by theym of the CoHege ; wherfor the faide Erle 
gavc to the Singcrs of the Quere a great Rewarde. At After 
Noone the King, accompanyede \^th his Brethern of the 
Carter to tber Mantells, and in tbe Gownes of ther Lyverye 
of the laft Yer, roode from the Quadraunt on Hakneyes to 
the College, and wenc to ther Chapiter, and helde ther 
Chapiter a great Traft of Tyme, and from thens went to 
Evenibnge. The Quene and roy Lady the Kings Moder 
Werc in likc Gowoe of the Lyverye riding in a ricrie Chare, 
covcrde with rich Cloth of Golde, vi Courfers in that fame 
Chare harneft >vith that fame Clothe of Golde ; aifo xxi 
Ladyes and Gentilwomen folowing the Quene, cledde al in 
Cremefyne Velwett Gownes, and ridlng upon white Pal- 
fcrcys, ther Sadells of Cloth of Golde, the Harnefle df 
Golde Smythes Werk, with white Rofes demy Trapper wife, 
Sir Roger Coofon, Maifter of the Quenes Hors, ridìng vpoa 
a Courfer trapped with Golde Smythes Werk, leding the 
Quenei Hors of Eftate in bis Hande, with a Sadell of Cloth 
of Golde, and therupon iij Coronnes of Silver gilt, with 
Sàmbres of that fame Cloth of Golde, hanging tinto the 
Knees of tbe Hors of botbe Sides. The Hors harneft ia 
Golde Smythes Werke demy trapper wife. And at that 
Evenfonge the King and the Knyghts of the Carter wcr 
fenfede, and nither the Quene nor my Lady the Kings 
Moder. That Evening the King fafìede, and therfer the 
Voyde was Incontyaeiit after he carne into the Great 
Chamber. After that, the Knyghts fowped al on . oon 
Side, and iatt after ther Efbts. On tbe Mòrse ali tbe 
Knyghts of the Carter reafemblede in tbe Lyvercy of die 
Newe Yer ; that is to fay, of white Clothe with Ganers, al 
on Horlbak, with rich Horfe Harnefle. The Kings Corfer 
vaa trapptd wkh a Trapper of Scint Gcorgei of whke 
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Clothe of Golde, and the Lorde Berners bar the Eings 
Swerde, bis Corfer trappede with a riche Trapper of Seìnt 
Edwardes Armes. Thus in Order, and as ner after ther 
Stalls as they myght, they roode downe to the Cbapelf, and 
fo ftraite to the Chapter, and then to Matens. The Qnene 
lind my Lady the Kings Moder, in like Aftate as byfor, carne 
to Matens, and bode the Muffe ; but they had nttber Senfing 
nor Pax, nor they offrede not. Alfo they carne to the ijde 
Evenfonge. And when Matens wer doon, the King and the 
Lords went the next Way to the Dencs Place to Brekfaft, 
land from rhens to the Chaptter agene, and after to Pro- 
ceflìon, and to the High Mafle, and after to Dyner ; and 
the King kept bis Aftate in the Hall in Maner and Forme as 
enfucth. 

The Day of the Fefte the King képte bis Eftate io the 
Hall, the BisOiop of Winchefter on his rìght Hande. Tbat 
Day non otber Eftate fat at the Kings Table. Ther was in 
the Hall iij Tables. At the Table on the rìght Hande fiitt 
ali the Knyghts of the Carter tbat wer prefent, al on ooo 
Side/ and after ther Eftats ; tbat is to fay, fiirft the Due of 
Snffbike, tb Erle of AroondelU th Erle of Oxynforde, th 
Erle of T)erbye, tb Erle of Shreweft)ury, the Lorde Dyn- 
hara, the Lorde Wodevile, the l4>rde Dawbeny, and Sir 
Thomas Borongh. A litill byneith tbem &tt» on botb Sides 
the Table, the Dean, the Chanoignes, and the Por Knyghts 
of the College, in ther Mantells, and byneith theym tbe re- 
fideu of tbat Quere. Item, at tbe Sorde in tbe medell of 
the Hall fatt tbe Lorde Boitbvaile, Embaflator of the King 
of ScottSy and tbe Lorde Edmonde of Saffi)lk, the Lorde 
Gray, tbe Lorde Morley, tbe Lorde Latymer, tbe Lorde 
Delawarre, and tbe Lorde Berners : And a Utili byneith 
theym fatt the Kings Chapqll. At tbe Table on tbe lìfte Side 
of the Hall fatt tbe Prefident of Ku&(hemborongb, with otber 
Ambailàtors of the Kìd^ of Romayns, and bis Sonne tbe 
yong^ Dnc. Alfo afor genfte theym, the Lorde Malpartens, 
Ambailàtor of the Due of Bretayne, and the Lorde Honlèy, 
ChifFJnflice of the Kings Benché: And al tbat Side iatt 
furnysihede with Knyghts and Efqniers. Tbat Day tbe HaU 
was menreoufly ordente and fervede* Knyghts of the Carter 
fervede the King of Water, Sir Da?y Owea kerved, Sir 
Charles of Someriett was Capherer, Sir William Vampage 
Sewer, and Edwarde Beauchampe, MarOiall, drew the Sm:* 
sape. Incontynent, after tbe King hath wasfiiede, the Knyghts 
of tbe Carter feryed tbe King of the Voyde, an4 otber Geo- 
tiUmen tbe Prelate, and then wer ferved Knygbtt of tbe 
• Carter. From theos the King and the Lordes went to tbe 
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Klngs Chambcr, and after a Traft of Tyme toke ther Horfe, 
and roode to the College, and after theym the Quene, and 
my Lady the Kings Moder, with Ladies and Gentilmen 
richely befene : as afor is rcherfede. And the King and his 
Brethren of the Giu-ter entred the Chapiter Houfe, and with 
theym the Prelate of the Order, the Dean, and Maifter Gly- 
ver Kyng, then Regcfter, and Carter King of Armès, and 
DOG meo. The Black Rode kept the Door withoute fourth. 
And when the King, with the other of the Ordcr of the 
Carter, had helde therChapitre, they went untoEvenfong, and 
after Evenfonge roode yp ageyne. — The Quene and my Lady 
the Kings Moder folowede as afor. And then the King 
fouped in his great Chambre, the Prélate at his Borde, and 
the Remenaunt at a fide Table in the Prefence, After SoUper 
was had, the iijde Voyde was brought in by Knyghts and 
other the Kings Servaunts, and delyvcrde to the Knyghts of 
the Carter; and then the King went^o his Chamber. AU 
this Feft was accomplisfhede by' Daylight, the Ordinaunces 

wer fo well kept. The Names of Parte of the Ladies land 

Gentilwomen that awaytede on the Quene and my Lady the 
Kings Moder at this Feft : My Lady Anne Sifter unto the 
Qacnes Crace, the Countefse of Ryvers, the Lady Margaret 
of Clarens, Wife of Sir Rie, Poole, Dame Katheryn Grey, 
my Lady Bray, My Lady Longevile, Maftreflè Pafton, Ma-

Lacy, and Maiftres On the Mome the Monday, -the 

King and the Knyghts of the Carter toke Aleve in the Qua- 
draunt of the Quene, and then toke ther Hakneyes, fome in 
Gounes of Blak Cloth and fome in Gounes of Vcivet, and fo 
roode to the College Doore, wher they dìd on ther Manrells, 
and fo procedede co the Chapter, and after that to the Mafie 
of Requiem. Byfor the Offering of Mony, the Due of SufFolk 
and the Erle of Aronndell ofFerde the Swerde of the Lorde 
William late Erle of Aronndell, th Erle of Oxynforde, ahd 
th Erle of Derbye his Helme and Grette, th Erk: of Shre^vf. 
bury and the Lcirde Dynham the Swerde of the Lorde Dode 
ley, the Lorde Dawbcney, and the Lorde Wodvile his Helme 
and Creftc ; whiche Swerds and Helmys wer dely verde to the 
forfaid Lords by Carter King of Armes. And then the King 
ofFerde, and after him every Knyght, after his Eftate ; and 
when Maffe was doon, and de profundis faide, the Feft wa$ 
accomplisfhede.

1^ the iijdc Ter of his Regne, his Grace, the Qoeoe, and 
my Lady the Kìngs Moder, kept the Fefte of Whitfoa* 
tid at WinJcforc, accompanied wìth the Erle of Derby, 
The Revcrcnd Fader in Gode the Bifhop of Exceftrc, Prìvey 
Seall, dld the Diryn Service. Alfo ther was the Lorde 
Broke Stuarde of the Kings Houfe, the Lord Daubeney^ 
Sir Richard Egecombe Coaterouller of the Kings Houfe, SÌr 
Raynold Bray, Sir Thomas Lovell, Sir Gilbert Talbot, vath 
many mor ouder Knights and Efquires. After that, ali the 
Sommer foUowing, his Grace huntid and fported hym mere- 
ly, and flew his Greffe in the Parke of Wodftok, and in the 
Forefte of Whichewod ; and that Somer was the King of 
^cotts flaine by his Sone, and outher his Adherents, byfides 
^terlin, and divers Scottes carne to the King for Releve. 
Alfo that Yer "Sir Eduart Wideville, a noble and a coragious 
Knight* was flaine in Bretaigne, by Frenchmen. And incon- 
dnent after that fame Tyme deide the Duke orBritavne, for 
whos Dethe that Couire bade grete Lode. The King, the 
Quene, and the Kings Modre, well accompaynyed with 
many ouder Knights and Efquires and noble Companye, 
kept his ali Hallowtide at Windefore ; that is to fay» with 
the Lorde Richard Fox, Bifhope of Excetre and Prive Beali, 
whiche dide the Divin Service, th Erle of Oxonforde, th 
Erle of Shrewfljury, th Erle of Eflex, th Erle of Urmonde, 
the Quenys Chamberlayn, the Lorde Edmunde of Suthfolk, 
tke Lorde Fitz\varen, the Lord Latymer, the Lord Dacre of 
the Northe, the Lorde de Firzwaultier, the Lorde Saye, the 
L^rde Barneis, the Lorde Broke Stiwarde of the Kiogs 
Houfe, the Lorde Bothville a Scotiiheman, Sir Gilbert Tal- 
bot, Sir Edduard Bourgh, Sir Davy Owen, Sir Richard 
Gilforde Vichamberlayn, Sir Thomas Louvell, Sir Reynolde 
Bray, Sir James Parker, Sir Edduard Darell, Sir Richard 
Halite, Sir William Sondis, Sir Roger Cotton, Sir Thomas 
Leighton, Sir John Fortefcu, Sir George Nevyll, the Baft. 
&c. From Windefore the King, the Quene, and the Houf- 
holde remcvid to Weftmioftcr, the greteft Counfeille, that 
was many Yers withoute the Name of Parliamcnt. Ther 
wer at that Seafon many EnbaflTatours ; that is for to (ky, 
from Fraunce the Lorde Charbonell, and the Prothonotoìre 
cf Sandeviil, from' the King of Romans the Lorde Mal- 
li h 2 per|u% 
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pertus, aBriton, and Maifter Piers le puiffant; alfo Enbaf- 
fatours from the Kicg of Spayne. Ac the breking up of the 
Counfeille, ther entrìd iato this Reaulme a Cubiculer of the 
Popes, whice broght to the Kyng a Suerdc and a Cappe, 
whiche for Honnor of the Pope was honnourably recdy- 
vid by the Kings Commaundement, in Manner as cnfucth : 
Furfte the King fonte an Officer of Armes to the See Side, 
to caufe thos religious Places of Canterbury and outher 
Townès by the Way, to make hym goode Ghiere, and well to 
entret hitn. After that, his Highnes feat certaine Knightes 
to tnet hym as fer as Rochefter. After them the Reverenti 
Faders ih Gode the Bìfliope of Durame, the Bifhope of Ex- 
' ceftcr, the Biihope of Rochefler, th Erle of Shrewfbury, th 
Ef le of M iltftiire, the Ix)rde Morley, the Lorde Haftingcs, 
and the Prior of Lantony, with many mor Lordcs and 
Knightes (whos Names I bave not) rccoiyved hym at Blak^ 
hcth, and after theme the Bifliope of Winchcftre and th 
Erle of Arundell met hym at Saint Georges in Southwcrkc, 
wher the Cappe was fette upon the Pointe of the Suerde. 
And fo the faide Cubicoler riding betwen the Biftiopc of Win- 
chefter and th Erle of Arundell openly bar the faid Swerde 
thorowe Southwerke, and on London Brigge, wher he was 
alfo rcceyved, and wellcomed by the Maire of London and 
his Brethem. As he procedede thens thorow the Cite to 
Poulles, ftodc ali the Craftes in ther Clothings, and at the 
Weft Ende of Poulles he was receyvcd by the Metropolitan 
and divers outher Bifliopes in Pontificalibus, and with the 
Proceflìon, and fo proccded to the High Autar, and from 
thens ìt was borne intó the Reveftry. In the Morne that 
fame Day, the King remeved from Weftminfter to the 
Biftìopes PJes, with the Quene and my Lady the Kiogs 
Mouder. That Day ther was fo greet a Mìfte upon Thames, 
that ther was no Man cowde telle of a gretc Seafon in what 
place in Thames the King was. When the King was comcn 
into his Travers, the Cupe was bronght oute of *thc Re^ 
veftry, to byfore the High Auter, by the faid Cubiculer, ac- 
compaynied with the Bifhope of Winchefter and th Erle of 
Arundell, and many outher Nobles bothe Efpirituel and 
Temporell. Then the King carine forth of his Travers, 
wher the faide Cubiculer prefentit the King a Letter from the 
Pope, clofit with Corde and Lede, that was rede by the 
Reverent Fader in God the Lord John Merton Archcbifhope 
of Canterbury, then Chancellor of England. That doon 
tlie faide Cubiaikr holding the faid f.uerde and Cape, made 
a noblc Propoficioo ; to whicb the faide Lord Chanceler an- 
si fwcrdf 
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fvirerde full clcrcly and nobl 'w Frefent the Ambaffatours of 
Fraunce, Ambaflatoors of the King, óf Romains, of the 
KiDgsJ of Caftille, of Bretalgnc, and of Flanders, with divers 
outher Straungiers, as Scottis, Eflerlinges, and outher. That 
finiflicd, the King and ali thofe Eftates went a Proceifion, 
and the Cape was borne on the Pomel of the Swerde by the 
faide Cubiculcr. . When ProCeflion was done, durìng ali the 
Mafie, it was fet on the High Auter. The Meflè doone, the 
ArchcbMhope fang ccrtain Orifons over the King, who carne 
from his Travers byfore the High Auter, to the higheft 
Stepe nexte the Auter. Whiche Oraifons and Benediccions 
done, the Archebiftiope, in ordre after the Booke whiche 
was bronght frome Rome, gerdit the Suerde abonte theKing, 
and fett the Cape on his Hede : And fo the King retumed 
to his Travers whilles Te Deum was a finging, and the 
Colet rede ; and it was taken of again, and, asbefore, home 
by the faid Cubiculer to the Bilhopes Palles, and there deli- 
verit to the Chamberlain. That Day the King made a 
grete Fefte, and kept open Houfliolde, and bycaufe the 
Palays was fo littil for fuch a Fefte, the faid Cubiculer 
dynnyt oa the Downs Place, accompagnied with divers 
Bifiiopis and Lordes, as the Lorde of Saint Johns, and 
outhres. Incontinent after, the King fente his Ambaffatours 
into divers Parties ; that is to faie, Maìfter Chriftofer Urf- 
wike, Deian of Yorke, and Sir John Don, Knight, into 
Fraunce, and with them Yorke the Heraulde Doftor Sau-* 
vage ; Sir Richard Nanfant and Richemond King of Armes 
into Portingal ; alfo with the Carter for the King of Por- 
tingal Doftor Wanfworth and Sir John Rifefey Knight, and 
Carlìll Herauld, to the King of Roroans ; Sir Richard Egge- 
combe Knight and Falcon the Pourfuivant into Bretaigne, 
That Ycr he kepte his Chriftmas at Shene, and the^Quene 
alfo, accompagnied with my Lade the Kings Mouder, the 
Ladi Anne the Quene^ Sìfter, Elizabeth of Boukingham, the 
Lady Margaret of Clarence, the Lady Rivieres,^ the Lady 
Bray, the Lady Eggrcmonde, the Lady Gelfort,' the Lady 
Longvillci the Lady Nanfant, Maiftres Verncy, Maiftres St, 
John, Maiftres Ferres, Maiftres Pafton, Maiftres Blount, 
Maiftres Scrope, Maiftres Tnrbeville, and ouder mor. The 
Reverent Fader in God the Lorde Richard Fox Bi(hop of 
Excefter dide the Divin Service, bothe Chriftmas Day and 
lhexUJ)ay. The King was accompagnied with th Erle of 
Derby, th Erle of Eflcx, th Erle of Urmond, the Lord 
Daubeney, the Lorde Latimer, the Lorde Edmunde of Suf- 
folke, the Lord Powis, the Lord Cbamb^lain^ the Lorde

THE King kept his Efter at Hertford, whier at thai 
Seafon the Reverend Fader in God the Lord Rie. 
Foxe dide the Divine Service, and on Saint Georges Day 
alfo in the Morne he fonge the Mas of Requiem^ Of the 
Brethem of the Carter ther was iher prefent ih'Erll of Der- 
by, the Lord Scrope, and Sir Richard TunftalL This Sea- 
fon ther carne into this Londe a greate Ambaflade from the 
King of Romains ; that is to fay, Don Ladron de Gaa- 
▼ers, the Vicomte of Piverfalle, a Doftor caiied Meftcr 
Lewys, and Mefìer Piers le puiflànt, and alfo anoder Am- 
baflade in ihair Compagnye, that carne from the King of 
l^ortyngall. Wherfore the King fent for the Lorde John 
Morton, then Archebifliope of Canterbury and Channcdier 
of Englande, for to bave his Counfeili and Advis. Alfo 
ther had ben an Ambaflatour of the King of Naples, as long 
as the King had leyn at Hertford, and at that Seafon thier 
was the Quene, the Lady the Kings Moder, th Eric of Der- 
by, th Eric of Eflèx, th Erle of Ormond, Sir Richard Gil- 
ford, Sir Raynold Bray, Sir Thomas Love!!, Sir Charles 
Somerfett, Sir Richard Haulte, Sir John Ryfeley the Kings 
Aumener, the Klnges Secretary, and the Lorde Bothewell, a 
Scotifheman. The fame Efter the King of Denmarcks 
Onde, called Yonker Garrard, was fworne the Ringes S^- 
vaiint. On Saint Vitalis Day, the Kxvliith Day of AppriI, 
was flayne th Erte of Northamberlonde, befides Thurike, 
near Blackmor Egge. Tydingis herofFbeing brought to the 
King he fonè anfwerde ali the abovefaide Ambaflàtours» and 
on the xxiith Day of May departed from Hertforde towardes 
the Northe, and lay that Nyght at Dunftable, accompagnyed 
with the Bifiiop of Excefter, Privey Seall, and outher» as is 
reherfcd in the Book of the Kyngys Gyftys. 

At the Kings Retume he eftablìfticd, in the Northe Parties, 
th Erle of Surrey, Sir Richard Tunftall, and Sir Henry 
Wentworthe. The fame Ter the King kept his Wbytfontid 
at Notingham, accompaynyed Vith th Eric of Oxonford, 
and th Eric cf Northumberlonde, and frome thens remeved 
to'Windefore, and their hontid and fported hym. On this 
Seaiba the Fleaunyogis holding the Freofhe Partie^ and on 

efpedal 
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eTpecial thoos of Bragges, v^ith the Afiftence of the Lord 
Guardis, had befcged Dixemve oq FlauDdres. The Lord 
Dawbeoey, the Kioges Lieutenant of Caiais, and the Lord 
Morley, with divers oudir noble Koightes and Efquiers of 
the Garnyfon, and of the Crewe of Calais, and of the £n* 
gU(he Marche in thoos Parties, refcucd Dixemve, and brake 
die Sege. And thier ware llayne the Subitanee of al thofe 
whiche had befeged it, as well the Lord Guardes Servaunts, 
as the Garnyfon of Scottes, whiche lay at Ofteoguen, with 
the Subitanee of the Bruggelingis. Of the £ngli(he Partre, 
ther was flayn that gentili yong Knight the Lorde Morley» 
aod many Noblemen hurt, as Sir James Tyrell fore wounded 
in the Legge with a Quarell, and a gentili and a couragious 
Efquier called Robert Bellyngam, the whiche foughte in bis 
Cotte of Arme^ faft gerdid with bis Swerd upon hìs Harnoisu 
And thier was wonnen moche Artillerye» wherof moche was 
brente with the Gounne Pouldre. Alfo it is not to be for* 
goten, but to by had in Remembrance, the goode Courage 
of an Englyfche Yoman called John Perfon, whiche was 
fomtymes a Baker of Coventre. Whiche John Perfon, after 
that a Gounne had borne away his Foote by the Small of 
the Legge, yet that notwithftanding, what Tetting and what 
kneling, fliotte after many of his Arows, and when the 
Frenchemen fledde, and his Felowers ware in the Chaie, he 
cried to one of his Felowes, and faide, '' Have thow thefe 
** VI Arowes that I have lefte, and folow thów the Chafe» 
" for I may not." The whiche John Perfon died withia 
few Dayte after, on whofe SouUe c5ode have Mercy. Front 
thens the faide Lorde Daubeney, by Apointement, toke 
Hoftengs, and fo with moche Honnour turned to Calais to 
refrefche the hurt People. The Lorde Guerdes, hering of 
this Refcuflè, aflembled a greate Power, and recouverd 
Hoftings, from thens Idd the Sege to Newport, whier he 
lay well viij Dayes, and whith Ordonnance bette Parte of 
the Walles. On Mydfomer Day he made a great Aflfauh in 
ij or iij Places, but he was rebouted, and lolle many of his 

e 
Pcuple, as it was faide mor tfaen xiiij. And thenne the faide 
Lorde Guerdes departed to Brugges ward, and thier was 
flayn a Baftard of Bourbon, and the Lord Pyennes, a Lord 
of Pyguardye. 

The Names of the Nobles being with the Lorde Dau- 
beney at Dixemve. In primis, Sir Humfrey Talbot, Marfhatt 
of Calais, Sir Gilbert Talbot, Sir James Terell, Leutenant

This Yer the Feftc of Saint George was deferred unto the 
xixth Day of July, and thenne it was honnourably kept 
be the Erle of Arundell, then Lieutenant. At that fame 
Tyme, on the Saterday Evene of the Fefte, ihcr was en- 
ftalled by the Lord Scrop, and by the Lord Dynham, the 
Vicounte Wellis, and Sir John Sauvage, Benefet ; the whiche 
V Kaightes kept fui well, and honnourably in ali Thingcs 
apperteyning to the faid noble Fefle. On the Mome after 
the Fette, at the Mas of Requiem^ thcr ware oiFred the 
Swerdes, Helmes, and Creftes of the Erle of Northumber- 
lond, and of Sir Edward Wide ville. Durìng this Seafba 
the King went an Hunting in EnvIUe Chafe. 

A littell before oure.Lady Day, thier carne Ambaflatonrs 
oute of Fraunce ; that is to fay, the Abhot pf Saint Mat* 
telyns, Sir William Zaintes, Lord of Mareny, and Bailly of 
Senlys, and Norroie King of Armes of Frenihemen, whiche 
ware fone anfwerde, and Sir John Ryfeley, and Meflcr 
Eftephene Fryon ware fent with theym into Fraunce in Am* 
baflade. And thenne the Kinge roode into WiltOiire an 
Hunting, and llew his Gres ia iij Phccs in that Shire. Alfb 
he was at Ramlbury with the Biihoppe of Salefbury. He 
fvirfl: hunted in the Foreft of Savemacke, the ijd in the 
goode Parke of Faflarn, the iijd in Blackamor Foreft, and 
fo retournede to Windefore, and thens remevcd to Weft- 
xnynftcr. Sone after thier carne Ambaflàtours of the King 
of Romanis, and alfo 'oute of Flourens, and alfoo Ambaf* 
fatours out of Bretaygne. The Parlcment was countynued 
into the xvith Day of Oftobre, and that Day the Lordes 
encred the Farlement Houfe withoute any Mas, or ouder 
Solempnltie. At the whiche Seafon the Kibg kepit a Chap- 
pitre of the Gartier at Weftmynfter, whier the King of 
Romans was choyfen Knyght of ihe Gartier.

the Sonncs and Heires of divers of the Create Eftates of this 
Ropulme. The onder Noblc^ that had their Londes in 
their Hondes, had Pjyvc Seallcs alfo to gtit their Aten- 
dauQce. 
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Tifi ^eene fateti ber Chambert tvith the Ccrcmonyet tberiof. 

UPON Ali Hàlow Evcn the Qucnc tooke hcr Chamber 
at Wefhnynfter» £retly acompagnyed wich Ladies and 
CJeiirilwomeD ; that is to fiiy, the Lady the Kings Moder^ 
the Ducbenè of Northfolk, and many ouder, havyng befòre 
hcr the grcate Parte of the Nobles of this Royaline prefcnt 
at this Parlcmcnt. She was Jedde by th Eric of Oxinford 
and th* Eric of Derby. The Revefent Fader in God the 
Bifhop of Excefterfong the Mafs in Pontificalibus, and after 
jfgniis Dei. Then the Quene was led as beforc. Th Erles 
oì Shrewfbory and of Kente hyldc the Towcll, whcn the 
Qucnc tokc hir Rightes, and the TorcheS ware holden by 
Kaightes. And after Mafs, accompanycd as bcfore, whcn flie 
was commen imo ber gréatc Chambre (he ftode under hir 
Clothc of Eftate, Then thcìr was ordeyned a Voidc of 
Efplces, and fwet Wyn, That doonc, my Lorde the Quenes 
Cbamàerlain, in very goode Woordes, defired» in the Quenes 
Name^ the Pcuple thier prefent to pray God to fende hir the 
geode Oure.

.Cupborde well and rìchely garni(hed. Then (he recomanded 
hcr to the goode Praicrs o? the Lordcs, and my Lorde ber 
.Chamberlaine drew the Traversa From thens forthe no 
Maner of OiEcier carne within the Chambre, bat Ladies 
and Gentilwomen, after the oldc Couftume. Within a litteli' 
Seafoo after, thier carne a great Aoibaflàde onte di Fraance, . 
among the whiche ther was a Kynfman of the Quenes calfed 
Franccds Monficjur de Luxenburg, the Prior of Saint Mat- 
telyns, sind §ìr yirarjam de Zaìntes, Bailly of Scniìs, and 
ilonjoie, ibing of Armcs of Frenfhemen, whichodefircd to 
(e the Quene, and fo they dide, and in hcr awnc Chambre.

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Whcn it WAs Nyght the Princc's Baync was prcpared la 
ihe Kinges Clofct. And in the Entre betwcnc the Parlcmenl 
Chambre and the Chapelle was the Baynes of th Erie of 
Northumbcrlondi and the Lord Maltravers, and the Lord 
Gray Ruthyn. Ali the Remenaat "orare to the Parlement 
Chambre in Ordre as above written. The King in hb 
Ptrfon gavc ihcm the Advertifment of th Ordre of Knyghc« 
hode. At that fame Seafon wer ali thos of the Kings Chap- 
peli redyng the San ter for the good Spede of the Queo» 
wiche tben traveled. And anon» upon ix of the Clock 
chat fame Nyght, (he was delivered of a Princcfs, wiche was 
crìftened on Seint Andreus Day in Weflmynfter Chircbe. 
On the Mora, when the Prmce had herd bis Mafs, he was, 
with al his forfaid Coropeny» princely conveid thorough Sdnt 
Stepheas Chappell to the nether End of the Stcicrs, toward 
the Vicars Logyng, wher he tooke bis Hors. The Reme- 
nant in the Pniefs at the Ster Chambre Steir Foot toke ther 
Hors, and th Etle of Eflèx bore the Princes Swerd and 
Spores. And foo thei roode aboute the Standard in the 
Paies into Weftmynfter HaJI, the Prince formeft, and the 
cder folowyng in Ordre after ther ^aynes : and before the

In lykcwys of the Nobles of the Countre, Govcmors 
pf Town?s, other Officcrs of the Lordfchyfs, Maycrs, 
Sheryfiès, Aldermcn, Burgenès, and Citoyens of the goods 
Townes, thorough the wicch ihe (hould pailèy to make ber 
ali Honór and Rcvercnce. 

And after ali this, of her Highnefs's Voyage thorotigh the 
Redime of Scotlaund, and of that witch (hai be dooii for 
|hc Recepcyon pf hcr, fchal be rchcrfed in lykewys. 

From the fayd Coiewcfton departed the (ayd Quene yary 
nobly acompaned, in fi^yre Order and Aray, ofthe fayd 
Lordcs, Knighis, Ladys, and others abouff fayd. Ther wa^ 
Jn that Ftllyfhip the Lords Marquis of Dorfet, the Lord of 
I)crby, Conllable of Inghiund, and the Bari of Effcx ; the 
which cònveyd hcr by the Space of one Mylle, and after 
they toke Licence in kiflìng her. And with them retorned 
piany Noblémen to the fayd Colewefton. 

After was ordenned to convey her from the fayd Place 

pnto Yorke, the Eivrle of Kent, the Lords of Strange, of 

Ilaftyngs, and of Wiilougby, varey nobly arayd and acom-

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patiyd of theire Folks in Liveray and on Horfes, rychely in 
Apparayll ; of thè wich Lords was a fayrc Syght in ali the 
Intryngs of good Townes. The fayd Lord of Haftyngs did 
marveyllonfly weell an Horfeback in ftcryng of his Horfe. 

AJfo thcr was to convey her from the fayd Place unto 
York, the Revercnd Father in God my Lord the Bifchop of 
K'orwych, well accompaynèd ànd honneftly arayd. 

In likewys there was in the Qwenys Company the Reve- 
rcnd Father in God my Lord the Biftiop of Morrey, Em- 
baflador of the King rf Scotts, well and honeftly arayed, 
the wich thorough ali the Voyage accompariyed the fayd 
Q^uene. 

T!he Qwctie Ws rithly dreft, mounted upon a faire Pai- 
frey, and before her rode Sir Davy Owen, during ali. the 
fayd Voyage, richly appoynted. Thre Fotemèn wér allwayes 
ny hyr varcy honeftly appoynted, and had in thelr Jaketttì 
browdered Portecollys. 

After her was cònvaytd in Hand by a Gentleman, one 
Palfrey vary richly dreft, till that Sir Thomas Worteley .

Quene, with others Geniilmen ordonned to make Space, that 
more playnly the fayd Quene and her Compagney might bee 
bitter fenc.

During the fayd Veyage» in the Morniog departed the 
Caryagc and the Sommers. Thofe of the fayd Quene 
covired with Covurynge whyt and grene, and the Armcrs of 
Scotlauud and of Inglaund halfF pcrted with red Rofys and 
Portcollys cronned^ ' And thoTe of other Lords coTired in 
Jykewyle, and apon the Covurynge their Armes.

From the fciJ Place of Colwefton-, the Quene toake hyr 
Way ryght to Graniham. Halfe Way before hyr carne Sir 
Robert Dymock, Knight, SherifF of the County of Lincoln, 
' haneftly accompayned of xxx Horfcs well arayd of his 
Liveray, and falved the Quene, holdyng a whyt Rod in his 
Haund, the wich hee bered before hyr, laAyng the fayd 
County of Lyncoln, as the oiher SheriiTs did bere afterward 
in their Couuiies. 

About fourc Myles from Graunthnm, the Alderman» ac- 
cpmpauycd wkh the BurgefTcs and Inhabitants of Granthana

the wich recclved hyr in fyngìng Laudes. And art the fayd 
Place lightyd of his Horfe my Lord the BHhop of Norwich ; 
the wich gajT ber the Croflys for to kyflé. And thus u-as 
doon coniinualiy, laftyng the faìd Vcyage thorough the 
Revme of Inglauud, in ali the Places whcr ihc cam.

To the wich Place, fche was receyvcd att thre Mylles 
from the Towne by the Bally, bis Company ther abydynge 
to^eder ; alfo by Mr. William Perpoyot, ScheriiTof Nothya- 
hamlhyre, haviog in bis Fellowfchip Sir John Marcant, Sir 
John Duneham, Sir William Beron, Knights, and other 
Gentylmen and Squyers, accompayned of ther Folks well 
honneftly dreft of ther Liverays, and horfed, to the Nomber 
of two hundreth Horfys, the wych convayd hyr tyll flie was 
owt of the fayd Countiee.

And ther was in ther Company many Gcntylmcn 
and oders, to the Nombre of 60 Horfys, well horfed, and 
honelHy arayd, Ichon in the Liverays of their fayd Mafters. 

A Mylle from the fayd Piace, the SheryfF of Nothynham* 
ftiyre toke hys Leve, and orhcrs of hys Fdowfchyp, and 
rctomcd ageyn. 

From thens (he drew to Doncaftrc, And halfc Way carne 
Sir ÌEd>B»rai-d Savage, and with hym Sir Rauf Ryder, weil 
appoynted> and the Folks of ther Liverays, to ihe Nombcr 
of 60 Horfys, well mountcd. 

Withont the fuid Doncaftre was the Mayor, Aldermeny 
and Bowrgeflès on Foot, the wich refayved ihe fayd Quenc. 
"Thys dooti, in fayr Ai-ay (he entred within the faid Towoe, 
according to the precedent Cuftome, and wa& lodged in the 
Freres Carmes. 

The xiiiith Day of the Monneth the Quene departed fix)m 
the fayd Place, right noble accompaned, and the layd Mayor, 
Aldeiinen, and BourgefTes were att the End of the Totvnei 
withoui gowyng any fourther.

At the Entryng of the Soubarbes war the ilij Ordres of 
Mendicants in ProccflTyon before hyr, 

in the ^tat as before, in fayr Ordre, fhe eotred in the 
fayd Cite, Trompetts, MynArelIs, Sakebowtts, and High 
Wods reten tyffy nge, that was fayr for to bere. Cotts of Annes 
open, ryche Maflès in Haunds, Horfys of .Defyr, and noble 
Herts delibered. 

Within the fayd Cite ny to the Gatt roy Lord Mayr, Syr 
John Guillott, Knyght, companyd of the Aldermen, ali oa 
Horfeback and honneftly arayd in Gownys of Scarlatte» the 
JaydMayr inSattin Cramfyn, andgòod Channes and onther 
Neks, rcfayved the faid Quene varey mykely. And after, 
• they rod before Hyr to the Mother Church, the fayd Mayje 
tcryng hys 'SizSk. Ny to ihcm wcr within the Strcytt, òn

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yootc, nnd in good Ordre, the honneft Bourges and Habl- 
taunts of the laid Citc honncftly befene in ther beft Aray. 
Ali the Wyodowes wer fo full of Nobles, Ladyes, Geniyl-

tade, tbat ic was a fayr Sight for to fé. 

Thus it contyijewd the Space of Too Houres, cr (he wa$ 
conveyd to the Mother Church ; Wher was the ReverencJ 
Fathcrs io God my Lord the Archbyfchop of York, the 
Byfchop of Darham, th Abbot of Saunte Marie, and the 
Soufragaa in Pontifìcalls, with the College togeder^ revelled 
of riche Coppcs. Ny to the Founte was notably apoyoted 
the Place wher the Croflè was ; the wich fhec kiflcd. And 
after, (he went to the Hert c^ the (Church, to piake hyr 
OfFrynge. 

Tbat doon, (he was conveyd thorough the faid Company 
to the Pallays, wher (he was lodged : And fo every Maa 
iR^ithdrew him to hys Lodginge, to refrc(h : But it was grcu 
Melodie for to bere the Bells rynge thorough the Cìte. 

The next Day, that was Sonday XVIth Day of thc^faid 
Monneth, the faid Qnene remayned in the faid Towne of 
York. At Ten of the Clok that Day (he was couveyed to 
the Church, with the fayd Archbyfchop, the Byfchops of 
Durham, Morrey, aud Nqrrwyfche, the Prelates before men- 
tioned, and ocher' honourable Folks of the Churche, my 
Lord of Surrey, the Lord hyr Chammerlayo, and othcr No» 
bles, Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentyimen, and the faid Mayre, 
ATdermen, and ScheryfTes, to the Noraber of Two hundretb 
and more : With hyr wer Ladies and Gentylwomen of hyr 
Company, and Straungers, to the Nombre of xl. And fo 
was (hee conveyed to the Church. It was a fair Syght for 
to fee the Company fo rychly apoynted. 

Thus nobly was (he conveyd imo ber Travers, wher be- 
fore ber was an Awter drefl of many ryches and noblc 
Jewells, and an hygh Awter jn lykewyfe. And ther (he heard 
Made in the mean tymc that the faid Archbyfchop maid 
hymfwlfe redy. 

After the fayd M?Sk^ begonne the ProceflTyon generali, 
Tarey fayr. Ther war fyrft, the CrofTys and the Colleges, 
vefted of varey rych Copys. After them carne the Souffra- 
gan, Subdyacon, the Abbot of Saunte Mary, Dyacon, the 
Crofsc borne before the Archbyfchop, and with him the • 
Byfchop of Durham, ali in PontKicalls. 

After them cam the foUowing Lords rychly apoynted, the 
Lord Wylleby, Lord Scroup and hys Son, the Lord Laiymeij 
the Lords Haftyogs, th Erle of Kent and hys Son, the Lord 
Straunge, th £rlc of Northumberland, the Byfchops of 
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Morray and of Norrwych, the Lord Maire, th* Erfe of 
Surrey, the Lord Chamberlayn, the Officers of Àrmes, and 

the Scrgents. 

Then catn the Quene rychly arayde in a Gowne of Cloih 
of Gold, a ryche CoUer of precyoufes Stones, and a Gyrdic 
wrought of fin Gold hauntyng don to the Yerth. * The 
Countefse of Surrey bare herTrayne, a Gentleman Huyfcher 
helpyng ber. After hyr cam the Ladyes and Gentylwo- 
men as before, varey rychly dreft in goodly Gownys, grctr 
Collers, greti Chaynnes, Gyrdles of Gold, and othcr 
RichefTcs. 

After hyr foUowed the Nobles, Knygh^s, Gentylmeo, and 
Squyers, in fayr Aray, honneftly apoyntcd, haviog grett 
Chaynnes upon thcm. The faid Church was fo full of 
honnefty Pcrfonnes, Ladyes, and Gentylwomen of the feid 
Towne, and roany other People, in fo greti Nombre, that ic 
woiild be impoffible for them to be nombred. But fo gocd 
Ordre there was, that none Cry, ne Noyfe was maid. 

TJje Erie of Northumbcrland was arayd of a varey rychc 
Gowne of Cloth of Gold. Ilys Thre Gentylmea of Honor 
wer dreft with lontre Jakets full of Orfaver}', very rychly 
wrought with hys Devyfcs, as wer likewys hys Folks. 

After the Proceffyon doon, begonne the Ilygh Mafie by 
. the faid Archbyfchop, the wich was ftalled, as the Cuftomc 
is to do. In Company of hym wer the faid Abbot and Soof- 
fragan, wiih o^hers honnorable Perfonnes of the Ghurche, 
and they fange the Servyce of the faid Ma/lè, in the Chap- 
pelle of my faid Lord of Northumberlaund, with much So- 
lemnity. 

Al ihe Hour of the Offretory, the faid Quene was brought 
to the Offrynge in the Prefence of the faid Prelats, Lords, 
and oihers, Knyghts, Squyers, and Geniylmen. And whenne 
fche had offìed fhe retourned' agayn. Then eve'ry Man went 
apnyn in hys Place as before, and the faid Erle of Surrey 
gaffe to hyr hyr OfFryng. 

The Mafie doon, the Quene was by the faid Company 
precedente, in fayr Aray and Ordre, brought ageya to the 
Paliays. And within the grett Chammer, was prefented 
before hyr my Lady the Counteire of Northumberlaund, 
well accompanyd of many Knyghts and Gentylmen, Ladyes 
and Gentylwomen, the Q\vcnc kyfTyng hyr in the Wcl- 
comynge. And as foon as fche was com iti hyr Chamnacr, 
(he begonne to (Jynne. Trompettsand other Inflruments 
rafig to the Auncyenne Mancrc, laftyng the faid Dyancr. 

The faid Archbyfchop held open Howf, in makyng good 

Cher to ali comyng togedcr. Jly Lord ihe Mayre and ihc 
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SdieryfTs did fo, as I raporte me to them that was ther 
yrefent. 

The xviith Day of the faid Monneth^ the faid Qwenc 
x^eparted from the faid Cite of Yorke in varey fayrc Com- 
pany and Ordre rychely apoynted, the faid Archbyfchop and 
Byfchopps beforefaid, the faid Lord the Maire, ScheryfF», Al- 
<iermen attending on hyr. The Streyetts and the Wyndowe$ 
^ver fo full of People that it was a fayr Thynge for to fé, 

•v Without the faid Cité the faid Lord Mayre and hys Com- 
pany toke Licence, and fourthcr more dyd the Lords, the 
Byfchop of Norwych, of Kenr, of Straunge, Haftyngs, and 
"VVilleby. And many others mor Knyghts and Gcutylmcn 
^went with them ageyn. 

This doon, fhe tooke hyr Way to Newbrough ; at the 
Priore of the wich Place fhewas receyved by the faid Prìor and 
Rcligyous, honneftly revcfted, wlth the Croflc at the Gatt of 
che Church- ^ 

The xviiith Day of the Monneth the faid Qnene de- 
parted firo the faid Newbrough, to Allerton ; and at the In- 
trynge of the faid Platìg, fche was receyved by the Vicayr and 
Folks of the Church with the Frcres Carmelits in Ppoceffyon, 
and the Byfchop Morray did as before. From that Place (he 
iflvas conveyd,' as Cuftome was, to the Manayr of the faid 
Biflchop of Durham. 

The xixth Day of the faid Monneth theQwcne departed 
from Allerton, in fayr Aray and noble Corapanyd ; and Syr 
James Straungwyfch, Knyghr, SheryfFof the faid Lordfchyg 
for the faid Bifchop, mett hyr .welle acompanyJ. 

After fche drew to Darneton, to hyr Bed. And ThreMylle 
from the faid Place cam to hyr the Lord Lomley and hys Son-, 
acompanyd of many Gentylmen and others, well apoynted. 
Ther folks arayd with their Liveray, and well monted, to

the Nombre of iiij Horfys. 

At the Village of Hcxham (he was mett by Sìr Rawf 
Bowes and Syre William Aylton, well appointed, with a fayr 
Company arayd in their Liverays, to the Nombre of xl 
Horfys, well apoynted and well horft. 

In the faid Place of Hexham was the faid Qneen receyved 
wlth the AbbafTe and Religyoufes, with the Croflè without the 
Gatt. And the Byfchop of Durham gaffe hyr the fayd Croflè 
for to kidè. 

At Two Mylle ny to the faid Towne of Darneton, melt 
the Qwene, Syr William Boummer, Sheriff of the Lord (hip 
of Durham. In Company with hym was Syr William E wers, 
and many other Folks crf" Honor of that Contre, in fayr Or- 
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dre, well appoynted of Liverays, and horft ; to the Nombre 
of Six fcore Horfys. 

By the faid Company W3s fche conveydc to Darnton. And 
àt the Gatt of the Chnrch of the faid Place, war rcveftcd the 
Vhrayr and Folks of the Church, wer dolng as fchc had 
done on the Dayes before, fche was led to the Manaycr of 
the fìiìd Byfchop of Durham, for that Nyght. 

The xxth Day of the faid Monneth the Quene dcparted 
from Daioton in fayr Aray, and wlth the precedente Com- 
pany Went to ihe Town of Durham. A Mylle cut of the 
faid Townc, caffi before hyr Syr Richard Stanley and my 
Lady hls W)fFe, accompanyd of GentJemen and Gcntlewo- 
men varey well appoynted, hys Folks arayd in hys JLivcry, 
to the Nombre of L. Horfys, well mounted. 

Then the Qnene prepared hyrfelfe lo enter into the faud 
Towne, and every ychon in lyk wys, in fayr Aray» and 
rycheiy, after the Mancre acoftomed. In fpecyall th Erle of 
Northumberlaund ware on a goodly Gowne of Tynfill, four- 
ted with Hermyncs.^ He was mounted upon a fayr Conrfer, 
hys Harnays of Goldfmyth Warke, and tliorough* that fam 
\vas fawen fmall Bèlls that maid a mellodyous Noyfe, with- 
Out fparing Gambads. Hys Geotylmcn of Honor and hys 
Company wer well appoynted. 

At the Intryng of the faid Towne, and within, in the 
Strcyits and in the Wyndovves was fo innumerable Pcoplc, 
that it was a fayr Thing for to fé. And in fayr Ordre ihc 
,was conveyd to the Church, the Officers of Armes, Sergcants 
Ci Armes, Trompetts, and Mynftrells going before hc«*. 

At the Gatt of the Church was my Lord the Byfchop of 

the fayd Place, and my Lord the Prior, revefted' in Pontifi- 

- Calis, with theConvent ali rex'efted of ryches Copps, in Pio- 

ceffyon, with the Croflys. And ther >vas apoynted a Place 

for to kifle thcm. 

Then the fayd ProcefTyon departed in Ordré, and ali the 
Nobleflè in lyke wys, to the Church, in whiche ny to the 
Fount was a ryche Awter, adorned of ryches Jwells and 
precyowfesRelikes, the wich the faidBlfchop delivered to the 
faid Qwene to kifs. And by the Erle of Surrey was gyffytt 
hyr Offrynge. After this fche Was noble conveyd to the 
Caftell, wher her Lodgìng was prepared and dreft honneftly. 
And eVcry ychon retourned agnyn to hys Repayre. 

The xxift, xjci id, and xxuid Days of the faid Monneth 

fchè fejourtied in the faid Place of Durham, wher fche waj 

tvcU cheryfcht, and hyr Cofls home by the faid Byfchop; 

• U'ho on the xxiiid Day held hòlle Hall, and dowble Dyn- 

licf, ddd doWble Sotìpper to ali Cotamcrs wot-ihy tot to bé 
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ttier« And in the faid Hall was fett ali the Noblefle, as well 
Spiritualls as Temporalls, grett and fmall, the wich was wel- 
come ; fot ihis was hys Day of Inftallacyon. 

The XXIII itb Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene de* 
parted from Durham, acompayned of hyr noble Company, 
as (he bad beene in the Dayes paft, in fayr Manere and good 
Ordre, for to com to the Towne of the New Caftell, Thre 
Mylle fore thens carne to her the Prior of Tynemouth, well 
apoynted, and in hys Company xxx Horfys. Hys Folks in 
hys Livcray. And ther was in lyk wys Syr RawffHarbotell 
Knyght, rkhly apoynted, well mounted» and hys Folks in 
hys Liveray to the Nombre of xl Horfys. 

At the Intrynge of the faid Towne of New Caftell, the 
Qwene apoynted hyr> and intred in noble Aflat. Ich Lord 
and others take newe Horfys rychly apoynted, in fpecial 
th' Erle of Northomberland, as in the Manere of the £n- 
trynge of York, and hys Folks in lyke wys, 

Upon the Bryge cam in Proceflyon rychly revefted the Col- 
lege of the faid Towne, and with them the Freres Carmelets 
and Jacobins with the CrofTys, the wich war gyffèn to the 
fayd Qwene to kyflè, as before, by the Archbyfchop. 

After them was the Mayr of the faid Towne, acompayned 
oF the Scheryfiès and Aldermen, well apoynted, on Foot. 
The wich rcceyvcd the faid Qwene honorably : And after 
the Receyvynge the faid Mayr monted on Horfeback, beryng 
his Maflè before hyr» 

At the Bryge End, apon the Gatr, war many Chlldrcn, 
revefted of Surpeliz, fyngyng mellodioufly Hympnes, and 
playing on Inftruments of many Sortes. 

Within the faid Towne, by Ordre, the Bonrges and Habi- 
taunts war honneftly apoynted. The Streytts were hanged, 
and the Wyndow Loupps, Topps, and Schipps war fo full 
of People, Gentylmen and Geutylwomen, in fo grett Nom- 
bre that it was a Playfur for to fé. But they maid non 
Sound of Artyllery and Ordinance. 

Iq fuch Statt and fayr Aray was the faid Qwene brought 
and conveyd to the Freres Auftyns, wher ftie was lodged, 
and honeftly receyvcd by thos revefted with theCroflè, in the 
Manere as it is reherfe^ before. And when (he was brought 
to hyr Lodgyng every Men drcw hym to hys awn. 

The next Day after, being the xxvth Day of the faid 
Monneth, Saunt Jamys Day, ftie abode ali the Day in the faid 
Town, and was at theChurch Mafie, varey nobly acompayned,» 
That fam Day, at Even, th* Erle of Northumbrelaund 
made, to many Lords, Knights, and others, a goodely Baun- 
kQi, whlch lafted to Mjrdnyght^ for Caufe of the Games, 
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Daunccs, Sports, and Songs, with Force of Ypocras, Soccres, 
and other Metts of many delìcyonfes Maners. 

To the faid New Caftell cam the Lord Dacre of.the North, 
acompayiied of many Gentylmen, honeflJy apoynted, acd 
hys Folks arayd in his Liveray. 

The XXV uh Day of the faidMonneth the faid Qwcnc de- 
parted from the faid Place, after the Cuftome prccedent, vane^ 
richly and in fayr Aray. And the fayd Mayr coovcyd hrr 
out of the faid Towne, and afrer tuke Lyvc of hyr. 

HafF a Mylle ovvt of the faid Towne was Syr Humfrey 
Lyfle and the Prior of Bryngburn, wcU apoynted and weil 
horft, to the Nombre of xx Horfys. Thclr Folks arayd of 
their Liveray. And a Mylle from the faid Towne was ia 
Ordre the Schcryffe of Northumberlaund, Syr Rawff Evers, 
in Company of many other Gentylmen, varey well appoynied, 
their Folks clothed in their Liveray, well montcd. And 
with them wer many hontfis Folks of the Coantre, with 
Spcrs and Bowes, in Jackets, to the Nombre of Two hon- 
dreth Horfys. 

With the fam fayr Company was the faid Qwcne coovcyd 
to Morpath, and by the Towne paffed in fayr Ordrc, whcr 
ther was much People ; and fo fhe went to the Abbay, 
where fche was well receyved by th Abbot and Religyous re- 
vefled, at the Gait of the Church, with the Croffe. Acd 
after the Receyvyng flie was conveyd to her Lodgyngs in the 
Éiid Place for that fam Nyght. 

The xxvijth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene dc^ 
parted from Morpath, afcer the Cuftom before, to geo to 
Alnewyk, a Place of th Erle of Northumbelaund. And in 
Half of the Way cam before hyr, Maifter Henry Gray Efiquier, 
well appointed. In hys Company many other Gentiimen, 
and hys Folks well monted and arayd in hys Liveray, to the 
Nombre of a Hundreth Horfys. 

Two Mylle from the' fayd Place, the fiìd Erle cam and 
mett hyr, well acompayned, and brought hyr thorough hys 
Park, wher (he kylde a Buk with her Bow. After which 
(he was conveyde to thè faid Caftell, where fche and hyr 
Company was welcomed by the faid Lorde, the wich rn^tld 
hyr varey good Chere. 

The next Day, the xxviijth Day of the faid Monneth, 
(he was ali the boli Day in the faid Caftell, and by the Lord 
well cheryfl, and hyr Company. 

The xxixth Day of the fayd Monneth the faid Qwcne de- 
parted from Ahiewyk, for to go for Barrwyk, ano at Half 
of the Way, named Belleford, flie bayted. For Syr Thomas 
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Darcy, Capittayne of the faid Barrwickp, had maid rady hyr 
Dynncr at the faid Place very well and honneftly. 

For that the faid Maifter Henry Grays abouffe named is 
SheryfFe of Ellaund Shyre and Nonhumberland Shyre, he 
bore his Rod before the faid Qwene, feos the Enirynge of 
the faid Lordfchips, to Barrwyk. 

Beiwyx Aloewyk and Barrwyk cam to the Qwene Maifter 
RawiF Wodryngton, having in hys Company many Gentyl- 
men wcll appoynted, His Folks arayd in Liv^ray, wcU 
horfed, to the Nomber of an hundreth Horfys. 

At the Coiriyng ny to Barrwyk was (hoc Ordonnounce, 
the wiche was ftiyr for to bere. And ny to the fayd Place 
the Qwene dreft hyr. And Ichon in fair Aray, wcnt the oa 
after the other in fayr Ordre. 

Ac the Entrynge of the Bryge was the faid Capitaine well 
apoynted, and in hys Company hys Gentylmcn and Mcn of 
Armes» who receyved the faid Qwene into the faid Place. 

At the tother End of the Bryge toward the Gatt, was the 
Maifter Mar(hall compayned of hys Company, Ichon hearing 
a Staffe in hys Haund. 

After hym was the College revcfted with the Croflè, the 
wiche was gyffèn hyr for to kylTe by th Archbifchop as 
before. 

At the G(itt of the faid Towne was the ivTaiftcr Porter, ' 
with the Gard and Soyàrs ^ of the faid Place, in a Row well 
apoynted. Ichon of thofe had an Hallebarde or other StafRs 
in his Haund, as the others. And apon the faid Gatt war 
the Mynftraylls of the fayd Capitayn, playnge of their In- 
ftruments. 

In the Midds of the faid Town was the Maiftre Chambcr- 
layn, and the Mayre, acompayned of the Bourges and Habi- 
taunts of the faid Place, in fayre Ordre, and well apoynted. 

In fuch fayr Ordre and Company ftie was conveyd and 
brought to the Caftell, wher (he was receyved by^ihe Lady 
D'arcy honneftly accora pay ned. 

The XXX and xxxith Days of the Aiìd Monneth, the 
Qwene tarried at Barrwyk, where ftie had grett Chcre of * 
the faid Cappitayne of Barrwyk,, and hyr Company in lyke- 
wys. That fam Day was by the faid Cappiieyne, to the 
Pleafur of the faid Qwene, p)^fren Corfcs of ChalTè withiiì 
the faid Town, with other Sports of Bayrs and of Doggs 
togcdcr. 

The Firft Day of Anguft the Qwene depnrt':d fro Bar- 
wick for to go to Lamberioukerke in varrey fair Company^ 
and well appoyntcd. 

a So the OriginaU . 
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Firfty of the faid Archbyfchops and Bifcbops, th Eri» of 
Surrey and of- Northumberlaund, the Lord Dacres, tbc 
Lord Scroop and hys Son, the Lord Gray, the Lord Late** 
mer, the Lord Chamberlain, Maifter Polle, and otber Notte 
and Knyghts. The youog Gentylmen wer well apoynted at 
their Dtvifes, and ther wa$ foumuch of Cloch of Gold, as 
of otber ryche Rayments. Their Horfys fryflcs in Harnays 
of the Selfe : Atid apon thos Orfavery, fum others had Cam- 
panes gylt, the others Campaoes of Sylver. Gambads at 
Plafur» that it was a fayr Thyng for to fé. 

The fayd Erle of Northumberlaund was varey well monnt- 
ed» hys Horfe rychly appoyated, hys Harnays of Gold in 
Brodeux, hymfeLfe in a Jakette betten of Gold, well wrought 
in Goldfmlth Werke, and Brodery, and in a Cloke of Porpk 
borded of Cloth of Gold. Hys Henfmen appoynted as 
before meationed. Incontidlently before hym rode the Maìfter 
of hijs Horfe, conveying the fam thre Henfmen arayd in 
Jaketts ali of Orfavery and Brodery, and ther Harnays of 
their Horfys in fnch wys of Orfavery and Brodery, full of 
fmall Bells that maid a grett Noyfe. After thos cam a Gen- 
tylman ledyng in hys Haund a Corfer covered to the Giownde 
of a varey rych Trapure betten of Gold of Orfavery and 
Brodery in Oraunge. And ichon of the fam a gren Tre in 
the Manere of a Pyne, and maid the faid X^rd Pannades, 
and they weyited varey honeftly. 

After cam the faid Qwene varey rychly arayde and eoomcd 
with Gold and precyous Stones, fetting in hyr Lytere rychly 
apoynted.

The fayd Cappitayne of Barrwyk» and my Lady hys 
WyfFe, acompayned of many Gentylmen and Gentylwomen 
rychly arayd, and clothed of a Liveray» went with the faid 
Qwene to Edenburghc. 

Before the faid Qwene war by Ordre, Johannes and hys 
Company, and Henry Glafcebery and hys Company, the 
Trompetts, Officers of Armes, and Sergeants of Mafie, fo 
that at the Departy ng owt of the (aid Barrwyk, and at hyr 
Bedward at Lambcrtoukerke, it was a Joyiòr to fee ani 
bere. 

Io 
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, in fuch Stat and Aray the faid Qwene-cam cut of Barrt^^yk. 
ichon by Ordre, the Lordes and Nobles'three andthre 
togeder^ to the faid LambertoUkerkey and the Cocnpany 
behind well apòynted and in fayr Aray, that it was eftimed 
ihat ther war of the Parte of the faid Qweiie xvìij C. or two 
M. Horfys ali well apòynted. 

At the Comyng ny to 4-ambertoukcrke, ther wàs for to 
receyve hyr of the Parte of the Kinge of Scotts, the Ryght 
Revercnd Father in God my Lord the Archbifchop of Glafco, 
ànd the CoUnte, both well acompayned with many Lordes^ 
Knyghts, Gentylmen, and Squyers, honeftly apòynted, with| 
Jaketts alònly of Velvet, of Damafke, and of fliarolett, and 
tvar ali a Foot in Ordfe, with grett Multiiude of People 
apòynted, and moonted after theManere of the Countre, of 
Jakets. Sum had theyr Armes armed apon theyr Jackets, 
My Lord the Bifchop of Morrey ftrongly did his Devor ix 
the Semlynge of the two Partes. And ther war fyve Trom- 
^ts or Claryons of the faid Kinge, that biew at the Coni-^ 
ming of the faid Qwefle. The wichc Mellod^e was good 
to bere and to fé. 

Before the fàid Scòttyfmen pafled the Lordi, Knyghts^ 
and Gentlemen, màkynge Gambaudes to the grett Gowre^ 
And when the Qwcne was come, the faid Byfchop òf Morrey, 
the faid Archbifliop; and the faid Counte avaunced toward 
hyr, and they knellyng downe tò the Grownde, mayd the 
Receyvinge. *riicf war in Prefeiicc, th Arch Bifchop of 
York, the Bifchop of Durham, and th Erle of Surrcy. 
After thys, fche waé brought to the Pavyllon ordonned for 
Recreacyon, ànd ny to that fam, fche was helped downe, 
and kyfled of the fayd Lordes, and by them (he was brought 
to the PaVyllon, wher no body entred, except the Lordes

For ther was Piante of Brcd artd Wyne, 
that ichon was countente. 

After the Receyvynge doon, ichon putte hymfelfe ageyn 
In Ordre, and the Qwcne monted on liorfebak. The fnid 
Lord of Northumberlaund maid bis Devor at the Depar- 
tynge, of Oambads and Lepps, as did likewife the Lord 
Scrop the Father, and many others that retorned ageyn, in 
takynge ther Congie. And of the Companie abydynge, tha 
Qwenc was conveyed to hyr Lodgyngc at Faft Caftell, wbei* 
Tom. ìli. N n tU 
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(hcwas wclcomd by the Lord of the faid Place, and of èc 
Ladie, Sufter of • the faid Byfchop of Morrey. 

The Company was lodgc-d in the Abbay of Codyngham, 
and in the Towne, wher was ordonned Mcit and Drynkc 
for thcm, and alfo Liveray for ther Horfys, of Hay and 
Otts, ychon to hys Quantytc. 

The Nomber of the Scotts at;§the Mettyngc of the faid 
Qwene war by Eftimacyoo a thoufand Perfònnes, whercrf 
ther myght be v C. Horfys of the thoufand, of grctt Prece 
and well apoyntcd. And of the Company paffynge thorough 
with hyr to the Reymè of Scotland, war in Nombre bctwixt 
T and VI C. well horfed and apoynted. 

The ijd Day of the faid Monneth the ùljA Qwene departed 
from the faid Fall Caftle nobly appoynted and acompayned. 
And at the Departynge, they fchott much Ordonnouocc, 
and had varey good Chere, and foe that cvery Man was 
content. 

The faid Qwene, acompayned as before, drew ber VJzj 
toward Hadington. And in paffyng before Donbarc, they 
fchott Ordonnnunce for the Luffe of hyn Sbce was lodgcrf 
for that fam Nyght in the Abbay of the Nonnes ny to Ha- 
dington, and hyr Company at the faid Place. Wher in lyk 
wys was ordonned Provyfj'on at the Gray Frercs, as weli 
for the Company as for the Horfys, as on the Day before. 

And thorough the Countre in fum Placcs war made by 

Force, Waycs for the Cariage and ih grett Quantyte of 

People fembled for to fé the faid Qwene, bringìng with them 

Plaunle of Drynke, for ychoa that wold bave of k, io pay- 

' ing therefore. 

The iijd Day of the faid Monneth the Qucne departed 
frora the faid Abbay wher fche and ber Company had grett 
Chere, and in ,fayr Aray and Ordre paft thorough the faid 
Towne of Hadington, wher fche was fen of the People ia 
grett Myrthe. And from that fche paffed to hyr Lodyngo 
to Acquik. 

Half a Mylle ny to the faid Towne fche apoyntcd hyr 
rychly, and hyr Ladyes and Lordes, l.. j others of hyr Com- 
pany did the fame, and in foyr Ordre entred into the CaflelJ, 
wher cam before hyr without the <3ait the Lord of the fcid 
Place called the Counce of Morton, honneftly apoynted and 
* acompayned of many Gentylmcn in prefentynge hyr the Kecs 
of the faid Calteli. And ihe was wellcomcd as Lady aod 
Maiftreflè. 

Betwyxt the two Gatts was the Lady Morton acompayned 
of Gentylmen and Ladyes. The wìche kneeled downe, and 
the faid Qwene toke hyr up, and kyflèd hyr, and fo fcc 
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•wàs convcyd to hyr Chamm^r within the faid Caflell, the 
wich was well ordonned and a ftrong Place. 

After that fche was come and well apoynted, and alfo 
hyr Lordes, Ladyes, Knyghts, Gentylmen and Gentylwomen, 
the Kynge cam arayd of a Jakette of Cramfyn Velvet borded 
with Cloth of Gold. Hys Lewre behinde hys Bake, hys 
Beerde fomthynge long, acompayned of the Right Reverend 
Father in God my Lord th Arch Bifchop of Saunte An- 
drews, Brother of the faid Kynge, and Chaunceller of Scot- 
lannde, the Bifchop of Caftenate, the Erls of Htintl^y, Ar- 
gyle, and Lennos, and the Lord Hambleton, Coufin of the 
faid Kyng, with many others, Lordes, Knyghtes, and Gen- 
tylmen, to the Nombre of lx Horfys. 

The King was conveyd *o the Qwenes Chamber, whcr 
die mett hym at her grett Chamber Dorè, right honorablp 
acompayned. At the Meftynge he and fhe maid grett Re- 
verences the onc to the tother, his Hed being bare, and they 
kyflcd togeder, and in lykwys kyflèd the Ladyes, and others 
alfo. And he in efpecìall wclcomed th Erle of S'urrey varey 
hertly. 

Then the Quene and he went afyd and commoned to- 
geder by long Space. She held good Manere, and he bare 
heded during the Tym, and many Courteyfyes paflèd. Incon- 
tynent was the Bord fett and ferved. They wafched their 
Haunds in humble Reverences, ànd after, fett them downc 
togeder, wher many good Devyfes war reherfed. 

After the Soupper they wafched ageyn, with the Rcve- 
reijces, Mynftrells begonne to blowe, wher daunced the 
Qwene, acompayned of my Lady of Surrey, This doon, 
the Kynge tuke Licence of hyr, for yt was latte, and he 
went to hys Bed at Edinborg varey well countent of fo fayr 
Metting, and that hee had found the fayr Company togader. 

At'the Caftell and Abbay of Newbottell, halfc a Mille 
thens, was ordonned Mett and Drynke by the Space òf foure 
Dayes that fhe was ther, with Livcray pf Horfys, as in the 
Placcs beforfaid. 

The iiijth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene abode at 
the faid Caftell, the wiehe had grett Fcft. Att foure of the 
Clok, afrer Dynner, the Archbyfchopes of Yorke and of 
Glafco, the Byfchop of Durham, the Erle of Surrey, and 
th Erle Bothwell, acompayned of many others, Lordes, 
Knighis, and Gentylmen, went to mett the Kynge, the 
wich was commyng for to fé the Qwene ageyn, and to com- 
forte hyr of fum LoflTe that (he had had the Nyght bcfore, 
by Foriuoc of Fy/sr, of her Pallefreys. 

N n z The 
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The Kyngc flyìngc as the ?ird that fyks hyr Pray, tuke 
othcr Waye, and cam privcly to the ùìd CaAell, and enircd 
urìthìn the Chammer with a fmall Company, whcr he foondc 
the Qvvene playinge at the Cardes. At the Emrynge, the 
ftwcne avauoced hyr toward hym in receyvinge hym Yarey 
gladly, and of Good Wyll kyfTyng hym, and after he gaffe 
Saint to the Ladyes and Company prefente. 

In Cqmmohynge togedcr, cam the fam Lordes bere aboufFc 
tiamcd, to whom the Kynge did Reverence, hìs BQnnctt in 
hys Haund, in fpecyall to the Arch Byfchop of York, and 
to the Byfchop of Durham, in weicomynge them. After 
fom Wordes reherfed betwyx them, the Mynftrells begonoe 
to play a baile Daunce, thè wich was daunced by che ùàd 
CJwene and the Counteflè of Surrey. 

After thys doon, thay playde a Rownde, the wich wa$ 
jjaunceà by the Lorde Gray Icdyige the fald Qwene, acom- 
payned of many Lordes, Ladyes, acd Gentylwòcmen. After 
yfSiS biought Wyn and Bred to the Kynge, the wiche ctike 
the Bred, and thercof fervcd the faid Q^'ene. Lykwys the 
Coupp or wich he fyrft fervyd hyr. And after ali, the Com- 
pauy*prefente draunke alfo. 

Incountyjient the Kynge begonne before hyr to play of 
|he Clarycordcs, and after of the Lute, wiche pleafyd hyr 
Varey mudi, and (he had grett Plaifur to here hym. 

Apoa the faid Cla|:ycorde Sir Edward Stannely piayd a 
Ballade, and fange therwìth, wiche the Kynge commeDdcd 
tight mfiche. And incountynetit hee called a Gentylman of 
jiys that'colde fynge well, and mayd them fynge togeder, 
the wiche accorded varey well. 

Afterwardi the faid Sir Edward Stannely and iwo of hya 
Sprvannts fange a Ballade or twp, whprqf the Kynge gave 
hym good Thaunke» 

After ali thyfe Thyngs fullfylled, the Kyngc tuke Licencc 
pF the Qwene, and kyflèd hyr, arid alfo of ali hyr Doble 
Company, and yrem to hy^ Horfe, on whom he did Icpe, 
without puttyngp the Fpwt within the Sterrop* And the 
laid Horle was a right fayr Cpurfer, and incontyncnt the 
Iting Iporrcd, follow whomyght. He was arayd of a Jakettc 
pf blak Velvett borded of the Selfe, and the Lifts of the 
fiud Bordeur wer of cramfyn Veluyt, fourrcd wiih whytt. 

The Erle of Surrey, acpmpay ned of many Lordes, K nygh ts, 
and othtrs, folowed after, the wiche when the Kingc kaew, 
he torned fchortly, barre heded, and cam toward th' Eric- 
Ànd they rode a lityll togeder in Spekynge, and after th* 
flrle tuke Liccnce of hym, and retorncd ageyn, 
' The 
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The vth Day of the Monnclh, at the H[pur of Soupper, 
the Kyoge cam to the faid Caftell^ acompayned of the Byfchop 
of Caflanatz, and of the Lord Roos, with other Lordes, 
KnyghtSy and Gentylmen withoutt grett Nombre, and at 
Entryoge grett Revereoces of Cufìom. The Qwcne, wiche 
knowe hys Commynge, well acompayned, maid ha(l toward 
hym in varey hiunble Courtafy. And the one kyflèd the 
other» and ^ter drew them afyd for to communè, and after 
(he playd upon the Claricordys, and after of the Lute, hee 
beinge apon his Kne allwayes barr heded. 

The TaUes war ihen dreft and ferved, and they waifched 
ther Haundes. The Kynge fait in the Chayre, and the 
Qvfeoe aboufie hym, on hys ryght Haund. For becaufe 
the Stole of the Qwene was not for hyr Eafe, he gaffe hyr 
the (aid Chayre. After, he caufed the £rle of Surrey and 
the Countefle to fittwith hym. 

After the fayd Soupper was doon, they communed to« 
geder laftyng the Playing of a Ballade ot the Mynftrells of 
Mufyke, and then the King tuke Lìccnce, in kvffynge hys 
Lady, and of ali the Company. Without the faid Place 
was prefented hym by the faid Erle of Surrey the Horfe that 
the Kynge fent hym, welle apoyntcd of a Trapure, of D^- 
maflce whytt and grene, to the Grownde, with grett Han- 
gyngc Boutons of Sylke, the Harnays of the Bridle, of 
Velvett of the Selfe Colonr. After the Syght, hee madc 
hym to be rcdyn before hym, and then departed to Eden- 
burgh, as the Dayes before. The Kyng was that Day ap* 
poynted of a Gowne of tane Velvett fourred with blak 
Bougye, a fyne Cherth bourded with fin Gold aboulST, he 
beinge alwayes mere, and hìs Beerde fomethynge longe. 

The vith Day of the fayd Monneth that was the Sonday, 
the Qwene was conveyd in fayr Ordre, and Company of her 
Lordcs, Knyghts, Ladyes, Gentylmen, and Gentylwomen tq 
Mafie, unto the Chappelle of the faid Caftell. Ther fche 
was acompayned of the Lady of the faid Place, in a Gowne 
of Cloth of Gold cged with Letyces, Ermynes, and hyr 
Gentylwomen arayde after the Gyfe of the Countrey. And 
thér Avas a.Sermon of one of the Obfervance. , 

After the Mailb (he was conveyd ageyn into hyr Chamm^r 
in the Manere. before faid, wher (he fatt at Dimier, and 
beneath the Table, at the loweft Place, the faid Lady of 
the faid Place, and the CounteflTe of Surrey with hyr. Aq 
other Table was full of Ladies, and laflynge the faid DinneC 
they blew Trompetts, Mynftrells, and Sakeboutts. 

After the Dinner, incontynent the Mynftrells of thf. 
^h^mmer bepon to play, and tbea d^unccd the Qwene and 
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the Counteffe gf Surrcy, the Vicounteflè Lille, and fc 
Daughter of the faid Place. And thys doon, thcy paft iht 
Tyme at Games, and in commonyng. 

The fam Day at the Houre of Soupper, cam the Ecgc, 
ss the Cuflome precedente, ecompayned of the Lords of 
the Day precedente, and others, to the Nombre of xl 
Horfys, he being mounted upon a Mewlle. Whcn he entrcd 
within the Chammer of the faid Qwene, that knewe of hls 
commyng, they kyflèd togeder whhout fparing Cortafy, aod 
to the Ladyes gaffe Salutes. And after, they ^vent afyd ia 
commonyng, to the Tyme that ali Thyngs war rady far 
the Soupper. 

Incontynent they wafched thdr Haunds; and Iktt in the 
Manere before, allwayes ferved of the Geotylinen of the 
Qwene. Ther foupped with them the Byfchop of Morrey, 
the Erle and Coiuitefle of Surrey, the Lady of the faid 
Place, and the Lady Nevili, 

After Soupper the Minftrells played, and the QycK 
daunced, and after theKynge tuke Licence, and weot to Eden- 
bourgh. He had on a demy Gowne of blak Ve)vett fourrcd 
ivith Marten, and the Remanent of his Arayment ali black. 

The viith Day of the Monneth in the Mornitige, the 
Kynge fent to the Q\vene new Pallefrays, ali appoynted after 
their Guìfe. And at the Hour acouftumed, ftie departed 
from the faid Dacquick nobly acompayned, and in fayr Aray 
and Ordre, as before is many Tymes faid : The Qwene was 
placed in her Litere, varey rychly enorned, and had on a 
ryche Gowne of Cloth of Gold, with a Purfill of blad 
Velvet, and a rich CoHer of Perle and Stone. 

The Lords, as well Spiritualls as Temporalls, Knyghts, 
^nd Gentylmen, wer varey rychely appoynted, the moft 
Parte in Gownes of cramfyn Velvett. The Lord Gn}'s 
Hors was huflèd, the faid HuIIè maid by Cantons of cramfyn 
Velvett. Thofe of others wer of Thred of Gold brochcd, 
and others had Ermynes, aboufF ali fawen of Orfavery. The 
other yong Gentylmen wer apcnnted after the Manere of the 
Ysfhew of Barrwyk. 

After the Quene was conveyd hyr Pallefrey of Honnor by 
Syr Thomas Worteley. Alfo hyr Ladyes and Geotylwomea 
war fo varey rychely apoynted and monted, that it was i 
fayr Syght. After them cam the Char, and after that other 
Gentylwomen. The Company was in fayr Ordre, as at 
other Tymes before. 

A Mylle from Dacquick the Kynge fent to the Qwene, by 
a Gentylman, a grett tame Hart for to bave a Corfe ; bot 
bccaufe the Kynge wasny, th: Erlè of Surrcy anfwerd, thac 
' ' 2 the 
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the faid Hert fhould be brought agcyQ toward the Kyngc^ 
that they myght both be at the iaid Courfe» and fo it was 
doon. 

Half of the Way, the Kyng cam to mett hyr monted apoa ^ 
a Bay Horfe, rennynge as he wolde renne after the Haync, 
acompayned of many Gentylmeu. The faid Horfe was trapped 
in a demy Trappure of Cloth of Gold. Apon the Neck 
was a Frange of Thred of Gold, The Sadle and the Har- 
nays wer of that fam, except the Harnayes of the H.ed, that 
was of Sylver, and gylt. Grett Boutons with Lupps of 
Thred of Gold, as well to the faid Trappure, as to the 
Brydle. Hys Sterrops gylt. 

The Kynge ware a Jakett lyke to 'the Trappure. The 
Lylles of the faid Bordeuf wer of Poarple Velrett fourred 
with fyne blak Bougy, his Doublet of Violet Satiin, bis 
Hoflys of Scarlatt, hys Schert bounde aboufFc of fyn Pierrery 
and Perles, hys Spourrys gylt and long. At the Commyng 
towardes the Qwene he maid hyr varcy humble Obeyflànncc 
in lepyngc downe of hys Horfe, and kyfTed hyr in hyr Litere^ 
This doon, he monted ageyn, and ychon being put in Ordre 
as bcfore, a Gentylman Huflcher bare the Swerde before 
hym. The faid Swerde covered with a Scabard of Pourple 
Velvett, wich was written apon with Perles, God my Def- 
ftnde. The lyke on the Pommell, and the Croffe, with the 
Chap alfo, 

After hym cam th Archbyfchop of Glafco, the Biftiop of 
Morrey, and the Erle Bothwell, acompayned of many Gen- 
tylmen, and honneft Perfonnes. The faid Erle bare, the 
Swerde at the Entreng of the Towne of Edenbourgh, and 
had on a long Gowne of blak Velvett fourred with Marten. 

The Kynge beynge allwayes ny to the Qu'ene in devyfmg 
with her, ther cam a Gentylman that bronght hym a Courfer^ 
his Harnays of Cloth of Gold, and of cramfyn Velvett in- 
terlafled ali about of whytt and red. Apon the Horfe was a 
Page in a Jakett of blew Damaflce, upon the wiche Horfe 
the Kyng monted, without puttyngc the Foot within the 
Sterrop, in the Prefence of them ali. After he caufcd the 
faid Gentylman to monte behinde hym, for to afTay \S his 
Courfer wolde berr byhynd or not. 

Bot becaufe that he was not dreft, he cam dòwne of his 
làid Horfe, and monted upon the Pallcfroy of the {àid Q\\'ene, 
and the faide Qwene behinde hym^ and io rode thorow the 
faid Towne of Edenburgh, 

Ny thereby was in Ordre the. Lord Hamyhon, Cozyn of 
tbev fa;de Kynge, with many other Lords, Knyghts, and 
Gentylmen, to the Nombre of two hundreth Horfys wcll 

. apoynted* 
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apoyntèd. Sum in Jaketts of Cloth of Gotde, of Velvetr, 
and of Damafkei figured of Golde» and of many Coloon. 
In lyke 5vys others wer in Jakets of Chamlett, and maaj oi 
thós wore varey good Chaynnes. 

And by hym rode the Mafter of byd Horiè, named Com- 
panes Gafcon, varey well appoynted, conveying feyre yoog 
Gentylmen of Honor» arayd of Jaketts half parted df Cloth 
of Gold figuredy and of blew Velvctti monted ujknì Courfers, 
and others honneftly appoynted. 

The Company aboufiè faid wer comncutunded by the 
Kynge, that they fchould not goe before, bot only in tbe 
Company of the fayd Qvyene, that it might be feen that (hee 
was w^l acompaynedy and fychly. 

Halfc a Mylle ny to that, wìthìn à Medeture, waè a Pa- 
tillon, wherof cam owt a Knyght on Horibak, armed at al! 
Peces, havyng hys Lady Paramonr that barre hìs Home. 
And by Avantur, ther cam an other atfo armed, that cam to 
hym, and robbed from hym hys fayd Lady, and at the ab- 
fenting blew the faid Home, wherby the faid Knyght under- 
ftude hym, and toumed -after hym, and faid to hym» wber- 
for haft thou this doon ì He anfwerd hym, what will yoa 
fay therto ? — I fay, that I will pryve apon thee, that thou 
haft doon Owtrage to me. The tother demannded hym if 
he was armed ? He faid ye, well then, fsdd th'olher, preve 
the a Man, and doo thy Devoir. 

in fuch Manere they departed, and weht tò takè their 
Sperys, and renne withont ftryking of the fame. After the 
• Conrfe they retourned with their Swerdes in their Haunds, 
and maid a varey fayr Torney : And the Caller càirfed the 
Swerd for to faU of the Defender. Notwithfiandiog, the 
Caller caufed to gyffe hym ageyn hìs Swerd, and begoo 
ageyn the faid Torney of more feyre Manere ; and they did 
well ther Devor, tyll that the Kynge cam hymfelfe, the 
Qwene behynd hym, crying Paix, and caufed them for to bc 
departed. After this the King called them before hym, aoJ 
demannded them the Cauf<i of iher Difference. The Caller 
fayd, Syre, he hath taken from me itiy Lady Paramour, 
whereof I was infurte of hyr by Faith. The Dcfénder an- 
fvvered, Syre, I fchall defend me ageynft hym apon thys 
Cas : Then (kyd the Kynge to the fayd I>efender, brynge 
youre Frends, and ye fchall be appoynted a Day for to agre 
you. Whcroff they thaunked hym, and fo every Men de- 
parted them for. to drawe toward the faid Towne. The 
Names of thos war Sir Patryk Hamilton, Brother of the faid 
Lord abonfTe faid, and Patryk Synklar, Efquyre ; and ther 
was com grett Multitude of People f<^ to fé thys» 

Half 
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Half a Mylle from thens was the hii Hert, the wich the 
Kynge caufed to be lofed, and put a Cìreyhond after bym chat 
mald a fayr Courfe; hot the iaid Hert wanne the Towne, 
and went to hys Repayrc. 

Thcr war many honcft People of the Town, and of the 
Oounp-e aboute, honnedly arayd ali on Horfbak, and fo by 
Ordre the King and the Qjj'cne cntred withìn the faid 
Towne. At the Entrynge ot that fame cam in Proceflyoa 
the Grey Freres, wìth the Crofle and fum Relicks, the wich 
'was prefented by the Warden to the Kyngc for to kyflc, bot 
he wold not beforc the Qwene ; and he had hys Hcd barre 
during the Ceremonies. 

The Mynftrells, Johannes, and hys Company, and theTrom- 
jpctiSf war as well of the one Syd as of the other ; bot thos 
of Scotlaund had no new Baneres : And did the Devor at 
"the faid Entryng Officers of Armes of Inglaund ; and non at 
Scotlaund. Sergents of MafTes. &c. ychon, by Ordre. 

A Htyll more fourther cam alfo in Procertyon the Jocobins, 
revefted the moft Chyft and Principali of them, with roany 
Relicks ; wherof fome of thos war by the Prior gyfien to 
kyfTe, in lyke wys; wherof the K. did as beforc^ 

At the Entryng of the fàid Towne was maid a Yatt of 
Wood painted, with Two Towrélls, and a Windowe in the 
Midds. In the wich Towrells was, at the Windowes^ re- 
vefted Angells fyngyng joyoufly for the Comynge of fo noble 
a Lady ; and at the fiiyd middle WindoWe was in lyk wys aa 
Angeli prefenting the Kees to the faSd Qwene, 

Wiihin the Towne ny to the faid Yatt carne in Proceflyoa 
the College of the Peryfche of Seint Gilles, rychly revefted, 
with the Arme of that Seint ; the wiche was prefented to 
the Kynge for to kyftè ; wherof he did as before, aod began 
to fynge Te Deum Laudamus, 

In the Mydds of the Towne was a Crofle, new painted, 
and ny to that fame a Fontayne, caftynge forth of Wyn, aod 
ychon drank that wold. 

Ny to that Crofle was a Scarfawft maid, wher was rcprc- 
iènted Paris and the Thre Dceflys, with Mercure, that gaft 
hym th Apyll of Gcdd, for to gyffe to the moft fayre ot the 
Thre, wiche he gavc to Yenus. 

In the Scarfawft was r^prefented alfo the Salntacion of 
Gabrieli to the Virgyne, in fayinge jive gratta^ and ièns 
after, the Sollempnizacion of the varey Maryage betwix the 
faid Vierge and Jofeph. 

More fourther was of new maid One other Yatt, apoo 
the wiche was in Sicges the iijj Vertuz. Thcys is to weytf^ 
Jujìice^ holdynge in hyr right Haunde a Swerde ali naked» 
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^nd in the t*other a Fair of BalIauDces, apd (he had under 
hyr Fcct the Ky ng Nero : ForcCf armed, hojdy ng ia hyr Haund 
a Shafte, ancK under hyr Feete was Holofern^ ali armed : 
T^mperancff holdyng in hyr liaund a Bitt of an IJorìfe, and 
linder hyr Feete Vf^s Epicurns : Prudencet holdyoge in hyr 
Haunde a Syerge» and und^r hyr gardenapalus. Wit)i.thos 
war Tabretts (h^t playd merr|ly, whill the noble Compaoy 
paft thorough. Under was a Licorne and a Greyhound, 
that held a Diffcrence of pne Cbardon Qoryfched, aud a Red 
Rofe entrelallèd. 

Then the noble Company pafled oqt pf the faid Town^ 
to the Church of the ^oly profle ; out of wich cam the 
Archbifchop of Saqnt Andrew, Brother to the faid Kynge, 
his Croflè borne before byrn, acompanyed of the Revercód 
Fathers in God the ByfchQp of Aberdeen Lord Privy Seal cf 
Scodand, the Byfchops of Orkney, Cathfief^, Ro(s, Dua- 
blane, and Dunkeld, and fnany Abbotts, ali in their Ponti- 
ficalls, with thp Religious and Chanoynes rìchly tevtRci, 
precedpd by thpyr CrofTe. The faid Ar^hi Byfcbop thca 
gave the KÌDg a R^lik for to kyflè, bo( he dyd as hee had 
doon befpre. 

After thys dgon, ychon l<rpt qfP hys Hprfe, ^nd in fejt 
Drdre wenj after the ProcefTyon to the Church, and in the 
Entryng of that fam the Kyng and the Qwene jight downc, 
gnd after he takp the faid Qwene by the Body, doynge hom- 
ble Reverence, and led hyr to the grett Aw^cr, wber was a 
Place ordonned for ihem to knele appn two Cufchyoiis rf 
Cloth of Gold, the Lord Chammerlayn of the faid Qweoe 
^xcerfyng hys Office as before. 

Pot the Kynge wqld npvcr kqcU downp furft, bot both 
togeder : And by the faid Archbyfchop was giifen hym to 
RyATe a rich Croflè, wherof he di4 ^s before, wìthout Of- 
frynge ; and at the Entring of the faid Qucre, the Chappdk 
pf the faid Kinge, and others, begon Te Deum, &c. 

After ali Reverences doon at the Churph, ip Òrdre as be- 
fore, the King tranfported himfelf to the Pallais, thorough 
fhe pipftre, holdynge allwayes the Qwene by the Body, and 
. hys Hed barre, .tyll he had brougbt hyr witbin her Cham- 
fner. 

In the faid Church war the Lordes th^ Erle pf Hontcly, 
jhe Erie of Errol Conftable -of Scotland, the Erle Marifcall 
pf Scotland, the Erle of Argyle Steward of the Hows, the 
Erle of Lcnnos Chammerlayne in the Abfcnpe of the Conte of 
Pathnefs, the Erle of Minfter, and the Erle Morton, acom* 
pjyfjjC^ gf nwny {-.grdcs^ KnyghtS| and Gcntylmcn, wèll 
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«rayd. The wich maid Revcrcnce to the QwenCi and die 
to theiD. 

The Kynge wcnt from thchs to the grett Chammcr, wher 
'was many Ladies of greit Name, WyfFes to divers of the 
fayd Lordes, and others, acotnpayaed of many Gentylmeri 
and Gentylwomen, arayd varey nobly aftef thei' Gyfe. Ac 
the Entryagc the faid Chambre, the Kyng Ict go the Qwcne 
till (he had kyflèd ali the fayd Ladies and thcr Company i 
and the Byfchop of Morrey went wiih her, fewinge her the 
Names of them. After (he had kydèd them ali, the Kyng 
Icyllèd her for hyr Labor : And fo tuke hyr aceyn, with 
low Cortefay and barr Hcd, and brought hyr to hyr Second 
Chanuner, and kyflèd her ageyn ; taking bis Leve right 
humble he drew toward hys Lodgynge for them appoynted. 

The Townc of Edenbourgh was in many Places haunged 
-with Tappiflcry, the Howfes and Wyndowes war full of- 
Lordes, Ladyes, Gentylwomen, and Gentylmcn, and in thè 
Streytts war foe grett Multitude of People without Nombre^ 
that it was a fayr Thynge to fé. The wich People war 
varey giad of the Commynge of the fayd Qwene : And in 
the Churches of the fayd Towne Bells range for Myrthe. 
^ The fam Day the Kynge fouped in hys Chammer, acom- 
payned of many of the Parte of the faid Qwene within hyr 
awn. And after that, the Kynge went to fee hyr, ani 
daunced fome bafle Daunces. Thys doon, the Kyn^e toké 
hys Leve, and bad her goode Nyght joyoufly, and «fier tha 
fame to ychon alfo. 

The viiith Day of the faid Monneth every Man apoynted 
hymfelfe-rychlyi for the Honor of the noblc Maryage. Be- 
twyx vili and ix oth Clock everychon was rady, nobly 
apperyld ; and the Ladyes abouffe faid carne rychly arayd^ 
lum in Gownys of Cloth of Gold, the ofheri of Cremfyrt 
Velvet and Blak. Others of Satyn and of Tynfell, of Da* 
iDa(ke, and of Chamlet of many Colours, Hoods, Chaynnes 
aod Collers apon ther Neks, acompayned of ther Gentylwo* 
jnen arayd honneftly after ther Gyfe, for to hold Company 
to the fayd Qwene. 

After Cam the Byfchop of Morrey, to fetche my Lordes 
th Archbyfchop of York and the Byfchop of Durham ; the 
wiche war varey honneftly arayd in ther Eftat ; as alfo thd 
Erle of Surrey, who was rychely arayde in a lònge Gownd 
of Clothe of Gold, with bis ryche Coller of the dartere» 
acompayned of many Lordes, as the Lord^s 6ray, Latcmer, 
Dacres, and Scrop, honourably arayd; with many nobltf 
Knyghcs, as Syr Richard Poulle,, Knyght of the Garccr# 
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fychly arayd in hls CoUer, Syr Davy Owen, wariog a yaréf 
riche Channe, Syr William Conyars, arayd in a Gownc of 
Clothe of Gold, Syr Thomas Darcy in anothcr, ifciih richcs 
Chaynnes, Syr John Hufe, and many othcr Knyghts and 
Gcniylmen rychly and honncftly arayd and in lyk wys warìng 
goods Chainnes. 

In that Mannerc the faid Lords war brought by the faìd 
Byfchop of Morrcy to the Kyngc, the wicbc waa wìchin his 
grctt Chammer, apon hys Peet ; ànd at the Commyng of 
the faid Lordes niaid Revercnce to every Man, hys Bonnct 
allvvay in hys Haunde. TheKynge thcn c»uled th«n to fitt 
apon a Form beforc hym, agentt hymftlfe, and dcfyred thcm 
lo iiouver ther Heds. The faid Archbyfchop was pbced 
at the Right Haund, and the Erte of Snrrey at the Leftc 
Haund. The Kynge fat in a Chayr'e of Cramfyn Vclvett, 
the Pannells of that fam gylte, under hys Cloth of Aftat» of 
Biew Velvet fygtred of Gold. 

He was acompayned on his Right Haund by the Right 
Reverend Father in God the Archbfshop of Saont Andrew, 
hys Brother, and by ali the Prelats, as on the Day preccdent, 
as iikewife by the Prior of Saunt John, and many notables 
Perfonnes, as wel Ecclefiaftiks as Secnlers, ali fetcing. On the 
Lefte Syde war the Lordes and Eries before named» wth 
Qthers grctt Lordes, noble Knyghts, and Gentylmen, of the 
Two Partes. So that it was a noble Thyngc tó fe the 
• the fayd Chammer fo nobly foomyfhed, Ther war alfe the 
Officers of Armes of Inglaund in their Cotts, and non of 
Scotlaund for that fam Hour. 

After Scylence maid, and everychon fat in Ordre, the 
l)oAor Ranllns, Doftor in Divynite, began the Prepoficycftì, 
wbo well and wifely, and wich good Maner, detneanyd him 
ita hys Utteraunce of the fame, and at etery Worde requy- 
fitt made honorable Reverence Thys doón, the Kyng 
comaunded Maifter Doftor Morechcd, hys Secretary, lo 
. gyflfe ftiórt Anfwar. The wiclìc Thynge he dìd v^aity rè- 
ir^rently, in brytfFConclufyon. 

After thos Prepoficyons doon, every Man dyd Reverend 
to thfe Kpg, as dìd the faid Kyng Jyke wys to them in his 
drawynge intp h)'8 awn Chammer. And ihen the faid Arch- 
byfchop hys Bróther, and the Byfchop of Abberdecn con- 
veyed the beforefaid Lords and Company ageyn to the 
Lodgynge of the Qwene. 

A lytyll after, the Qwene was by the faid Lords and Com- 
pany brought from her Chammer io the Charch, cronncd 
With a varey ryche Cronne of Gold garnifhed with Pierrery 
and Perles. Sche was ied on the Right Hand by th Arch- 
byfchop 
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Wfchop of York, and on the Left Hand by the Elle of 
Kirrey. Hyr Trayne was boni by the Conteflc of Surrey^ 
\ Gentyhiun Hufcher helpyng hyr. The (aid Qwene vas 
lobly acompejrned wtth her Ladyes rychly arayd ; that is to 
veytt, the fsid Cooteflè of Surrey arayd ki a rych Robbe, of 
Cloth of Gold ; the Two Ladyes Ncvill, the Lady Lille, the 
Lady Staandey, and the Lady Guilleford, io rìche Ap- 
parell ; and ali the others feUowynge had ryche Collers and 
Channes apon ther neks ; and good JueUs. It was ordonned 
by the &id Erle of Stirrey, That Two of the gpcttcft La- 
dyes of Ingland goinge togeders (hold tabe with rhaim Tw» 
of thcgretteft Ladyes of Scotland, and fo ali Fourc to g» 
togeder on a Row : And fo fewingly alwais Two of the 
befl Ladyes and Gentylwomen of Ingland and Two of Scoi- 
land togoe togeder as before, wher tJiey had rome £;> to do: 
And thus they dede dayly. 

Thns the faydeQwcnc was con?cydc to tbe fkyde Ch^rche, 
and placed neere to the Font ; Maiftreflè Denton, hyr Maìi- 
trellè, being allwayes ny hyr ; and ali hyr noble Company • 
ftancUng in Ordre on the Left Syd of the Cliurche. Incoo* 
tyneot cam the Right Reverend Father in God my Lord 
th Archbyfchop of Glafco, acompayned with the Pielats ali 
in Pontificalls, and other notables Folks of the Chiircbe. 

Then the Kynge was brought by a varcy fayre Company, 
confifting of hys faid Brother and of the Lordes abouf{è (aid^ 
hys Steward, Chammerlayn, the Conftable, and the Marif- 
chall, wich ali their Staffs of their Offices, and other Noblcs« 
KnyghtSy Squyers, and Gentylmen, richely and honncilly 
arayd and wiih good Chaynnes. The Lord of Hamylton 
barre bis Swerde before hym, His Officers of Armes war 
in their Cotta, and ali bis Nobles ftode in Oidre on the 
Right Syd of the Church. 

Tbea the Kyng commyn neere to the Qwene, maid Re- 
verence, and (he to hym varey humbly. The Kyng was la 
a Gowne of Whit Damaike, figured with Gold and lynned 
•wirh Sarfenet. He had on a Jakette with Slyffs of Cramfyn 
Satyn, che Lills of Blak Velvett, under that fam a Dowblet 
of Cloth of Gold, and a Payre of Scarlatte Hofys. Hys 
Shurt broded with Thred of Gold, hys Bonnet Blak, with 
a ryche Balay, and hys Swerd about hym. 

The Qwene was arayd in a neh Robbe, lykc Hymiclfe, 
borded of Cramfyn Velvet, and lyned of the fdf. Sche had 
a varey riche Collcr of Gold, of Pycrrery and Perles, round 
her Neck» and the Cronne apon hyr Hed : Her Hayre bang* 
yng. Betwyx the faid Cconne and the Hayres was a varey 
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riche Coyfe hangyng dowoe behyode the whole Length of 
-the Body. 

Thcn the noble Maryage was performed by the (kìd Arch 
Byfchop of Glafco ; and th' Arch Byfchop of York, in Pre- 
fence of ali, red the Bulles of our Holly Father the Pope of 
Rom, confcntynge thcreto. 

Thys doon, the Trompetts blew for Joy ; and the King, 
being bareheded and holdyng her by the Ryght Haand» was 
conveyd through the faid Company to the Hygh Awter. 
Before the wich was dreft a Place for them Two to knell apon 
ryches Cofchyns of Cloth of Gold. But thìs the Kyng wold 
never doe, previou(]y paying her the moft grett Humìlitie 
and Reverence, as pofEble might be. After ther Orayfoos 
doon» and laftyng the Letany» wich was fonge and faid 
by the Arch Byfchop, the Kynge withdrew himfclf to bis 
Traversi of Blew and Red fraunged, wich flod oq the Left 
Syde, and ther fetted himfclf in a ryche Chayre. In fuch 
wys, the Qwene into her awne Travers of Black, wich was 
on the Right Side, and fatt downe in a ryche Chayre alfo^ 
The Lctany ended, the fayd Arch Byfchop bcganne the Maffe ; 
and fo they retoumed into the Place whcr they war before, 
abydynge there durìng the Tyme of the Mafle. ^ 

At the Gofpell they maid their OfFryng, and before the 
Sauot Canon ihe was anoynted. After wich the Kynge galTe 
hyr the Septre in hyr Haund. Then was fongen Te Deum 
LaudamuSy oc. and two Prelatts helde the Cloth apon them 
duryng the Remanent of ihe Maflè., That and ali the Cere- 
monyes accomplyfched, ther was brought by the Lbrdes, Bred 
and Wyn in ryche Potts and ryche Cupps. 

After the CoUacyon, ychon was putt in Ordre according 
to his Birth. And the Kynge lydyng the Qwene, as before, 
conveyd hyr to hyr Chammer, and then departed frò" her, 
and went to hys Awne, where he helded AAat Royal for that 
Day. 

At Dynncr the Qwene was ferved before the Kyng, w!ih 
ali th' Onner that myght be doon, the Officers of Armes, 
and the Sergants at Armes, proceeding before the Meys. 
On that Day Syr John Villars was Sewar, Syr Davye Owen 
Kerver, and Syr Edward Stanneley Cupbarrer ; and with hyr 
dynned the faid Archbyfchop of «Glafco. The Chammer in 
wich (he dined was rychly dreft, and the Cloth of Aftat whcr 
Ihe {iitt, was of Clothe of Golde varey riche.' 

At the furft Courfe, fche was ferved of a wyld Borres Hed 
gyit, within a fayr Platter, then with a fayr Pece of Brane, 
aud in the thyrd Phce with a Gambon^ wich wer followed 

by 
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by divers other Dyftiys, to the f^ombrc of xil, of many 
SorteSy io fayre and ryche VeflcUe, 

After ihìs the Kyng was ferved in Veflèllc gylt as the 
Qwene. Hys Pannetcrs wer my Lord the Son of the Eric 
of Bothwella Brother, iind my Lord Grayes Son ; and bis 
Cupberrer was the Lord of Hamylton. Th Archbyfchops 
of Saant Andrew and of York, the Byfchop of Darham, 
and the Erle of Surrey dyncd with hym. The Chammer 
vras haunged of red and of blew, and in it was a Cyll of a 
State of Cloth of Gold ; hot the King was not under for 
that fam Day. Ther wer alfo in the iam Chammer a riche 
Bed of Aftat, and a riche Dreflbr after the Guyfe of the 
Countre, and the Lord Grays the Father ferved the King 
with Wat^r for to waib^ and the Erle of Hunteley berred 
the Towaylle. 

At the fecond Service, the Qwene was ferved very honor- 
^bly of XL or l Meys. The Kyng was likewys ferved of 
many Vyaunds ; after wich the Officers of Armes prefented 
themfelves for to crye Largesse. Whereupon the Kinge 

comaunded Marchemont, Pryncipall Herauld Goo yc, 

Cry toward the Qwene fyrft, that is to weytt, Largessb, 
To the high andmighty Princejfe Margaret e, by the Grace of 
Cody ^wene of Scotlaundj and fyrft Daughter engendred tf 
the varey hygh and varey mighty Prince Henry the vijth, by 
that fam felfe Grace^ ^y^g^ of Inglaund, In the Largelfe 
of the Gyft of the Kynge ther wer xl Crounes of lyght 
Gold. And becaufe there was noe more then three Cotts 
of Armes of Inglaund, the Kyng wold not fuiTer more thenne 
thre of his awne. 

The fam was cryed thre Tymcs in the Kings Chammer, 
in the'grett Chammer, that is ny, and in the Halle of the 
Kyng and of the Qwene ; but he would not bave his Largefle 
cryed, ne intituled, faying, that it fouffyfed to cry hers. 

In the grett Chammer, ther fatt the Ladyes of the fayd 
Qwene, tpgedcr the other Ladyes of the Countrey. At 
the next Bord fatt my Lord the Qwenes Chammerlayn, 
acompayned of many Nobles and Knyghts. In the thyrd 
fatt other Ladyes and Gentylwomen. And the iiijth was 
ifilled with Gcntylmen, varey well ferved. The Hangyngc 
of this Chamer reprcfented the Yftory of Troy Towne, and 
in the GlaJIys Wyudowes wer the Armes o£ Scotland and of 
Inglaund byperted, with the DifTerences before fayd, to 
which, a Chardon, and a Roflè interlaflèd thorough a 
Crowne was added. 

The Kings grett Chammer had one Table, wher was &tt 
)iys Chammerlayn, the grett Sqyer, and many others, well 

ferved. 
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(erved, the wich Chammer was haunged about vith the 
Story of Hercules, togeder wiih other Yflorys. 

In the Kings Hall war thrc Rowes of Tables, and orc 
sbouS in the Front» whcr was fatt the Prelatts, and coa- 
feqwantly the grett Lordes, Nobles, Knyghts, Squycrs, Gcn- 
tylmen» and oiber honorable Ferfonnes, at doublé Dynner. 
This fàm Chammer was haunged of ih Yftory of the old 
Troy. Six grett Syerges of Wax. wer haunged in the fame 
Halle fòr to lyght at £ven, and tliere was a rìche DrelFar^ 
«ad welk fervcd. 

In the Hall wher the Qwene's Company wer fatt ia lyke 
MS in the other» and wich was haunged of the Hìftory of 
Hercules, wer old Syerges, for co lyght at Evcn, a ryche 
Drcflbr, good Chere, aod good Wyn. 

The Trompetts as wcU of the Kynge as of the Qwene, 
iheyr Mynftrells of man.y Sorces* and Johannes and bis Com- 
fiany dyd xìtài^ Dcvoir for that Day, as well in the Mornynge, 
as at the Dynnar, and after at the Solipper, and allo on the 
Dayes foUowyng. 

After Dynnar the Mynftrells played, and the Kynge and 
the Qwene, the Ladyes, Xnygfats, Gentylnien, and Gentyl- 
wooien daunccd;. al(b fonte good bodys maid Games of 
Pir/fe Paffe, and dyd varcy well. 

At the Hour of £ven Songe, the Kynge acompayned of 
liys NoblefTe, and thofe of the Qjj'^cne, but without hyr, 
wftr conveyd to the Churcbe, whcr the Abbot of the Place 
^id the Service When they retourned agayn, they wtr 
fer^ed as at the Dinncr, bott the Q\vene the furfl, and the 
Perfonnages aboufFe fayd ageyn held iher Places. The King» 
^foFe tbat he (att down, fcnt hys Gowne of Marriage to the 
OfHccrs of Armes of Englaunde, and put on another of 
biàln Velvet, long and fouired of Martens, the wich Robbe 
Sooierfet Herauld acompayned of his Coxnpanions, bore the 
jaext Day in Court, and for the wich they thanked the Kynge. 

After the Soupper, theNyght approched, therefor ychon 
wìthdrew hym to his' Lodgyng for to take hys Reft,. and the 
Kioge had the Qwene apartc, and they went togeder. God 
by his Grace will hold thcm in long Proiperityc. At Evcn 
grett Numbrc of Fjers wer maid thorough the Towne of 
iLdenbowrgh. 

The ixih Day cf the Monneth everie Lord, Knygbt, 
l^ndye, and Gentylwoman cam to the Pallais. Toward X*' 
«f the Clok, the Kyng went his Way to Mafie in the grett 
Ciìurch, acompayned of his Lordes and Nobles as the Day 
tiefore ; a®d was aiayd of a riche Robbe of Cloth of Gold 
fourred of fj^iie blak Bougye, bis Doublctt of cranifyn Satyn, 

bla^ 
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bkk Hofys couved abouff, of Cloth of Gold, a blak Bonoee, 
a Saunt George of Gold, apon the Dragoa a Ruby, a cram- 
fyn Hat, a Payre of gold Beads haungyi-g to bis Gyrdlc, to 
the Nombre of xìij more or Ielle, aixl a Dagar before hym. 
The Lord of Honteiey bar the Swcrde before him, an 
Husfher of his Chammer bore his Train, hys Maifter d*Hoftell, 
his Chamberlayn, his Cunftable, the Marfhali, and the Of- , 
' fìcers of Armcs and tho Trumpcts went before hioi after the 
Cuftome of the Countre. 

The Mafie being doon by bys Chappelle, and one of the 
Religyous; he retourned agtyn. Duryng the Mafle the Eile 
of Surrey and his Company cain to coavey him, for the 
wich Kindneflc beat the Retornynge tuke him by the Armcs, 
tyll he cam into his Channber. 

Hys Dinnar was brought and ferved in Silver Veffels by 
the Oificers and Perfonnaiges in fuche Macere as the Day 
before. After Dyónar a young Man, an Ital)'en, played 
before the King on a Corde varey well. Ny to him at the 
Windows wer my Lord of York, the Erle of Surrey, the 
Archbyfchop of Saunt Andrew, the Byfchop of Durham, 
and many other Lorda. The Ladyes, acompayned of Lordes 
and Knyghts, wer at - the Windows toward the Qwenes 
Quarters. Aftd after the Game was doon, they begon to 
daunce. Touchynge the Qwene I fay nothinge, for that fam 
Day I faw ber not, bot I uadenìond that fche was in good 
Helth and Mere. 

As for the Soupper, notwithftanding it was Faftyng Day, 
. Baunketts of many Metts war not forgotten ; after wich 
every Man drew to his Lòdgynge. That Evcn the Qwcne 
delivered hyr Robbe of Maryage to the OfEcers of Scot- 
laund, the wiche the next Day foUowyng Marchmont He- 
rawld barred in Cowrt in Efcharpe, he and hys Gompanyons 
thaunking the King and Qwene therfor. But on the Morow 
file gafie theiti the Somme of xl Nobles for LargefTe, and 
they broDght ageyn the (aid Robbe into the Warderobe of 
the fayd Qwene, as (he defyred in hyr Recompenfìng. 

Thie xib Day of the (ayd Moneth, being Saunt Lawrens 
J>ay, the Qwcne was led to the Hyghe Churche, acom- 
payned of hyr noble Trayn, and of the Ladyes of the 
Countre honncftly appoynted. The faid Qwene was varey 
well delibercd, and arayd of a riche Robbe of Cloth oif 
Gold, with a ryche CoUer, and was put within hyr Courtayne, 
of red, bicw, and grene. Before hyr was prepared an Awter 
rychely enomed with vary ryches Ymaiges. 

After hyr cam the Kynge, varey honneftly acompayned of 
hys Lords, varey nc^le arrayed asjn the Dayes before. The 
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0£ficers of Armes, the Sergeots at Maces, and the Trompetts 
wer in fayr Ordrc, tlie Lord Honteley benynge the Swcrdc. 
The Kynge was arayd of a Gowne of cramfyn fygured 
Velvett fourred of Yenetts, a Dowblett of blak Satyn, Hofys 
of Scarlatte, the Bonnett of the Day before, and hys Beerde 
kyted of Shers. Whan he was arrived withìn hys Cortyne, 
he maìd humble Reverence to the Qwene, and fo fche did 
in lyke wys to hym. Incontynent the Mafie begon to be 
fynge by one of the Religyous of the Place, and by the 
Syngers. At the OfFring the King and Qwene both offi-ed 
tqgeder. 

The Mafie doon, the Kynge, for the Luffe of the preiènt 
Qwene and hyr Ladyes, did make xli Knyghts. After the 
Othe fworne and taken, the Erle BothweU chauflèd them 
the gylt Spourreys, and the Kynge gaffe them the Stroke 
of hìs Swerde, wich was born before hym. This doon, he 

fayed to the Qwcne, and Lady Thefe are your Knyghts, 

and taking hyr by the Haund, led hyr to the Doore of hyr 
Chammer, when they war well and honneftly fcrved, as 
was alfo ali the Felifchyp with Plenty of Ypocras. 

After the Dynnar begon, Joufls war'apoynted in the 
baflè Courte befoie the Wyndowes. The Place was without 
. Barrercs, and, only the Tyllt, The Challehgers war my 
Lord of Kylmars, and my Lord Treithoun. Ther Aids 
wer Syr Alexandre Seytoun, the Maiftcr of Mewgumcry, 
Syr Patryk Hamylion, and Syr John of Treytom, to ali the 
Comers duryng the Joufts. 

The Deffènders for that Day wer my Lord of Hamilton, 
Gofm of the Kynge, dreffed in red Satyn, my Lord Roos, 
, Syre Davy Hume, William of Cokbwrn of Langtown, Pa- 
tryck Synklars, in Jackets borded of blak Velvett, and Henry 
Brws. Ychon of them tuke a Corfe of a Spere, and a Swerde 
wiih'the Poynte brokcn, fum brak Spercs, the others not. 
At the Wyndowes was the Kynge acompayned of th Arche- 
byfchops of Saunt Andrew and York, and of the Byfiìop of 
Durham, and of other Prelatts, the faid Wyndows being 
well apoynted. The Qwene was at the Windowes of hyr 
grett Chammer, acompayned of hyr Ladyes, and of the 
others of the Reyme, with my Lord hyr chyf Chamberlaine. 
The faid Wyndowes wer arayd in like wife, and more 
rychly. Ageynft them was a Scarfawld, wheroQ was my 
Lord of Surrey, and the Erle Bothwell only ; my Lord 
Morley the Conftable, the OfHcej:s of Armes, and many 
other Officers and Trompetts flood by the Feild. 

After the Courfcs and'Tornay, the Kyng and the Qwene 

veni to Souppec, the wiche war varey well fer?ed, accord- 
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ing to the Cuftome of the Dayes before, and after that they. 
dauocedy and then every Men went to hys Lodgyng. 

The fam Day my Lord Archbyfliop of Yorke, the Byfchop 
of Durham, and many others tuked Licence of the Kinge 
and of the Qwene, and departed the next Morning. 

The xith Day of the fayd Monneth the King, as accuf- 
tomed, went to the Church accompanyed by his noble 
Company, in Manere as befòre, and was veded in a long 
Gowne of blak Velvett fourred of Mertes, a Rebras Doubletc 
of blak Satin, and blak Hofys. After the Meflè doon, he 
vas layd ageyne to hys Chammer, wher he was ferved as 
bcfore. The Lord of Handlton bar the Swerd. 

The Qwene was not that Day at the Maflè, bot kept hyr 
Chammcr. After Dinnar they daunced togeder, and pad 
the Tym merveilloudy in Mirthe and Giadnefle. The fam 
Day war fam Joufts, as the Day before, performed by fix 
Perfons^ the wiche brake many Speares, at theyr Plaifun 
Alfo two other Perfons fawght, the one agenft the tother 
on Fowt, armed with halfe Spers, and Swerds. 

The Kynge was at the Wyndowes, and with hym the 
Erle of Surrey, and many others, Prelàtts and Lordes. AH 
doon, the Kynge went to hys Soupper, and with hym the 
faid Erle of Surrey, and many others. The Qwene was in 
lyk wys at the Wyndowes of hyr Lodgyng, acompayned of 
the Ladyes of the Countre^ and others of hyr Company. 

After Soupper, the Kynge and the Qwene being togeder 
in hyr grett 'Chamber, John Ingliih and hys Companyons 
playd, and then ichon went his Way. 

That Day Syre Richard Poulle, Syr Davy Owen, John Hufe, 
Syre Edward Stanneley, and many others, toke theyr Congo 
of the King, and of the Qwene, and went theyr Way. 

The xiith Day of the faid Monneth, at the Hour cof- 
tomed, the Ladies of the Countrey cam toward the Qwene, 
as the Dayes befbre, and the Kynge went to the cEnrch 
Dobly acompayned, after the Manere of the precedent Dayes, 
and was arayd in a long Gowne of fandyfch Velvett fourred 
of Mertes. « The Mafie doon, he was brought ageyn to hys 
Cbammer, and ferved of hys Dinnar, after the CuAomc 
beforé faid. 

After Dynnar Joufts wer ageyn maid by Fore of them 
who joufted before, and they brak fum Speyres in the Pre- 
fence of the Kyng and the Qwene, who war at the Wyn- 
dowes ; and thys doon, they went to their Souper. 

The Xiiith Day of the faid Monneth, being Sonday, the 
Qwene was led to the Chur^he i^jixmipayned by the Prelats» 
the Erle of Surrey, the Lord Chamberlayne, and the Ladyes 
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rychcly arayd. She was araycd in a Gowne of Porple fy- 
gared Velvett, brothed of Thred of Gold fourrcd with 
Ermynes, a grett Rebras beneath, and had on a rycbe Collcr 
òf Pyerrery, and a ryche Gyrdlc. The Lady Surrcy bar 
ber Trayn, affifted by Syrc John Hume. 

After hyr cam the Kynge, in the Manerc of the Daycs 
bef )ie faid, arayd in a Gowne of Cloth of Gold, rychly 
fourred of Mertes, a Doublett of cramfyn Saiyn fawted, 
- and wìthìn doubled of Cloth of Gold. To hys Bonnett 
hung a ryche Baggc, and hys Churte was borderd of fyne 
Pierrsry and Peariss. When he arryved at his Cortyne, he 
maid an humble Cortaify to the Qwene, as fhe alfo did co 
hym. 

At the Offrynge wcr aflemblcd three noble Lords to bc 
'mald Erles in the Qwenes Prefcnce, and whcn the Mafie wa« 
done, they wcr prcfented to the King by Marchmont, 
Hcrawld. Fyrft, they promyfed to hold ther Othcs, aod 
then the Kingc gyrdled them wlth the Swerd abouffc their 
Schoulder, and gafTe them their Lordfchips to tfaem aod to 
thelr Heires. 

Then Mcrchemont, Heranld, togeder with his Compa* 
nions, cryed Largeflfe in the felf Place, and fyrft Largesse. 

jamys Barene^ Lord of Hatnyìton, Baren^ Baneretty and 
Lord of Parlement. 

2dly. Largesse. William Conte de Montros^ Lord cf

Thcn followed the iàid Charett the Duke of ^uck- 
ingbaiDj the Earle of Arondell, theEarle of Northi^mberland, 
the Eaffle of Shrewsberie^ the Earle of Surrey^ the Earle of 
EHèx^ and otber, to the Nomber of Nyne, beinge Knyghis 
of the Carter, in a Range one aftei: another, as they were in 
Degree. Then foUowed them ix of the Kyngs Hencbeoien, 
vidÌQge on goodlie Courlèrs, trapped in Black Velvett, of 
the wich the ebree foremoft did beare three Capps of Maia- 
cenanceSy wich three Popes had fent the Kynge durìnge che 
Tyme of his Raigne.

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Thus and in this Manner was the faid Corps of Kynge 
Henry the Vilth brought throughe the Cittie of London, . 
with Torchcs ìnnumerable, unto the Weft Dorè of St. Powlcs, 
wherc the Bifschop oF London, rcvefted and mytied, rc- 
ceived the faid Corps^; whìch, after thry had encenfcd ir, 
was taken out of the Charett, the faid Pi^lure lyinge upon 
it, and borne by xii Perfons of the Carde ,• becaufe of the 
great Waight thcreof. The Duke of Buckingham with the 
ìaìd Earles goinge by, and puttiuge theire Hands unto it. Over 
the wiiich Corpes was borne a gcodjie riche Canopie of 
Cloih of Golde by Fower Barrons, frome the Tyme ihat it 
%vas taken out of the Charet unto the Tynie thu the faid 
Corps was brought before the Highe Alter, whcre was fctt 
a goodlie curious Light of Nine Branches ; under the which 
iight this Corps was fett, there havinge a folcmpne Dirige ; 
io the which my Lo. of London was Executor Oincìi, and 
Attendant upon him the Abbott of St. Albones and the 
Abbott of Readihge, revefted and mytred. This done, 
iheLords departed frome Powles, and went unto the Bifliops 
Palice ; the faid Corps beingc watchcd with divers Knights 
and -Herauds appoìnted thereunto. And on the Morrò we 
when the Lords werc come unto the Herfe againe, there weie 
fongc Three folempne Mafles ; of the which Three MafTes 
theDeane of Powles fange the Firft of our Ladie, the Bifschop 
of Lincoln fange the Second of rheTrinitic, and the Bifichop 
of London fange the Third of Requiem. After the which 
Maflèsdone the Bifschop of Rochefter made a notable Sermon ; 
whiph done ev«rie Man departed i.nto theire Dynner. And 
at theire Returne madc, which was before One of ihe Clock, 
the faid Corps was folempnly borne throughe the Churchc 
of St. Powle to the Weft Dorè, with the forefaid Canape 
borne over it, goinge before it the whole Qucire of Powles 
and alifo the Kyngs Chappell, whome followed the B'sfliop of 
London, being revefled and mytred, and the faid Dul;e and 
Earles foUo.winge ; where the faid Corps was again;; bidè into 
the Charet, and appointed in like Manner as is aforcfaid. 
Which done everie Man in like Order as is afone exprcdcJ, ac- 
corapained the faid Corps, which was frome thcnce convcyoj 
throughe Fleete Streete unto Charinqe CrofTc, where the Ab- 
bott of Weftminfter, th* Abbott of St. Albones, th Abboit of 
Readinge, and th* Abbott of Winchombe, ali iiijo^ Abbotts, 
revefled and mytred, with the whole Coii^ cnt of th' Abbey of 
Wertminfter, in Albes and Coops, received the faid Cor^^, 
and there encenfcd it. Which done they wirh Proccflìon 10- 
lempnly conveyed it unto the Wcft Dcorc of the fiid Abbey 
of Weftminiler : Where the Archebirtiop of Canierberv and 
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the Archeb. of Yorkey.revefted and mytred, folempniy reoeived 
the Corpsy and 'in lìke Manner incenfed it ; which after was 
coDveyed oat of the faidCharet info the Abbey» mlikeManoer 
as it was conveyed into Powles. Wherc was fett the moli coffly 
and curious Light pofEbly to be made by Mans Hand, which 
was of xiii prìncipal Stoaderds^ richly deckedrwith Banncrs, 
and ali òther lliìngs convenient to the fame. Here he had 
his Dirige folempnly, th' Archbi(hopp of Canterbory betnge 
Exccut. Oflicii, upon whom was atteodinge the Ncnnber of 
XVI it Bislhops and Abbotts, revefled and mytred, darìnge 
the l'yme of the faid Dirige. At the which Dirìge the 
Biftiopp of Norwiche rcdd the Firft LefTon, the Bìfscfaop of 
Lincoln the Second Leflbn, the Archebifhop of Canterbury 
the Third LefFon. And after the faid Dirige done, tlie faide 
Duke and Earles with the other Lords departed unto the 
Kings Palice ; except ccrten Knights, which were appointed 
. to watch the Corps, in like as they did at Powles. And oii 
the Morrowe the faid Duke and Earles, vrith the odier 
Lords, beinge in the Churchc before Six of the Clock, thcrc 
werc Thrce Solempne MafTcs, fonge in thdre dewe Order. 
Of the which Mafles the Abbott of Weftminfter fange the 
Rrft of our Ladie, which was done before Seaven of the 
Clock, and incontinente the Bisfhop of Winchcfler fiingc 
the Second of the Trinitie, th Abbott of St. Albones bdnge 
his Deacon, and th Abbott bf Readinge beinge his Subdea* 
con : Which done ih Archeb* of Canterbury, beinge accom- 
pained with the Nomber of xviii Bisfhops and Abbotts, re* 
veded and mytred, carne unto the Alter, to Cttgc the foiempn 
Mafie of Requiem. To whome was Deacon the Bisfhop of 
Lincoln, and Subdeacon the Bisftiop of Norwiche. And when 
the faid Bisfhops and Abbotts had bronght him to the Aitar, 
they went into the Queire, and there ftayed unto the Offer- 
inge Tym'e, except the Deacon and Subdeacon, which gave 
theire Attendance. And at the OfFeringe Tyme the faid 
Bisfhop and Abbotts carne agnine to the Alter, and gavc their 
dewe Attendance upon the Archeb. of Canterbury, com- 
minge frome the Alter unto the Second Step of the faid Alter, 
whcre he reccived the OfFeringe in this Manner foUowinge. 

Firft there carne Twoe Herauds in their Cotearmonrs unto 
the Duke of Buckingham, beinge Chiefe Moumer, kneelinge 
at the Weft End of the Herfe, goinge before him, frome the 
Herfe unto the Place where the Archeb. ftoode to take the 
OiT Tinge; where he, rcprefeniinge the Kpgs Pcrfon, rf- 
fered a Teftament of Golde : Which done the faid Herauds 
conveyed him againe to the Place he carne frome. Then the 
faid Herauds came in like Manner unto the Earle of Axondell

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tH(! unto the Earle of Northumberlaod, and conveyed them 
unto a Koighc which ftoode before the Herfe, holdinge the 
Kyngs Coteannoure. Of whom the faid Herauds received 
the faid Cotearmour, and deitvered it to the faid Twoe 
Earles ; which folempniy bearinge the faid Cotearmour be- 
twene them ofièrcd it up unto the faid Archeb. uith great 
Reverence; che which he recgved and delìvered unto a 
fiisfliop^ which delivered h over unto an Heraude flanJijìge 
even by them on the South Side of the Church ; which 
done the faid Herauds conveyed the Twoe Earles againe un* 
to theire Piaces. Then the faid Herauds carne in likcwife 
uiito the Earle of Shrews(berie and unto the Earle of Suney, 
and conveyed them unto a Knight which ftoode before the faid 
Herfe, holdinge the Kyngs Sheild crowned ; of whome the 
(àid Herauds received the faid Shielde^ and delivered it unto . 
the faid Earles ; which folempniy bearinge it betwene them» 
offered it ia lyke Manner unto the Archebisfliop ; the which 
he received and delivered it to a Bisfhop, by whome it was 
delivered unto an Heraude, there (landin^^e on the South 
Syde beneath the other Herauds which helde the Cote- 
armour : And thea the faid Herauds conveyed the faid Earlea 
againe unto their Piaces. After this they went unto the 
Earle of Efllèx and to the Earle of Kent» and conveyed them 
UQto a Knight holdinge a goodlie riche Sworde before the 
Herfe, which the faid Herauds received of the faid Knyght 
and delivered unto the faid Earles : And foe they holdinge 
the faid.Sword^^twene them, oifered it up unto the Arche- 
bisfhop in like Manner ; which was alfo delivered unto an 
other Heraude ftandinge in Order beneathe the other Twoe 
Herauds which helde the Cotearmour and the Shìelde. Which 
done the faid Herauds convey'd the faid Twoe Earles into theire 
owne Piaces. And then the faid Twoe Herauds carne unto 
the Earle of Derbie and unto the Earle of Arran, otherwife 
called the Scottiflie Lorde, which in like Manner conveyed 
them unto a Knight holdinge the Kings Helmect crowned. 
Co whome was made- like Dtliverie; which they offered in 
like Manner, and was delivered to another Heraude, and 
they conveyed unto theire owue Piaces agnine. After this there 
carne tyding the Second Son of th Earle of Surrcy, called Sir 
Edward Howarde, armed in complete Harnes (bis Helmet 
except) upon a goodlie Courfer, trapped in Black Velvet, 
with the Armes of England embrothered upon the fame, 
which rode unto the Railes of the faid Herfe, where he 
did alight ; whome the faid Herauds incontinent received ; 
whofe Horfe was ymediatly delivered unto a Servant of the 
Abbotta of WeihninAer. And the fkid Knight goìng be-

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twene the Earle of Eflex artd the Earle of Keat was prefcntdl 
unto the Archebisfhop : Which done, the faid Knight was 
conveyed by Twoc Monkes of the faid Abbey into the Re- 
vcftrie, whcre he was unarmed, and the faid Two Earles 
again conveyed into theire ownc Places. And after the faid 
Kiright carne in a Black Gowne, and ofFered amonge the 
othcr Koights. This done the faid Two Herauds carne 
againe unto the Duke of Buck. goinge before^ him to the 
Archcbìihop, where he offered againe for himfcìfe. After 
V home the othcr Earles offered in theire Ordcr. Then carne 
the Bisfliops and Abbotts, and ofFered in theire Order ; the 
Bisfliops goinge unto the Alter, and theie makinge theire 
Cfferinge, and. the Abboits goinge unto the Archcb. kif&nge 
his Rande, and takinge bis Bleflìnge. After whome carne 

; the Lords and Banons, makinge their Offeringe everie Man 
in Degree. And in the mcane while Twoe Herauds carne 
againc unto the faid Duke of Buck. and to the Earles, and 
conveyed thém into the Reveflrie, where they did receivc 
certen Pallos, which evcrìc of them did bringe folempnly 

- bctwcne theire Hands, and comminge in Order one beforc 
anothcr, as thcy were in Degree, unto the faid Herfe, they 
kiffed theire faid Pallcs, and delivered them unto the faid 
Heraudes, which laide them uppon the Kyngs Corps, in this 
Manner : The Palle which was firfl ofFtrcd by the Duke of 
Euck. was laid on length on the faid Corps, and the Refi- 
dewe were laid acroffe, as thick as they might lic- Which 
Pallcs were offered in the Manner aforefaid, in Token of 
their Homage which they of Dutie ought to doe unto the 
Kinge. And after the faide Lords and Barrons had made 
theire Offeringe, then followed the Chapl^ins of Dignitie and 
the Grey Amezes of the Kinges Chappell, whome followed 
Knights and Genriemcn, everie Man in his Degree. After 
the whieh Offeringe and the' (iiid Maffe cnded, a Knight 
called Edmond Carewe carne unto the Second Stepp of the 
Highe Alter, bearinge in his Hand the Kings great Banner, 
which he offered up unto the Archebisfhop, and Sir Edward 
Darrece his Standerd. Which done, the Bisfhop of London 
made a noble Sermon. And after the faid Sermon cnded, in- 
continente the Archèbisfhopps, Bisfhopps, and Abbotts wcnt 
unto the Herfe.' At whofe Coomminge the Palles and the iiij 
Banner s of the Kings Avowries were carried dway by Twoe 
Monks. Which done, the Pitture was taken from the Herfe, 
and borne unto Sr. Edwards Shiine, the Kyngs Chappell 
fing'nge this Anthem, Circum dederunt me genitus mortis.

clofed in Lead. Upon the which Lead was written, in great 
Lettres chafedy Hic jacet Rcx Henricus Septimus.

Alfo there. were fix ChildreD richly apparelled, 
ttrhtcb plaid tipon the Regalles, and faiig, with great Meiody» 
divers goodly Songes. 

Thcn they procecded ift goodly Order to the Standard in 
Cheapt which was hanged richly round about with Cloach 
of Tyftiew and Arras. Upon the uper Part were Trampctts 
blowing melodloully, wheare (houid ha ve been pronouDced 
fundry Speethes. They then proceeded to the Croffi in 
Cbeap^ which was very wetl painted and gilded» 

A little beyond the Croflè, the Maior of London, with 
his Brethren the Aldermen, attendadt upon the Eing's 
Highnes in their feemely Apparell, rcccivcd his Grace wirh 
a Propofition pronounced by Mr. Mafbrokc, Recorder, amd 
Mr. Chamberlayn of London. And there they prefentod 
his Highnefs with a Purfe, haidng a thoufand Markes of 
Gold in it, the which his Grace received, and gàCve theih 
Thanks. And then he proceeded to the Littk Conéuit in 
Cheap, 

The fame was hanged with Cloatb of Arras gamifhed 
with the Target of Seint George, the fcing's Armes, fix 
great Streamcrs, twenty fmall Banners, and twenty-four 
Targets. At the Topp of the faid Conduit in a Tower 
ftood the Waytes playing. tVhere there was an old Maa 
fettlng in a Chaire apparelled with a Gowne.of Cloath of 
Gold, and a Crowne Eoi periati upon his Head, who hàd in 
his right Hand a Scepter of Gold, and in his left a Ball 
vrith a Croflc, reprefeating the State of King Edward the 

Confeflòr, 
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Conreflbr. Before him there lay'>aJLyon of Oold, which 
moved bis Head by Vices. At the Foote <}( the lame Coq- 
^iiit there was fett a Stage, whereupoa was Seint George oh 
Horfebacke in compleat Harnes, wich his Page in Harnes 
alfe, holding hls Speare and Shield, and a faire Maiden 
holding a Lamb in a Strìng. Nlgh unto whom alfo there 
was a Child appointed in rich Appareli, to bave pronounoed 
an Oration in Latyne, and Seint Geoide fliould bave made 
a Speech in Englilh as hereafter followeth.

running òn his Breaft on the faid Rope from the faid Baitle- 
ments to the Ground, as it had beeo an Arrow out of a Bow, 
and ftayed on the Ground. Then he carne to the Kings Ma- 
jefty, and kyft his Foot, and fo after certaine Words to bis 
Hìghfiesy departed from him agaiui aad went upwards upoa 

the 
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the faid Rope till he was come over the Midft of the faid 
Churchyard, where he haring a Rop6 about him, played 
certaìne Mifteryes on the fslid Rope, às tùcnbling and cailing 
oneLegg from another. Thea tooke he the faid Rope, and 
tyed it to the Cabell, and tyed himfelfe by the Right.Legg 
a little beneath the Wrift of the Foot» and hung by the one 
Legg a certaine Space, and after rccovered himfelfe up agaiiì 
with the faid Rope, and unknet the Knot, and carne downe 
again» which ftaid the King's Majefly with ali the Trayne a 
good Spacc of Time. • 

The Proceffion then procceded in goodly Order to the 
Creai Conduit in Fleetftr^t, which was hanged about with 
Arras, and divers Sireamers fprcad thereon. Upon the faid 
Conduit was alfo made a Stage, v^hereon fat a Childe in very 
rich Appare!!, which reprefented Truth^ and was.accom- 
panied with Two other Children before him in Red, repre- 
fcnting Faìth and Juftice, whofe Names were before them 
written in their Places. As the Kings Grace paflcd by, 
Trutb faluted him with thefe Words following. 

Truth. 

I ancìent Truth, v)hich long Tane ivat fupprejfed 
. ìKth Heathen Rites and detejlable Idolatrye^ 
Have in thy Reatine been in great Pari refrejhed 
By Gods Servant my Defender King Henry ; 
Who moe then once tendering Cod's Giory^ 
Hatb mode nu.freé^ luhom Mufes kept boun d^ 
And bath therefort Gods Mercy allways found. 

IVherefore if you will me likewi/e embrace, 

As did your Fat ber ^ mofi loving King Edward : 
Tben fiali tbe God of Truth give you his Grace 

To bring your Devices luckely forward. 
Then fiali England, committed to your Grace, 
RiJoyce in God, which bath given ber NatioUt 
After old David, Ayoung King Sohmon. 

As foone as the Kings Grace was paft, there were let runii 
Two Hogfheads of Wine to the People, take who would. 

The Company then procecded in goodly Order to Tempie 
Barr. The Gate was paynted, and faOiioned with Battle- 
ments and Buttreflès of divers Colours, richly hanged with 
Cloth of Arras, gamiihed with Fourteea Standards of Flaggs^ 
with Eight French Trumpetters, blowing their Trumpetrs 
after the Fa(hion of their Country. Befìdes theni wer a 

Tom. HI. Sf Paire 
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Palrc of Rcgalls and Children Cngmg to the fame. The Cam^ 
pany then proceeded ia goodly Order undU they carne to 
Weftmìnfter, to bis Graces Fallace, whereat ali the Noblc- 
meo lightedy and flood iu Order as tbey had condufted liis 
Highners. And at the Hall Doore he tooke hisLeare of the 
Ambaflàdors, giving them Thanks^br their Payn^ ; and io 
proceeded in goodly Order unto bis Chamber» wherc aO 
Things were prepared for him accordiog as apperteyned to 
his Eftate and Highnefs.^ Then Commaundement was giveo 
to ali NoUemen, to be at Weftminfter the next Day by Sereo 
of the Clocke in the Morninge, in their beft Array, to gire 
their Attendauncé upoQ the Coronation. 

Preparations mode ready againjl the fame Coronation, 

Firft. The great Hall df Weftminfter was newly paynted 
and glafed, well flrowed wich Rufhes and hung aboat wìtb 
very rich Cloath of Arras ; and at the uper End of the fame 
above the Staires was well encarpited. The faid Staires with 
the Railes and Barriers were covered with Red Sae, and orer 
the Kings Majefty's was a very rich Cloath of Eftate. 

Secondly. Upon the Right Hand of the faid Hall was a 
Cubbard, of the Helght of the Rankes, garnidied with Plaic 
of Gold, Silver, and .precious Stones, as richly as might be 
devìfed : And every Of&cer was placed in his Piace there ac- 
córdingly. 

Sunday the 2oth Day of February^ bcing Shrouf Sunday^ 
was the Day of the King*s Coronation, Anno DomirS 
1546. 

The Kings Royall Majefty, belng accompanied with my 
Lord Protc^or, and certaine other of his Councdl and Privy 
Chamber, with two Barges f<ill of Noblemcn, aboutNyne oE 
the Clocke in the Morninge, landed at the Privy Staires ; 
whcre were the Pentioners, apparelled ali in Red Damaflce, 
with their Pole Axes in their Hands, s^nd the Gùard in their 
richCoates, likewife with their Holbards, flanding on either 
Side by ali the Way where his Gracc Ciould pafle. Bis 
Highnefs, with ali the Nobìlity proceeding beforc him, was 
condufted through the Whitehall unto the Chambcr of the 
Court of th Augroentaiion, which was richly hung with 
Cloath of Arras and Cloath of Edate. There the Kings 
Royai Majefty put on his Appai*ell, viz. A Robe of Crimfon 
Velvct with a long Trayne, furred with pòwdered Ermynes 
throughout. A Surcoat of the Cune, fuiTcd with Myncrer

AtthcCathedrallChurch inWcftmìnner, hcforcrehearfed, 
Preparacions were made in this Manner. 

Tmprimis, The Quicr was very richly hung with Cloath of 
Arras, and well flrowed with Rufhes, and the Places hetwccn 
the High Alter and the Chaire àlfo. 

Then was there made and ordeyncd a Mounting Sca^Id, 
vfìiYi Staires up to the fame and downe to the Alter, on the 
which thcre was a Throne of Seaven Staire?, whcrcof Fourc 
of the upermoft were covcred with fine Bawdkin, and the 
othcr Staires covcred with Blanketts. 

Upon the Middcft of the Throne there was fett a grcat 
White Chaire, covcred with Bawdkin Damaske and Gold, 
wiib Two QuòlhoDS, Whcrcof One was Blackc Velvctr eqi- 

broidered 
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broidcrcd with Gold very richly, and the othcr of Cloath of 
Tifticw, The faid Chairc had Two Pillcrs, at the Backe 
-^jvhcreof therc flood Two Lyons of "Gold, and in the Mid- 
<3e(l a Turret with a Flower de Luce of Gold. The faid 
Place was guarded with Foure Gentlemen U(hers, Dayly 
'Waytcrs, viz. 

William Rantford 7 C Richard Grecnaway 
John Norrys 3 C Richard Blunt. 

Befides diverè other' Gentlemen Uihers to afiift them. 
Thns the Kings Majefty between Ten and Eleven o'Clock 
'^as conduAed to his Throne to King Edward's Chair, as 
2ifore(aid, wherein after his Grace had repofed a little Time, 
he was removed by his faid Lords into another Chair, gar** 
nifhed with Cloath of Ti(hew, wherein he fitting, the Foure 
Gentlemen Uftiers carried his Grace unto the Four Parts of 
the Mount» that he might be feen of the People. The 
Archbifhop of Canterbury ftanding befides the King, did de- 
siare unto the People in ali the aforefaid Parts the Kings 
Majefty free Eleélion» with thefe Words following. * 

Sirs, bere I prefent Kiòc Edward rightfull and undoubted 
loherìtor by the Lawes of God and Man to.the Crown and 
Royal Dignity of this Realmc, whereupon yee (hall under- 
iland that this Day is prefixed and appointed by ali the 
Peers of this Realme for his Confecration, Enunftion» and 
Coronation. Will you ferve at this Time» and g^ve your 
good Wills and A/Tent to the fame Confecration, EnunAion, 
and Coronation ? Whereunto the People anfwered ali in 
Gne Voice, Tea^ yea^ yea^ God fave King Edward* Then 
his Grace was brought unto the faid Throne agàin, afìd ìm* 
inediately was conveyed in the faid Chaire by the Gentlemea 
UOiers, before the High Alter, upon the which his Grace 
ofFered up his Fall of Bawdkyn and T wenty Shillings. Very- 
fying the Words of Scripture, wherein le is written, Thou 
/ball not appeare voìde before the Lord God. A little after he 
returned to his Chaire, the Quoftiion of Velvet was laid be- 
fore the Alter, upon the which his*Grace laid pròftrate whileft 
certaine Orifons were faid over him. 

The Archbifhop of Canterbury then declared certaine 
Oathes unto him to be by him kept : The which Oathes 
he, being led unto the High Alter, upon the Sacramene 
which was laid on the faid Alter, in the Sight of the People, 
folemnly fwore to obferve and keèpe. 

Then the Arc.hbifliop kneeling and the King lying grovel- 
ing before the faid Alter, the Archbifhop began Veni Creator 
Spiritus, faying certaine other Orifons over him. Then the 
Qmct and the Organs fung and plaid the fame. 

That

That done Two BUhops began the Letany. 

After which, and certame Orifoos eaded, the King did rìfe, 
and was fett in his Chaire, and after he had fomewhat refled 
himfelf^ he went again unto the High Alter, and being on 
the Left Hand thereof, he was there unarraied and undoathed 
by his Great Chamberlaine. 

His Highnes was then apparelled in a Coate of Crimfba 
Satten, open and butioned before and behipd, od the Shool- 
ders and the Elbowes, with a Coyfe of Gold on his Head. 

During the Space of his faid apparelluag, the Earle af 
Southampton Lord Chamberlaine in Thrce Parts of the 
aforefaid Mount declared unto the People a goodly, lai]ge, 
and ampie Pardon for ali Manner of Ofiènces, excq>t cer- 
faine Perfons and Conditions contained in the £iine, net 
worthy to he pardoned. Whìch done and ended the King 
was brought againe to his faid Chsure, and laid duwne on the 
Quo(hions afxefaid before the Alter, and there having a 
Fall holden over him by Sir Anthony Denney and Sir Wil- 
liam Herbert, he was annoynted by the aforefidd Archbiihop 
with Holy Oyle, faying unto hinv certaine Words with dÌTOi 
Orìfons as therunto apperteyned. 

After the Kings £non£lion the faid Archbifliopdrted every 
Plaoe of the fame with Cotton and Lynnen Cloath, and laced 
againe the Kings Coate and Shurt, puting on the Kings 
Hands a Paire of Lynnen Gloves and on his Head a Lynnea 
Coyfe, delivered him by the Lord Great Chamberlane. 

His Majefty was conveyed againe into his Travers and 
cloathed with rich Robes, and brought againe unto the Al- 
ter, whereat he ofibred up his Sword that he was girt wiih- 
ali, which afterwards was redeemed againe for an hnndred 
Shillings. 

The Kings Qrnanìents and Regalles were dien hallowed. 

The Kings Majefty fatt downe againe io his Chahre before 
the High Alter, and the Archbifhop of Canterbury and my 
Lord Proteflor, with great Reverence, brought him Three 
Crownes, viz. One King Edwards Crowne, the other the 
Emperìall Crowne of this Realme of England, che Third a 
very rich Crowne which was purpofely made for his Grace. 

Thefe Crownes were fett upon the Kings Head one afeer 
«Dother, and between the putting on of every Crowne the 
Trumpetts blewe. 

Inimediately after the Quier with the Organs did* iing Te 
Dewn, and in the mean Seafon the fame was iinging, there 
was a Ringe of Gold fett upon the Kings Gracc's marrying 
Finger, 

Sir 
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Sir Anthony Anger, Mafter of the Jewdl Houfe, theii 
Inronght the King's Braceletts of Gold and predous Stones. 

Dìvers othcr'Things werc alfe given nnto his Grace, as 
the Earlc of Shrewfbury dclivercd unto the King his Sceptcr. 

The ArchbiOiop of Canterbury delivered unto the King 
8t. Edwards Staffe. 

The Earle of Rntland the Spnrrcs.^ 

The Duke of SufToIke the Ball of Gold. 

The Earle of Oxford the Regali of Gold- 

The King, thus fittiog in the Chaire apparelled in hi» 
Royal Robes, faaving his Crowne£mperìall on his Head, his 
Sccpter in his Right Hend, and the Ball in his Left Haud, 
was againe conveyed* to his Throne and into St. Edward» 
Chaire. 

Then the Lord Prore£tor made his Homage thus : 

/. N. become your Leìgeman qf Truth, Life, and Lymme; 
and rf earthfy Worjhip, and Faith and Truti, I Jbaìl beare 
unto you againji ali Manner, of Folks, as I am bound by my 
jillegiancey and^by the Laws and Statutes of ibis Realme. 

So God help me and ali Hallowes, 

The ArchbUhop then kneeled down, and he made his Ho^ 
mage, viz. 

/. A, fball btfaithfull and true, and Trutb and Faitb beate 
tm to you our Soveraigne Lord, and to your Heires Kings of 
England, and IJball doe and truly luknowledge the Service of 
the Lands vfhich I clayme to hold of you as in the Right of 
your Church, as God fball help and ali Saints. 

And then they kyflèd the King's Cheeke. 

The Nobility of the Realme as well of Spirituali as of 
Temporali foUowed, and kneeled downe, and every of thent* 
kyflèd the Kings Left Cheeke. 

Becaufe that Time would not ferve for every of them to' 
dcclare theìr Homage particularly, they kneeled down ali to«> 
gether, and my Lord Proteftor declared their Homage ia 
general unto his Majefty, and they held up their Hands and 
ailènted unto the fame. And with a loud Voyce cried alto- 
gcther, God fave King-Edward. 

The Earle of Shrcwefbury ali ihis Time afliftcd the Kìog. 
to hold the Scepder. 

This donc the Office of the Mafie was began by the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury. And at the Time of the Gofpell the 
Bifliop of Winchefter brougfht the Booke to the King's Ma- 
jefty, who kiflcd it. 

At the Time of the Ofièring the King was broug^t downe 
and made his Ofièrìng, viz. An Oble of Bread laid upoa 
the Patten of St. Edwards Challys, a Cruit of Wyne^ and a 

Found 
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PoQod of GoId> and bowing bis Head the Arcbbifliop faid a 
Praycr over him^ 

His Majefty was then againe coodufied to bis faid Siege 
Royall, and there fati till jignus Dei. 

Then the Pax waa brought to his Highnes, who kyflèd it. 

After which the KÌDgs MajeAy was cònduéled downe to 
the faid Alter, and the Archbifliop of Cancerbury tooke off 
the Crowae from bis Head and fett it on the faid Alter. 

Then his Highnefs was conveyed unto the Travers afort- 
iaidy and there the Great Chamberlane recdved of him ail 
his RegalleSy and delivered them to the Dean of Welbniafler 
to be laid upon the faid high Alter. 

His Majefty wad then uncladd of his Apparell, and had 
given unto him by the Lord Great Chamberlane, affifted 
as before, other Royall Apparell, as a Surcote of Purple 
Velvet furred with Ermyns, &c. a neh Crowne was alfo 
fett upon his Head, and a goodly Canope was bome over 
bim by the Barons of the Cinque Ports. 

And foe was his Highnefs conveyed in goodly Order with 
ali his Trayne, in llke Manner to his Corning, in ali Tbings, 
faving the Proceflion, unto Wefbninfter Hall to Dynner; 
where he went to the Place appointed for his Highnefs in 
the Augmentation Court, and there refted himfelf .until the 
Hall was placed, and his Royall Service was come in. The 
Order whereof was in this Manner. 

The Order of the Firft Courfe. 

Firft, Carne in riding upon two goodly Courfers the Mar- 
quis of Dorfet, as Conftable of England for that Tioie, with 
his Staffe of Silver, and with him the Earle of Arundell 
fupplying the Place of Earl Mar(hall, and having in his 
Hand the Marflialls Rodde. Both of them were dad and 
apparelled with Garments of rich Cloath of Gold, and their 
Horfes were trapped to the Foote of the ikme. * 

The Earle ot Suffex, Sewer. 

The Marquis of Northampton dire£led the faid Service, 
and gave the Aflàie. 

Then after the faid Service was brought in for the King't 
Majedies Board ónly. The Earle of Oxford and the Earle 
of Huntingdon brought Water for the KÌDg*s Highne(s, and 
the Earie of Huntingdon todj^ the Aifaie as Ewer. The 
Earle of Rutland bore the l^well, and there went before 
the Bafons of Water, divers Serjeants at Armes with their 
Maces. 

The Kings Majefty then waflied. 

That 
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That done, the Duke of Somerfet and the Archbiftiop of 
Canterbury wafhed. 

Afterwards the King went to his Seat Royall under the 
Cloath of Eftate to DyDner, the Earlc of Shrewibury ftand» 
ìng by his Grace as A/Iìfìant oa the rlght Band, and the 
£iihop oF Durefme on the left. 

0% the right Hand of the fame Table fat the Duke of 
Somerfet Lord Protcftor, and the Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, and the thrcc Swords were holdcn before his Majefly 
ali Dinner Tyme. « 

The lirft Cupp which the King's Majefty drank of, was 
bronght him by Sir Gìles Alington, which he had for bis 
Fee, he holding the Lands of Argt-ntine by that Service. 

At the Table in the Middcft of the Hall were placcd the 
Ambafladors, Bifhopps, Knìghts, Julìices, and Elquires. 

At the Table in the Hall were placed the Barons of the 
Cinque Ports, Chanccllors, and Gleikes of tiìc Ch?ncery. 

At the Table on the left HanJ of the faid Hall were placed 
the Maior of London, with his Brtthren the Aldermen ; and 
ocher notable Perfons, Commoners, and oihers. 

In convcnient Tiwe carne the Second Courfe in like Manner. 

At the End of the fame Service there carne in Riding in 
compleate Harneyes, armed at ali Peeccs wìth the Kings 
Harnys, Sir .... Dymoke upon a Courfcr richly trappcj 
wlth Cloath of Gold, holding in his Hande a Mace, and on 
eithcr Side of him a Page, one holding his Spear, and the 
other his Target, then Yorke went befoie him, and brought 
him to the upcr End of the Hall. 

After he had made Obeyfance to the Klni^s Highncfs in 
bowing his Head, he turned him a liitle afide, and wiih a 
loud Voice declared thcfe Words foUowing. 

If theie be any Manner of Man; of what Eftate, Degree, 
or Condition howcver he be, that will fay and niaintaine, 
that our Soveraigne Lord Edward the Sixih, this D^y bere 
prefcnt, ìs not the rightfull and undoubtfuU Heire to ther 
Empere.il Crown of this Realme of England, and that of 
Right he ought not to be crowred King, I fay he lycih like 
a falfc'Traytor, and that I am ready the fame to maintaine 
with him whilft the Brcath is in my Body, cither now as at 
this Time, or any Time hereafrcr, whenfoever it^fhall plcafe 
ihr Kings Highiicfs to appoint ; and hercupcn I cali my 
Gage. 

He then cafl his Gantlet from him, which no Man wouhl 
take up.

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After the which, Yorke took it up, and gave it him agnnc 
He then proceeded to another Place, and did on chis Manner 
. in three ferrali Places of the faid Hall. Theo he carne up 
to the uper Part of the faid Hall, and the Kings MajefW 
dranke to htm, and-feot hìm the Cupp, which Cupp he had 
for his Fee, and jikewife the Horfe and Trapper» wxth ali 
the Harneys Mrhich he did weare. He then retumed €• the 
Place from whence he carne. After he \vas gooe carne io 
Carter, with the reft of the Officei^ of Armcs, aod maJe 
three feverall Obeyfances, and at the uper End before ifae 
Kings Majefty, vith a loud Voyce proclaymed his Stile in 
Manner following.

Sotnerfctt, Lord Protcftor, and the Archbiflìop of Canter- 
bury. 

When the Surnape was wkhdrawen, the Kings Majefty 
arofc. and flood in the Middcft of die Traverfe, wiih the 
Duke of Somerfctt, Lord rrateftor, and ali the Nobility 
in Order about him^ according to their EAates and Degrees.

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There was theo brought noto bis Higbnefs a goodly 
Voydc of Sweetmeats and Confe^llons. 

The Maior of London brought a ftanding Cupp of Gold 
to the Kings M^jetty, and after thac he had drunke, bis 
Highnefs gave him the faìd Cupp. 

That being done, it was ordeynéd that there (hould he 
madc a certaìn Nunaber of Kdi^hts, inftead of the Bath, 
becaufe the Time was fo (hort, thac they could not be made 
of the Bathe, according to the Ceremonies thcreunto ap- 
perteyning. 

It was alfo at the fame Time ordeynéd by (he Kings Royal 
Majefty, with the Advice of bis moli noble Councell» that 
they (hould be made by bis Highnes being crowned in State, 
of the Baihe as aforefaid, and fo Sir Wiiliam Pji{;et, Secre* 
tary, did reade their Names, and they were called by Carter

After the Kings Majefty had made ali thcfe Knigbts as 
aforefaid, his Highnefs withdrevr hlm to the Chambcr af the 
Court of Augtneatatìons bcforc reherfed, wherc he fhifted 
bimfelf. 

Ali the Nobìlity likewire (hifted thems out of thelr Robes, 
and carne in goodly Order ihrough the Hall, and in the Fal- 
lace tooke their Horfe, and fo rid in Order, divers Noblemea 
before the Kings Majelly, and fome behinde, according to 
their Eftates and Degrees, and thus convicyed his Highoefs 
IO his Royall Fallace of Weftminfter, wherc thpre was fucfa 
moft great FealliDg and Royall Cbeere, as apperteyaed there- 
unto. ^ 

Thus ended the Royall Geremony, on the Sunday the Day 
of the Kings Coronation, in great Royalty, wiih great Joy 
and Comfort to ali his Nobility, and bis loving Subje6ls ia 
generali.

honourable Houfe, from ^Arhich the Founder difcendcd : And 
that'ihere (hall be belonging to this Hofpital One Poore Wo- 
man, to attende and looke to the Poore Men in Tyme of 
their Sickcnefs; and One Barbour : Aad that the Warden 
and Poore Men now aireadye placed in the Hofpital (hall 
abyde and continue in the faid Hofpitall, and injoye fuch 
Chambers and Romes evcry of them refpeftively as they now 
bave for Terme of every of their Lives, together wiih fuch 
Stipends, Wages, Furniture^ and ali other Allowances ai 
are hereafter to every of them lymltted and appoynted;

Wee doe alìfòe ordayne, that the Poorè Mèli be from tyme 
ID tyme \xj the fayd Sir Robert Howard» and bis Hayres and 
Affignes for ever, beinge Lord or Lordes df the Lordfiùppé 
or Maner òf Clune aforefayd, wkhin the Tyme lymitted 
by hi3 Majefties fayd Leiters Pattcntts^ takeo, choilèn, 
ànd placed in this Hofpitall fortj^e of the Poore Inha» 
bytanfe of the Lordlhipps of Clune and Bifliopps Caftle. 
And for that the LorcUhippe of Cluae ys very greate and 
Ipacious» and that the Hofpitall was builte and (pecially in« 
tended by the Founder for the Reliefe of the Poore of that 
Lòrdftiippey we dbe thertfore ordayne and appoynte, that 
Nyne ot the Twelve Poore Men to be mayntayned in the 
fayd Hofpitall (hall be for ever cho/Ien out of the fa^d Lord- 
flìippe of Clune, if it niaye afiburde foe many Parfont 
capable, and in ali Poyntes qualified according to the Foun- 
derls Inftitutiones, and the other Three forche of the 
Lordfiùppe of By(hopp*s Calile.

ConftitutioQS are eligible. 

And we doe'farther ordayne and declare, that every Poorc 
. Man to be chofen a Member of this Hofpitall (hall be ao 
Inhabytant within the Lordftiippe oF Clune or BiQiopp's 
Caftlc, and fuch a one as hath dwclte in one of thefe Lord- 
ftipps by the Space of Five Yeares at leaft next before his 
Eleftion, and a fingle unmaryed Man of the Age of Sixc 
and Fiftye Yeares at the leaftc at the Tj^mc of hls Eleélion ; 
and if he fliall after marye, then his Place io be voydc ipfa 
faHo. ' And likewife that he be a Man that ys decayed, and 
become Poore by caufuall Meancs, and hath alwayes lyved 
in hpneft Namc. But if be be grownc Poore through bis 
owne Diforder, or be ìndebted, or a common Bcgcr, a 
Drunkeard, Whorehaunrer, Haunter óf Taverncs, or of 
Alehoufes, and uncleanc Parfon, infefted with aùy fonie 
Dinèafe, or any that is blynde, or fo impotent, as he is not 
able at the Tyme of his-AdmlUÌDn te còme to Prayers dayly 
to the Chappell, and alfo to trayell to the Pari(he Churchc 
cn the Sondayes and Holy Daye's, and to performe ali otbcr 
Duties «ind Services enjoyued by Statnts to every Brother of 
thìs Hofpitall ; if he be an Ideot» or not able to feyc wìth- 
oiit Booke the Lordes Prayer, the Créde, and the Tenne 
Commandements, or hath eyther in Landes Fce or Annaitic 
above the cleare Vaine of Twenty Shillinges, or in Goodes 
and Chattells exceedinge the true Vaine of Twentye Markes 
at the moli, then he (hall not be chofien, nor maye be a 
Member of this Hofpitall, And if at any Tyme yt fcall 
happen uppon a Voydannce by Death or Removevall of any 
of the Poore Mcn, that the fayd LordAiippes of Ciane and 
Biftiopps Caftle, as it (hall fall to their Turnes for Nomi- 
nation, cannot at that Tyme afFoarde a Parfon, quallified 
accordinge to the Fòunder'^ In(Ktution and Intentión ex- 
playned by thefe Orders, to fucceede in the Place foc voydc, 
then we doe ordayne in that Cafe, and as often as yt (hall 
foe happen, that the fayd Sir Robert Howard, and his Hayres 
and Affignes, beinge Lord or Lordes of the faid Lordfhippc 
of Clune, (hallinake Choyfe of fome Poore Man that is fo' 
qualifyed forth of fuch of the Poore Inhabytantes of the 
Parifhes of Knighton, in the County of Radner, and Church- 
ftocke, in the Countye of Monntgomcry, out of which 
ar)^feth and ys to come the greateft Parte of the Revcnucs 
b;ilonging to the Hofpitall, viz, One forth of Knighton, and 
Oae forth of.Chuicbftocke {a/ternis vkibus) firfle bcgìn- 
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uioge at Knlghtori uppon Notlce thereòf firfte geven in thofc 
Churches by the Warden of the Hofpitall, and fuch Cer- • 
tificate from the Inhabytanntcs of thofe Parifties, as is here- 
after by us prefcribcd. And we doe further ordayne, that 
every one of the Poore Men, before his Admif&on into the 
Hofpitally fhall enter Into Bonde in the Somme of Tenne' 
Poundes to the BaylifFe of Byftiopp*s Caftle for the Tymc" 
beinge, conditioned to leave in the Hofpitall at his Deathfor 
hls SuccefTor, as wcll the Furniture of his Chamber that is 
of the Founder's Provifion, as bis Liverye, Hatte, and 
Gownc, and to keep them from tyme to tyme dueringhis' 
Liflè fayre and cleane, rcafonable Wearcing excepted. And 
lìkewife that ali his owne proper Goodes, which àt his 
Death ftiall be in the fayd Hofpifall, (hall be lefte and re- 
mayne in the Coftedye of the Warden of the Hofpitall for 
the Tyme bcinge, and not from thence be bade or taken, 
untili his Funerali Charge and perticuler Debtes by hym 
oweinge in Clune for Meate, Drinke, and Attendance ia 
Tyme of hls Sickenes be furft fatisfied and payd, to avoydc 
the Charge and Infamy that maye otherwife fall uppon the 
Houfe. 

Ther (hall noe Grannte or Promìfe be made to any Parfon 
or Parfons of any Poore Man's Place in this- Hofpitall in' 
Reverfion'; and if any Parfon (hall befoundefaultie in feeke- 
jog, procureinge, or obtayneing any fuch Place contrarye 
to thefe Ordìnances, he (hall be {xpfo foBò) difabied, and 
become uncapable to bave any Place in the fayd Hofpitall 
dureinge his Life. 

And if it (hall happen that any Poore Man, after his Ad- 
miàlon into this Hofpitall^ (hall bave any Land defended^ ' 
or otherwife given or come unto hym, of the cleare yearlie 
Val uè of Fyvc Poundes or more, in which he (hall bave any 
Freehold for Tcanue of his owne Life, or (hall bave any 
Goodes or Chattels given unto hym thac (hall be worth or 
amounte to the Somme of One hundred Markes, or more» 
that every fuch Parfon haveingc fuch Meanes to mayntayne 
himfelfe withall, (hall not keepc nor hold Place in the Hof- 
pitall, which was appoynted for the Reliefe of thofe which 
wanted, but (hall loofe his fayd Place, andfome fuch other 
Parfon, as is before-mentioned, (hall be chofTèn in his Stead. 

And wec further ordayne, that they Poore Men (hall be 
contipually refident in the Hofpitali, and that they (hall not 
at any Tymc goe into the Towne, or elfewhere, without 
fpeciall Leave oT the Warden, or Subwarden in his Abfcnce, 
to be grannted unto them only when they bave in the Caufe 
9f Builhcfs, which znayc not be.in Tymes appoynted for 
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Ff«jir% por after the I(ower^ appojated for Ioc^b^ b oT 
the Gates at Night, oor uppoa the Sundayes, nor uppon aoy 
Dayes wherin the Leetes, or aqy Co^rtes ór I^wcs Daycs 
hfi, IfLcept in Ciane ; and whea any b fo lycenfed, he (hall 
iipt goe to the Akhoufe under Pretence to dyne or fappe 
tiiere, nor rune at sdì upppn die Score for Meate, I>nnke« 
or other ViAualIs, eyther in the Alehoulbt.or elfe^irfiere, to 
the Scandali and DUhonour of the Founder, that for Piv- 
vention thereof hath appoynted' that every Poore Man fliould 
h^ve One Monnthes Paye beforehande, to the End he maìe 
xnake bis Provifion the better for that Time, and fpend the 
Allowance he gives hym wìthin the Hofpitall. Provided 
alwayes, that if aay of the Poore Men bave any urgent or 
neceflary Occafion to goe abroade for a certayne Tymei 
nppon Notice thereof to the Vicar of Clune, and the Wardea 
of the Hofpitall fòr the Tyme beinge, they mate, if they 
fludl hold yt foe conveoient, give Lycence unto the fayd 
Poore Man to be abfente for fuch Tyn^e as bis fayd BuiiCiedi 
(ball requier, fo he be not abfent above Seven Dayes in One 
Yeare. 

And we doe hereby further lymltte and appoynte, that 
evèry one of the Poore Meo (hall over and bciides bis Lodge- 
inge and Garden receave of the Warden of the Hofpitall 
yearely One Stipende of Eight Poundes Thirtine £hiilinget 
Fowre Peniè, to be paid unto hym monnthly, reckenninge 
Eight and Tweotye Dayes to the Monnth, by Thirtene ^hìiU 
Iinges Fowre Penfe every Monnth in the Common Hall of 
the Hofpitall, uppon the Saterday after Eventoge Prayer^ 
aod yearely uppon Sainte Mathyas Day, whych was thè 
Founder's Byrth Day, a Gowne ready made of flronge 
* Cloth or Kerfeye of a fadde Colour, to weare jappon the 
Weeke Dayes, of the Prìce of Fiftene ShilUnges and Six 
Pence, and . (hall haye delivered unto hym at the Hofpitall 
yearely at-Bartholmew Tyde for Fyerìnge Two Loade of 
Wood ; and (hall alfoe every Fourth Yeare uppon Trinitie 
Stmday bave delivered unto hym to weare fuch a Lyvery 
Gowne of Uew Cloth lined with Bayes, with the Founder's 
Cognizannoe on the Sleeye, to ware uppon Sundayes and 
Feaftivall Dayes, as every bne of the Poore Men now bave, 
bf the Price of Fowrty 4 ShilUnges, togeather with a Livery 
Hacte, of the Price of Fowre Shillingcs ; of whìch làyd 
Livery Gownes to be at every Fourth Ycares Ende delivered 
unto th^m by the Warden to tbeir owne Ufe as aforefayd, 
we doe ordayne and appoynte, that every one of che Poore 
Men (the fayd Gownes beinge ali firfb dyed luto fome fadder 
Colour) fbaU moke theo) Suite^ of Apparell of one and the 
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Tame Fafliioa to weare uppon Sondayes, and Holy D«feà. 
And (hall likewife at emj Yeares End, when they receans 
their ncw ordinarye Gowncs, makc thcm Appardl widi the 
old, that they nude goe deane and decent, and not feU theire 
Gowhes avaye, nor coorerte them to any other Ufe. And 
fòr the avoydfaìge of Idleneft, and better Maynteoannce o£ 
tbemfèlTes, yt fhall be UwfnU for any of the Poore Men» 
prìratly in bis C)iamber, to nfe any maniall Trade that be 
has SkiU of, or to exercìfe bymfdfe in any other handyìe 
J^boar, fo the fame be not offcnftvc or ik>yibme to che 
l^acdcQ and the Reft of the Brethien. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The Offici of the Subwarden. 

4« Wee doe ordayne, .that One of the Twelve Poore Mfen, 
of the bdl Difiretion and Behainour, and beinge able to 
reade and write (If it maie be) be, nppon the Death or Re* 
noverali of Richard Langeford the now Subwarden, eleAed 
yearely by the Warden, and the more Parte of the Poore 
Men, to be Subwarden, who (hall, under the Warden, overfee 
ali Parfons in dodng of their Duties, and (hall at noe Tvm« 
be abfent. Wben the Warden of the Horpitall is ablent^ 
he (hall dulye open and (butte at the Howres appointed the 
jGates of the Hofpital), and to that Ende he (hall receave of 
the Warden the Keyes every Mominge between the Feafh òf 
the Anuimfiation of Oor Bleflèd Lady the Virgin Marye, 
and the Fea|l of Sainte Michaell the Arcfaangdl, at Fite of 
the Clocke, and (hall thén open the Gatts. Aud after tfaa 
Ringinge or Towlinge of the Bell, to give Wamhige to fuch 
as be abroad, he (hall (hutt and locke them againe dureing 
chat Tyme at 8 of the Clocke in the Eveninge. And fnta 
the Feafts of Saynt Mychaell untili the Feaft of the Annnn- 
ÌGation, he (hall open the Gates at Eight of the Clocke in 
the Moriìiogei ^od (be (butte aod locke them as aforefaid at 
Five of the Clock at Night, and carrye the Keyes every 
Night a^'fone as the Gatts be locked to the Warden, if he 
be at lupine. And he (hall at noe Tyme, before nor after 
the Hòwers hereby aM>oynted for opening and (hutting di 
the Gattes/ open the fame, unlefs yt be uppon fpeciaO 06- 
cacioni; an4 by Dlreftìon of the Wardto. He (hall aUÒe 
every Dave, after the Towlbge of the Bdl to Momeinge 
and ^Tening Prayer to be fayd in the Chappdl, (hutt and 
lòcke the Gattes, and not open the (ame wbile the Wardeo 
and Poore Men be at their Devotìoos. He (hall keepè thè 
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lÀv^t Go>vne8 and Hattes ia the Preflès made and fétte ra 
the Chappell for that Purpofc, and deliver them every Sun- 
day and Holye Daye in the Morneinge at Eight of the Clocke 
to the Reft of the Brethren, and receave them againe at 
Night bniflied and foulded by them handromly, and lay 
them up in the fayd Preflès againe. He (hall alfo keepe the 
Xeyes of the Chappell, a^d fee that it he keepte fweete and 
deane, and that the Bookes be net defaced, nor any Stranger 
admitted into the Chappell, but when eyther the Warden 
or hymfdfe be prefent. And foe alfo that the Seates pro- 
▼ided for the Warden and Poore Men in the Pariflie Church. 
be likewife keepte fweete and cleanc. And he (hall every 
Morninge and Eveninge, the Howers appoynted to fay Praycr 
in the Chappell, ringe or toule the Bell Twice to give Som- 
mons to the Poore Men to come to Prayer ; he (hall duely 
obfenre ali Abfences from the Parifhe Church, and from 
Frayers in the Chappell, Mifedemeanors in any of they Bre* 
theme, and prefent them every Saterday at Night after Prayer 
in Writinge (if he can) to the Warden, that ech one maie 
refeave the Puni(hement by the Statute to be infllAed, ac- 
cording to the Qualitie of theire feverall OfFences. He (hall 
fee that noe Dogges be keept in the Hofpitall Houfe to anoye 
and difquiette the Company. And we doe further order, 
that he (hall doe and e.xecute, in the Abfence of the Warden, 
whatfoever by thefe Statutes in that Behalfe ys required to 
be done and performed by the (ayd Warden. And we doe 
ordayne, lynaitte, and appoynte thaf the fayd Subwardea 
(hall receave for bis Wagis, over and bcfydes bis Stipende 
of Eight Poundes Thirtecne Shillinges and Power Pence as 
a Poore Man, a yearely Stipende of Fortye Shillinges, to be 
payd Halfe yearely. 

We doe ordayne, if at any Tymc yt (hall happen that 
the Warden and Subwarden be both Sick^ at one Tyme, or 
fo impotente and weake, that neyther of them ys able to 
performe the Dueties inddent to their Plafes, and by thcfc 
Statuies requiered of them, that the Poore Man that is eldeft 
in Seniorìtie by Admiilion, if he be able and fu(ficient to 
performe that Of&ce, if not, then the eldeft in Seniorìtie 
which (hai be able, by the Appoyntemisnt of the Warden of 
the Hofpitall (hall, during the Tyme of their Sickenes and 
Impotcncye, doe and execute ali fuch Thinges as by the 
Statutes in that Behalfe are required to be done and per- > 
formed by them, or eyther of them. 

CHAPTER 
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ICHAPTER V. 

Of the Nomination for EleElion of the Warden and Poore Men. 

Wc do alfoe ordayne, that as often as any Place in this 
Hofpitàll (hall hàppcn at ahy Tyme hereafter to become 
voydc, eyther by Death or Removeviill of the Warden, or 
bf any of the Poore Men^ that the Warden for the Tyme 
beinge, or Subwarden in his Abfence, (hall give publique 
Noticc thereof in the Parifh Churches of Clune and Byfhopp's 
Caftle the next Sonday after the Deceafe, Departure, Re- 
moveva] of that Partye foe dead or removed, to the End the 
Steward of the Lordcfhippe of Clune for the Tyme beynge, 
Mr. Edward Powell the Founder's old Servant dureinge his 
Life, the Pàrfon of Hopefayc, thè Vicar, Bayliffes, and 
Churchwardens of Clnne, and the Bayliffè, Vicar, and 
Churchwardens of By(hopp's Caftle for the Tyme beinge, 
and the Fee Farmers of the Parfonages of Clune and By(hopp's 
Caftle (if they bè Inhabitants within thefe Lord(hìppes) and 
the Warden of the Hofpitall for the Tyme being maye that 
Sonday Seavenight, after ali or foe manye of them as cann 
attende this Worke of Charitie, meete togeathcr in the faid 
Pariftie Churche of Clune after Eveninge Prayer, tp the Ende, 
aod after Examination firft taken of the Poor Inhabitants 
of that.Lordfhipe (to whofe Tum the Place ftiall then fall) 
finccrely and furely, without pertìculer Refpefte, Rewarde, 
Mcedc, or Afièftion, nominate Two fuch of the fayd Poore 
Inhabytantes, as in their Confciences they thynke to ftande 
in moft Neede of the Releife and Charitye of ihe Founder, 
and otherwife to be fittcft for the Place, and beft to anfwere 
the Qualities required by the Founder in his Almefmen, and 
jnake Certificate therof in Writinge under their Handes, or 
the more Parte of them, unto Sir Robert Howard, or his 
Hayrcs or Afligncs, being Lord or Lordes of the faid Lord- 
(hippe of Clune, within Three Weekes after the Avoydance 
of the fayd Place, that lie or they maye wiihin Sixe Mounthes 
after the Avoydance of the fayd Place (according to the 
Power giren to hym and them by his Majefties faid Lettera 
Pattentes) make Choyce of One of the fayd Two Parfons 
foe nominated to fucceede in the f<iyd Rome then voyde, and 
give Warrant to the Warden of the Hofpitall to receave and 
admitte hym a Membcr of the Houfe. And we ordayne, 
that the fayd Certificat ftial be from tyme to tyme made and 
fabfcribed as aforcfayd, and delivered to the Warden of the 
Hofpitall for the Tyme being •, and if the Warden be then

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dead, then unto the Subwarden» to be cooveyed and (ènt 
by bim at the Chargc of tho Houfe to the fayd Sir Robarc 
Howard, or his Aflìgnes, being Lord or Lordes of the fayd 
Lordftiippe of Clune.

ted by the Statute of the Houfe to the Lordfhipe of 
Clune, or of the Three Places lymitted to the Lord- 
ftiippe of Biftioppe Calile, we whofe Names are bere 
underwritten, according to the Form to us by Statute 
prefcribed, n;eette togeather in the Parifh Churcbe of 
Clune uppon Sonday the of this Monnth^ 

and after Vlewe and Examìnation taken of ali the Poore 
Inhabytentes that are by the Founder's Inflitution capable 
of Places in thls HQfpitall, we bave nominated thefe 
TwO) whofe Names are bere underwritten ; wee know 
them both to be of honeil Lif^, and Parfons in ali 
Po3'ntes qualified accordinge to theFounder*s Inftitution, 
and meete to recieve that honourable Relief and Charitie 
that bis Lordfhippe provided for them : And therefore 
humbly praye your Honour to g^ve prefent Order that 
One of them maye be admitted into the Place nov 
voyd.

And if the fayd Parfons foe by Statute appoynted as afore- 
faid to nominate, (hall at any Tymc negle^ to nominate and 
certlfie, within Three Weeckes, the Names of fuch Parfons 
as are eligible forch of the Inhabytantes of the Lordfhippes 
of Clune and Bifhoppes Caflle, as it (hall falle to their 
Turnes, or that the fayd Lprdfhippe of Clune and Biflioppes- 
Caftle cannot at that Tyme afToarde a Parfon qualified as ys 
aforefayd, wee doe ordayne, that thed and io often as it 
(hall foe happen that the fayd Sir Robart Howard, or his 
Hayres or Affignes, beinge Lord or Lordes of the Lord- 
fhippe of Clune, (hall make Choyce and Place in the Rome 
foe voyde, One of the Poore Inhabytantes of the Parifli of

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XnightOD or Churdiftoke, uppon fuch Certificate as !s before 
ordayned to be made for the Poore Meo to be nocninated 
out of Clune and Biftiop's Caftle, under the Hands of the 
Warden of the Hofpitall, the Curat for the Tyme beinge 
of that Parifli wherecf the Partìe is to be nominated, and 
the Churchwardcns, that he is of honeft Life and Conver- 
iktioo, of the Age of Sixe and Fiftie Yeares at leali, and 
hath bene an Dweller in that Pariibe for Fyve Years nexte 
before, and ys otherwife in ali Poynts cligible by thefe Con- 
ftitutions as aforefayde.

Coaftttutions, that thcn and as often as it fhall'foc h..ppen 
that the Juftices of Aifife appoynted or affigned in the iayd 
Couotie of Saltop for the Tyme beinge, filali for that Turn

We doe ordayne, that the Warden of the Hofpitall 
Ihall from tyme to tyme, for the adinge and comfortinge of 
fuch as ihaJl be Sicke, or foe Impotente and AVeake, that 
they (halle not be able to help themfelves, make Choyfe of 
fome poore honeft fober Woman, that fiiall attende and loke 
unto thofe that be Sicke and Weake, and filali wafiie the 
Table Clothes ufed upon the Feaftivall Dayes, and fcowere 
aad keepe cleane the Veflèlls, and doe fuch other Worke 
about the Houfe as the Warden filali appoynte her, who,

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Morneinge and EveniDge Prayer, and fitt in the S^tes be* 
longinge to the Hofpitall in Senlorytie, as the Warden {hall 
(hall appoynte, whcre they (hall reverently and dcvoutly 
behave thcmfelves, and rcmaine ali the Tyme of Prayers, 
and then returne agaìn togeather by Two and Two to the 
Hofpitall. 

Wee likcwife ordayne, that the Warden, and in bis Abr 
fence the Subwarden, filali on ali Dayes (being Workeing 
Days) fay Publìque Praycr in the Chappell of the Hofpita! 
Morneing and Evening, viz. at Nyne of the Clocke in th^ 
Foreooon, and Thrce in the Aftcrnoone, together with the 
Founder's Praycr to the Trinitie, and the Praycr of Thankd> 
giveioge to God for the Founder. 

Wee give Thee moli hartic and humble Thanks and 
Prayfe, O Almìghtìe and moft Marcifull Father, for ali th;

Cf the Lodgiugefor the Warden and Poore Men, 

We doe orJayne, that the Warden for the Tyme bcìog 
i^all have ali thofe Romes below Stayers between the Chap- 
jrell and the Gatte, and likewife the private Ufc to hymfeife 
ot the Common Hall and the Kìtchen at ali other Tymes of 
the Yeare, but upon the Fcaflivall Dayes, or when any Pub- 
lyqne Service of the Houfe ys to be performed there, and 
every Poore Man, according to bis Seniorityc and Admiflìon 
loto the Houfe, by the Appoyntementc of the Warden, (hall 
have a Chamber by hymfeife aloane ; and toward the fur? 
nifiiìnge ^f their fayd Chambers every one (hall have, at the 
Charge of the Hofpitall, a Bedftede, ia Matte, a Rugge, and 
a Table, which the Warden (hall deliver tinto them uppon 
their Admi/Tion, by Note in Writtinge indented, that upon 
t)ie Deaih or Removal of any of them, he maie fee that the 
fayd Gpods be left ip the Houfe for tbofe that doe fucceede 
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In theirc Places. The Wardcn and ali the Poore Mto (hall 
go to Bede, or to their Chambers, at or before Nyne of the 
elodee at Night, and (hall rife in the Summer Tyme at or 
before Seaven in the Morninge, and in the Winter at or before 
Eighty in cafe they be well : And for preventing of Sickenefe 
or Infeflion, every one (hall continually keepe his Chamber 
deane, fweet, and handfome, and (hall fpeciallye at ali Tymes 
have great Care to fee that there come noe Dannger to the 
Hofpitall-houfe by reafon of any Fyer or Candles, which 
ihall be bumtnge in his Chamber, or which he (hall carry 
thyther, or to any other Place in the fayd Houfe ; and every 
one of them (hall likewife carefully keepe and (be ufe the 
Furniture delivéred nnto hym, as yt be not purloyned, nor 
any waye mifufed or abufed, and (hall be readye to (hewc yc 
at ali Tymes to the Warden, when he (hall demand the 
lame ; and noe Stranger whatfbevcF, nor any other that ys 
not of the Societie» (hai be permitted to lodge or lye in the 
faid Hofpi^l, or fuiièred to come into the Houfe after the 
Howres wlierein the Gaics are appoynted to be (hutt, unledè 
the fayd John Griifith (hall be at any Tyme pleafed to lye 
there, to look to the Goverment of the Houfe, and to fee 
how the Warden and Poore Men doe demeane themfelves» 
and perform thelr Duties in their (èverall Places ; at which

We ©rdaync and appoyntc, that the Wardea fhalf 6c 
yearely allowed Fowre Poundes Thirteen Shillinges Four 
Pence, to make Provifion of Thirtie Loades of Wcxxi, to 
be bought at fuch Tymes and Seafons of the Year, as he 
maìe buy the fame bcaft cheap, and to pay for Caryage thercof 
tathe Flofpitall, therc to be parted and delyvcFed upou Bar- 
tho'mew Evc: ìu thJ6 Manner. That ys to fay^ Fourc Load 
for bis owne Fyreinge, and Two Loade apece for cvery

C II A P T E R XII. 

Of the Warden and Pecore Mcny tkdr Cardent. 

Wee ordayne, that ihe Warden, in that Portion 6f 
Crounde allotted unto hyni for his Orchardc and Garden, 
and foc likcwife every Poore Man in his Garden PJotte, (hall 
from tyme to tyme plant fuch- Fruites, and fowe fuch Seed» 
of any Sorte, as the Nature of the Soyle fhall produce, and 
male be of moft Benefit t unto them, and (hall alfoe keep the 
Pcrtition of Quickfctt bctwcnc each Garden, and others well 
and handfome, and fupplye the fame as any (hall decaye ; 
and that each Poore Man's Profitt aryfinge out of thìs Gar- 
den may be the more, every one of them to fave other 
Labourers Wages, and to keep Ijymftlfe f^om Idlcnefs, fhali 
dìgge, fowe, wced, and dreflc his Garden, piote hymfelle, 
if he bave Strength and AbiUtie of Body to dee yt;. and 
that the Fruites and other Profitts to be yearely made of ali 
the fayd feverall Gardcns may be the better keept and pre- 
fcrved, and the fayd Hofpitall at ali Tymes in more Safetye, 
wee doe alfoe appoynt and oidayne, that the Dorè that 
goeth forth of the Hofpitall into the fayd Gardcns, and to 
the common Privie, (hai be alwayes keept (hutt, and that 
every one of the Poore Men (hall bave a Kcy tbereof, that 
they male at ali Tymes, as often as they bave Caufe to goe

0/ the honejl Converfatìon and orderly Dcmeanours ivhtch h 
required in the Members of this Hoiife, and the Pi/ni/h-^ 
mentes which are to be infii^ed itfpon fuch as are De/in* 
quenti. 

Unworthye are they to be maynetayned by the Cha- 
r'uie and good Workes of others, who live a difordcrly Life ; 
for. the avoydinge whereof we ordayne, that the WaiJeiì 
and Poorc Men of this Hofpitall (hall in their Lives and 
CoQverfations behave ihemfelves reli^ioufly, honefHy, quicrly, 
and foberly, and (hall fpecially devote themfclves to the 
Service of God, and that they Poore Men (hall live loveingìy 
togeather, as Bretherne ought to doe, and (hall help and 
<^heri(he one ^nothcr in Sickenefs and in Health. They 
(hall giva ali due Refpefte and Reverence, and be obedicnt 
to the Warden of the Hofpitall fi)r the Tyme beìnge, and 
3b his Abfcnce to the SubwarJcn, aad to b;; ready at ali 
Tymes to doe fuch Workes and other Thinges, cyihcr for 
4thc publique Good of the Houfe, or their own private abouk' 
their Gardens or elfewhere, as the Warden or Sub warden in 
bis Abfence (hall appoynt, which by thcfc Lawes and Sta- 
<utes they are to performc, or which, upon the prefcnt* 
Occafion ofFered, ys Attinge and ncceffarye for them to doe. 

And feeinge it is ia vayne to make Lawes, unlefs there 
be Puni(hment ord?iyned againft the OfFcnders, we will, 
that if any Member of this Hofpitall be guiltìe of Athifme, 
Herefie, or Blafphenays, or ftiall commiir any OfFence, which 
by the Laws of this Kingdome ys punifhable, by LoofTc of 
Life or Member, or (hall commit Adultery or Fornicarion, 
or /hall draw any Manner of Weapon within the Hofpitall 
lo lìrike any Perfon with the fame, or (hall doe, or offer 
any notable or enormous Injury or Difgrace to the Warden 
pf the Hofpitall, or fhall rayfe or ftir up any Mutinics or 
Faclions in the faid Hofpitall, or (hall willingely committ 
any Oflfènce, or doe any Fafte, by which Damagc, Scandali, 
or lofamye fhall growe unto the fayd Hofpitall, or fliall 
procure, perfwade, or counfell any of the faid Offenccs or 
Crymes to be committed ; that then in every fuch Ca^c, 
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uppon ProfFe thereof made bcfore the Parfon of Hopefay, 
the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and BaylyfFe of Bifliops 
Caftlc, and the Warden of the Hofpitall for the Tyrae 
bcinge, or any Three of them, whcreof the Warden of the 
Hofpitall to bc ahvaycs One, eyther by the Partye, Delìnr 
quent's owne Confcflìon, or by the Natoryoufnes of the 
Faft, or by Two fufficient Witneflès, or by any other lawfuU 
Wayes or Mcanes, the OiFendcrs ihall bc expelled out of 
this Hofpitall for ever.

the Warden — Or if any of the Poore Men (hall throwe any 
Chamber Potè or Fllthe, or the Sweeplngs of hv$ Chambcr 
into the Square Court, or any of the Gardcns, or fball kecp 
Dogges in the Houfe, or any other noyfomc Thyngc-to 
difquicte the Warden, or the other Poore Men, or (hai bc 
a Swearer, a Gamefter, a Dninkeard, a Haunierof Tavemcs 
or Alehoufes, or fhull rune uppon the Score in any Alchoufe, 
or goe at any Tyme wiihout Lcave into the Town of Clone, 
pr be a Takcr of Tobacco, a Brauller, a Scoulder,'or Qoar- 
rcllcr, a contentious Parfon, or Sower of Difcorde, or onc 
that doth mifebeliave or unreverenily demeane hymfclf, 
eyther in the Pari/h Church, or in the Chappcll, or fhall be 
abfcnt from Prayers at the Howres and Tymes lymitted with- 
out lawfull Licence, or ftiall neglefte his private Devotions 
gt the Tymes likewìfe appoynted ; or if any of the Poore 
Men (hall filche or fteale any of the Neighbourcs Wood, or 
any Wood from any one of the other Poore Men, or any 
of the Fruites of thcir Gardcns, or bc a Tearcr or Breaker 
of Hedg[;es abroade, or (liall refuflè, in cife he be able tq 
doe fuch Worke aboute the Hofpitall, as the Warden of the 
Hofpitall for the Tyme bcinge fnall appoynie hym as aforc-r 
fayd,"and (hall be for the fame Crymes and Contempes, or 
any of them, convifled beforc the Warden of the Hofpital 
for the Tyme beinge, by ali or any of the Wayes or Means 
aforefaid ; that then the faid Party foe offlndinge fhall, for 
'the Furft Tymc, bave a folemn Admonition givcn hym by 
the Warden, who ihall declarc unto hvm th<; Grcvioufenes 
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of bis FaAey and reprove hym for committinge oF it^ and 
warne hym for doeìnge the fame againe, or the like. And 
for the Second Offènce he (hall forfette Two Shillinges ; for 
the Third OfFence Three Shillinges Power Pence ; for the 
Fourth Sixe Shillinges Eight Pence ; for the Fifte Tena 
Shillinges ; for the Sixt his whole Monethes Pay : And if 
any fuch Parfoa diali offende the Scventh Tymc io the fame 
Offence, or any other of the Offences before-mentioned» and 
be thercof convifted before the Parfon of Hopefaye, the 
Vicar of Clune, and th^ Vicar and BaylifFe of Byfhoppe 
Calile» and the Warden of the Hofpitall for the Tyme beinge, 
or any Three of them, whereof the Warden of the HofpitaU 
te be alwayes one, he (hall be amoved and put out of the 
Hofpitall, and remayne ever after a Parfoa uncapable and 
difabled to be a Member thereof. 

• Wee doc alfoe ordayne, that if any Varlence or Contro- 
verfie happen or arife between the Poore Men amonge them- 
felves, that the fame filali be indifferendy hearde and deter<f 
mined by the Warden for the Tyme being ; and if the War-^ 
dea (inde eyther Partye obftinate aud unwillingly dedyningc 
from his Order and Ende, he (hall thea aouaint the Parfoa 
of Hopefaye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and Bayliffè 
of Bjfhops Caftle for the Tyme beinge therewlth, that h^ 
tuid they togeather, or any Three of them, whereof the War» 
den for the Tirae bcing to be One, maie take fuch further 
Courfe therein as they diali thlnke fitte : And if ^ny of them 
filali doc the conterarye, he (hall lòofe and forfeit for the Fìrft 
Offeace One Monthes Paic, for the Second Two Monthc^ 
Pay, for the Third Three Monthes Paìe, and for the Fowrth 
be (hall be abfblutely cxpclled the Houfe for erer. 

We doe alfoe ocdayne, that if any of the Poore Men (hall 
loofc any Key or Locke appertaineioge to there Chamber, or 
to the Door that goeth out of the Hofpitall into the Gardens, 
or otherwife decay any Doore, Ymplcment, or Fumi tare, 
that doth or (hall belong uqto the Hofpitall, by WilIfuIInefs 
or Negligencc, that the Warden (hall caufe the Partie fo of- 
fending to make Redreflfc for cvery fuch Offence, or other? 
wife to fiaye fo much of the yearly Stipende of every fucb 
0(reQder, as maie fuffice for the yemedi^te and fpedie Re-^ 
dre(re or Amendement thereof. 

We doe ordayne, that if aay Almes be at any Tyme 
gìven by any well difpofed Parfon or Parfons to the Poore 
Men in cotmnon (without begginge or addnge) that the fame

the Hofpitall. And if any of the Poore Men (hall begge or 
jiflpe any Alme$ of any, to the pi(hoaoi9r of thee Founder, 
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that hath fo well provided for hym, that he (hall be punl(hed 
fbr the Firft OflTence One MoQthes Paic, for the Second Fortyc 
ShillingcS, and after the Thiide Offencc be cxpellcd ab-

For the better Orderinge aad Govermcnt of the Toore 
Men, and tp the code the Mifdemeanours and Wronges com- 
ipit.tcd and done by any of them maie be from tyme to tym« 
heard and punifhed accordinge to thefe Ordiqances, that by 
One Man's Cenfure the Refidue may be admoniflicd and ter- 
rificd, We doc ordayne, that the Warden of the Hofpitall 
(hall every Week uppon the Saturdaye prefently after Evcn- 
inge Praycr, bcfore the Gattes of the Hofpitall be opeocd, 
repair to the common Hall, and givc Sommons to the Poore 
• Men to attende hym there, untili they be by hym difmiflèd ; 
^nd \hc feyd Warden (hall then cali to the Subwarden for 
his Prefentmentes for that Wecke, and ftiall demaunde if 
any there prefcnt had any Wronge or Gricvaunce offèred 
unto hym by any Member of the Houfe, or if any of thetn 
knowe or caq informe hym whether any Member of ibis 
Hofpitall bave committed any Thinge which by thcfe S:a- 
tutes are prohibited or commanded ; or if any Wropgc or 
TrcfpafTe hath bene done to the Hofpitall by any Member of 
the Houfe, or by any other, and by whom ; aqd the faid 
Warden (hall wilj them tp declare the Pertìculers thereof, if 
^ny fuch Thinge be, remembring them that they are {q 
bound to dee by their Oatbes.r— And if any Member of the 
faid Hofpitall fliall be accufed or charged to bave tranfgrefièd 
againft any thefe our Ordinanc^s, or to bave cofened, dcr 
ceaved, or wronged any other of the Members of the Houfe, 
or any Stranger, then in every fuch Cafe thie Warden (hall 
cxamine the Panie foe charged tbcreof ; and if upon his Ex-r 
aininarion he confefTe the fame, or that it be t^flified againft 
him, then the faid Warden fhall inflift uppon the faid Of- 
fender fuch Cenfure as by thefe Statutes are appoynted to be 
ympofed by him in that Behalfe. And if the Òffence be fuch 
as deftrve Expulfion, or any grievous Cenfure or Punifti- 
mcnt which the faid Warden alone ys not to infliflé, he fhall 
then aqnaint the Parfon of Hopefaye, the Virar of Clunt*, 
and the Vitar and BaylifTe of Byfhoppes Caftle thertwith, 
ch.U they and he togeather, or any Thrce of thcrn, wheieof 
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the Warden to be One, maìe take fuch Order thcrein as they 
(hall thinke meete. And the fayd Warden (hall alfo then 
enquìer, whether any Member of the Houfe be ficke, and 
how he ys looked ùnto, what his Dìfcafe is — And if k be in- 
feftious, the Warden, and in his Ahfeoce the Subwarden, 
filali take Order that the Party be keept and looked unto» in 
fuch Manner as that the Refidue of the Company be not in- 
fefled by hym. And if any of the Poore Men doe nót 
weekely appearc, and give his Attendance uppon the Warden 
as aforefayd (having noe lawfull Impediment to the con- 
trary) he (hall forfeit Twelve Pence for eVcry fuch Default : 
And the Warden (hall from tyme to tyme regifler in the 
Book before by us appointed, to be by hym keept for this 
Purpofe, ali Convitìions and Admonitions, which (hall be 
givcn to the Offcnders ; and the Penai ties or Somes of Money, 
which (hall be forfeited in the Cafc aforefiyd, (hall be de- 
faulrcd out of the OfFender's Slipende or Allowance, at the 
Pale Days ncxt happeninge after the fayd Offences and Con- 
Tiftions ; and the fayd Forfeitures (hall be yearely referved 
by the Warden in his Hands, untili the Tyme before ap- 
piVinted unto hym to make his Accomptes, at which Tyme 
he (hall produce his fayd Booke of Cunviflions, and deliver 
up the Money to be put iato the Treafury of the faid Hof- 
pltall. 

And wee doe furiher ordayne, that if it (hall happcn that 
the Warden of the Hofpitall do eythcr negleft the Dutics, 
which by thefe Statutes he ys enjoyned to doe, or otherwife 
mifdemeane hymfelfe in the Execution of his Place, or doe 
any thinge to the Hurte or Prejudice of this Hofpitall, or 
committ any Crime or OfFence worthye of Puniftimente ; 
that then, uppon Complayiite and Proofc thereof made, the 
Parfon of Hopefaye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and 
Bayliffe of By(hopps Caftle for the Tyme being, or any 
Three of them, (hall and wiil from tyme to tyrne inflift 
fuch Punifhment upon hym, eyiher by Admoniflion, or by 
moderate Fyne to be (ètt upon hym, and to be dcfalkcd out 
of hys yearly Salarye or Stìpende, to be put into the Trea- 
fury as aforcdiyd, or by Expulfion of hym out of his Place 
according to his Demeritres; and as the faid Parfon of Hope- 
faye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and BaylilFe of 
By(hopps Cadle, or any Three of them, (hall thiuke fytt» 
and hold to be confonant to JuHice and Éq^ultie. 



CHAPTER

Whereas there is a fpeciall Room with a ftrooge Loocke 
and Three Eeycs of feverall Wardes ftllowed for kéep- 
ii^ die Evidences of the Lands, PofTeffions, and Treafure 
or the Hofpitall, and for other Things of Moment beinge 
not of dayly Ufe^ whereìn there is already placed and fette 
by onr Appoitltment One fhronge large Ghette boonde with 
Irone, with Three Locks and Keys, we dèe ordayne, that 
the Parfon of Hopefàye for the Tyme beinge (hall alwaycs 
keep One of the Keyes of the fayd Treafure Houfe Door, 
and One of the Keys likewire of the Cheft ; and that the 
Vicar of Clune for the Tyme bdnge (hall keepe One other 
of the Keys» as well of the Treafure Honfe Door» as of 
the Ghette ; and the Warden of the Hofpitall ttiall keepe 
the other Two Keyes, and in the Vacancie of the Place of 
the Warden, the Subwarden for the Tyme beinge ; and 
wheù and as often as yt (hall happen cyther of the làyd 
Chnrches of Hopefàye or Clune to be voyd and without In- 
tombenteSy that dnreinge the Vacanqre of that Cfanrch foe 
Toyde, the Vicar of Bylhoppes Cattle for the Time beinge 
(hall bave from tyme to tyme the Gottodye of thofe Two 
Keyes ; and fo likewife in Cafes of Sickenes, or neceflàry 
Abfence of any of the fayd Parfons at any Ty°^e from his 
Benefitte?» that eache one of them (hall fupply what the 
other, by reafon of Infirmi tie or Abfence, cannot parforme : 
In which Ghette (hai be keepte the Letters Pattentes tonch- 
ing the Foundation and Donation of the Hofpitall, and like<» 
i¥ife the Letter Pattentes graunted to us to make Statates, 
the Common Seale, One Goppy of thefe Ordinances, and 
fuch Stocke of Money as (hall be yearly remayneinge after 
ali Allowanccs referved for Reparations, and other necedàry 
Di(burfementes ; and ali other Evidences whatfoever forted 
in feveral Boxes, and fubfaibed what Poflèflions the fame 
concerne* 

Wee doe further ordayne, that noe Evidente be at any 
Tyme taken from thence, but upon fpecial Occalion, and 
then alfo not to be longer kept from thence thcn neceflàry 
Occafion for the Ufe thereof (hall requìer ; there (hall alfoe 
remayne in the faid Ghette a Paper Booke, wherein (hall be 
entered the Parcells of ali Evidences from tyme to tyme taken 
forth, the Day and Yeare when and to whom, and whofe 
Handes it is to be deliveied to^ and for how long Tyme, as 

is 
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fe preTuppoIèd ; and the Daye alfo and Yeare (hai be eotered 
whea aod by whom fuch Farceli of Evidence is delivered ia 
againe. 

C H A P T E R XVr. 
^0tir the In^r^priatìons Jbal be demijfed. 

Seringe the ooly Mcaines of relieveing' and mayntayn* 
inge the Members of this Hofpttall ys to be devifed and 
rayfcd out of the Fee Farmea Rentes of the Parfonages of 
Clune and Byfboppes Caftle» and forth of the Gleebe Tythes 
and yearly Profits aryffing and growinge of the Re£loryes 
«nd Parfonages of Knighton and Churchftocke aforefayd, 
wfaich are demifabley it is requifitte that their (hould be 
great Care and Heede taken in letting thereof for the beft 
Profitte and Advantage of the Hofpitall ; wce therefore 
ordayne, that no Leafe or other Graunte (hall be made therof 
by the Warden and Poore Men of eyther of the faid Par- 
fonages of Knighton and Churchftocke, without the Confent 
and Approbation of the faid Jhon Griffich dureinge his Life, 
and after his Deceafe, of the Parfon of Hópefaye, the Vicar 
of Chine, and the Vicar and BajlìfFe of By(hoppes CaAle 
for the Tyme beingc, or Thrce of them at the leaft ; and 
that noe Leafe hereafcer tò be made of the fayd Parfonages 
of Knighton (hall exceed the*Number of One and twcntje 
Years fren the makeinge thereof, nor without the Refer*^ 
vation of fnch yearly Rent as is now paid for the fame, yiz.' 
the yearely Rent c^ Forty-fyre Pounds per Annum, or more, 
vrhich filali continue payable dureinge the whole Tearme 
and Continuance of the Leafe, and payable Halfe yearely at 
or within the fayd Hofpitall, at the Fea'ftes now accuAomed ; 
and that in every fnch Leafe foe to be made, there (hall be 
contayned one Condition and Provifoe, that if the Tenant, 
his Executors or Affignes, (hall not well and truely fatishe 
and paic, or lawfully tender unto the fayd Warden and Poore 
Men of the fayd Hofpitall and their Succeflbrs, at or within 
the fayd HoTpitall, the yearely Rent or Rentes by fuch Leafe 
rcièrved, within Twentye Dayes after the Daye or Tyme 
lymitted for Paymente thereof, without any Demande tó be 
made ; that tfaen yt (hall be lawfuU to and for the fayd War-

fayd Countye of Salope, and ali the Buildings and Houfes, 

and ali Hedges, Fences, and Dìtches in and uppon aoy of 

the Gleebe Lands belonginge or appertayninge to the fayd 

Reftorye, or any Part, ParcSell» or Member thereof, and fo 

to leavc the fayd Premifes in the Ende of the Tcarmc fnf- 

fìciently repa'ired : And che Leflèe (hall further covenante al 

ali Times yearely dureioge the Tearme, weii and truly to 

paie and difcharge ali Synodes, Proxes» Pentions, Portions, 

Taxes, Tenthes» Subiidies» Lownes, Payeooents, and Rents, 

and ali other Duties and Certenties whadbever, ordinarye or 

extraordinai7e, goeinge out or to be paid for the fame (the 

Curat bis Wages of, Tenn Ponndes per Annum for fenreinge 

the Cure of Knighton* only excepted) which we wili and 

ordaync, that the Warden of the Hofpitall (hall from tyme

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tbc Founder's Intentioo) the yearely Rente of Fowrcfcowre 
and Tenne Poundes, or more, whereof the Curate for the 
Tyme being (hall have yearcly for hìs Stypcnde Tenne 
FoHndes paid unto hym Halfe-yearely by the VVarden, at 
the Feades or Dayes limitted to the Warden for Paymcnt of 
the fayd Renee : And wee doe alfoe ordayne and appoynte, 
thac ali fuch Money as (hall be rayfed or made, eyther by 
Increafe of Rentes or Fynes uppon the fayd Leafes, togeather 
'with the Overplus of the prefent yearely Rcvenues thereof

be prcferved and kecpt thcrc for any extraordinary Occafion, 
as to defraye Charges of Reprations, and of Law Suites : 
And to the End that yt maie appeare, that ali fuch States 
as at any Time (hall bc graunted of the Premiflès, be nnd 
are demifed and leiten to the bcft Benefitte and Advant.ige 
of the Hofpitall ; we doe ordayne, that when any fuch Leale 
is propounded for and before the fame is feaied, that the 
Warden (hall upon the Daye by us before appoynred for 
takeìngc bis yearely Accompt, prefent the fame fayrely in- 
groflèd in Farchment unto the Paffon of Hopcfaye, the Vìcar 
of Clune, and the Vicar and Baylife of Byftiopps Caftle, or 
fuch of them as (hall be then there to take his Accomptes, 
lo the Ende the fayd Leafe male be there publyquely feaied 
hi their Prefence, and that the fayd Fine and Overplus (if 
any be) of that Yeares Revenues, male be then layd up as 
aforefaid in the Treafure Houfe, togeather with ali fuch 
Money as (hall be faved by Vacatìons of Places, eyther of 
the Warden, or of «ny of the P< ore Men, bctweene the 
Death of the one, and placeing of the other. 

C H A P T E R XVIL 

Of the Stocke in Money appoynted by the Foiindcr in bis ìVill 
io be lefte to this Hojpitall. 

Whereas the Founder of this Hofpitall hath alfoe ercc- 
ted One other Hofpitall in Eaft Greenwhich, in the Coun- 
tye of Kcnt, for the Mayntenance of One WA'deii and 
Twenty Poore Men; and lìkewife a Third Hofpitall at Kyfe- 
inge, in the County of Northfolke, for the Mayntenance of 
a Governefs, and Twelve other Poore Women ; and i y his 
laft Will and Teftament hath willed, that after tlie fayd 
Three Hofpitalls were buylt and endowed, ihat forfic Siocke 
ihould bc put into the fame, andfor ihat Purpofe ther^; was 
bv US accordingly afligned the Some of Fowre hundred 
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Poundes, whereof One hundred for the Stock of tUs Hofr 
pitali, Two hundred for the Hofpitall at Greenwich, aad 
One hundred Poundes for the other at Ryfeioge. Whkh 
fayd Stockesy if they (houid have beea put iato the 
fcvcral Treafure Houfes of the fayd Hofpitalls to lye dead 
and not ymployed, would have bene a great Loflè, befides 
the Daunger that myght bappen by Cafualtie» wee did 
thercfore, by fpecial Statut by us heretofore made» for tb^ 
Governnìent of the fayd Hofpitall at Greenwhich, aflìga 
acd appoynt that the fayd JhoB Griffith, the Foander's Exe- 
cutor, forth of fuch Money as he had then rematninge ia hit 
Hands towards the Performance of bis Maider's Will» and 
óf fuch Things as he appoyoted to be performed, ihooid 
with the fayd Fowre hundred Poundes purchaflè Lands of 
Inher'itance of the clear yearly Vaine of Twenty Poundes, to 
the end the Rentes, IfFues, and Profettes thereof (hould be 
nìfed and ymployed as hereafter in thefe Prefentes is exprefled, 
and not otherwife ; that is to fay, that the Some of Tea 
Poundes hereof yearely (houkl be and remayne to the Ufe of 
that Hofpitall at Greenwlch, and Pive Poundes yearely to 
this Hofpitally and the other Fyve Pounds to the HoffMtali 
at Ryfinge, as in and by the faid Statutes more at large ap- 
peareth. Which fayd Landes of the fayd Vaine crf" Twcoty 
Poundes the fàyd Jhon Griffith hath fitbence accordingly 
purchafed and aiOgned to the fayd Warden'and Poore Mea 
of the faid Hofpitall in Greenwicb, in fuch Sorte as in and 
by the faid Statute he is enjoyned ; wee doe therefore order 
and appoynt that the faid Some of Pive Ppundes, afBgned as 
aforelaid io the Ufe of this Hpfpitall, be yearely paid in One 
entire Payment at the Fe^es of. Ali Saìntes by the Wardea 
of the Hofpitall of Grecnwich, upon Demaund thereof, to 
the Warden of this Hofpitall, to be by hym fromtyme to tyme 
ymployed as Parte and Farceli of the Revenues of this Houfe.

FIRST, the faid Church was rlchly hanged with Arrat 
and Cloth of Gold ; aod in the Middle of the fai4 
Church» from the Weft Dorè unto the Roode» was a ScaSbld 
erefted of Timber, at the £od whereof was alfo raifed a 
Mount covered ali with redd Saye, and anderneth the Roode 
Lofte were ereftcd Two Travcrfcs, One for the Quccn on 
the Rlght Hand, and the othcr for the Prince on the Lcft 
Hand ; which Places ferved vei-y well for the Puipofe. The 
Qnìre was alfo richly hanged with Cloth of Gouid, and oa 
cach Side of the Alter were othcr Two rìch Travcrfcs as 
aforefaid for the Queen's Majeity and the Prince. 

The Quecne made her Entrye into the Cittie of Win- 
cheftcr, very richly in Apparell, on Satterday the 2ift of 
July» and was lodged in the BiOiopps Pallace. And Prince 
I^hilippe made his Entrye into the faid Citrie on Manday 
after, being the 23 Julle, at whofe Entrie the Mayor deli^cred 
to him the Keycs of the Cittie, which he reccived, and dc- 
livered them backe againe, being lodged at the Deaned 
Houfe. 

On Wcdnefday the 25. of Joly, being St. James's Day, 
the Prince, richly appareied in Cloth of Gonld imbroydered» 
accompanìed with a great Nomber of the Nobles of Spaine, 
in fuch Sorte as the like hath not b«ene feene, proceeded to 
the Church, and entred in at the Weft Dorè, and paflèd to 
his Travcrfe ali the Way on Foote : and to the Church he 
had noe Sword borne before hin>. 

Then carne thcQueenc's Majeftie, accompanìed with a great 
Nomber of the Nobilitie of the Realme, the Sword beìiig 
borne before her by the Earl of Darby, and a great Nomber 
of Ladyes and Gentlewomen very richly appareied. Her 
Majefties Trayne was borne by the Marquefs of Winchcftcr, 
affided by Sir John Gage her Lo. Chamberlaine. And foe (he 
proceeded to the Church^ the Kings and Herauids of Armes 
in theire Coats gcnng before ber from her Lodging on Foote 
to the Church, where entring at the Wcft Dorè, (he paflcd 00 
till fhe carne to her TiTiverfe. Then the Bi(hop of Winchefter, 
Lo. Chancelor of England, which did the Divine Service, 
affifted by the Bifhops of London, Durefme, Chechefter, Lin- 
colne, and Elye, ali with theire Crofiers borne before them, 
carne oute of the Quirc to the Mounte.
